matica, however cntertaining to the Senior 
Proſeſſors i is only fit to amuſe young Heads, 1 
and to furniſh chem with a Sort of learned {F 
Gibberiſh. PA 
By a rational Empiriciſm, I mean not 
only an expedient Knowledge of the Stru- 
cure of humane Bodies, the Subject of our 
Work, together with the Cauſes, ſuch of 
them, and ſo much of the Nature of Di- 
caſes, as are diſcoverable to us; but a 
thorough Acquaintance allo with the Maie-

lous Obſervation of the Succeſs, 4 either 
good or bad, that for a long Series of Ex- 


periments, has attended the Adminiſtration

from the Herd-of baſe unlearned Quacks, 
who are ignorant of all thele, and at a 
meer haphazard, impoſe the moſt ill ſuited 
and prepoſterous Compoſitions ; and the 
Perſon thus qualified, you will pardon me 
I dare ſay, if I think fitter to be intruſted 
with the Concerns of Life, than the more 
learned Diſputer, (but leſs heedful Obſer- 
ver) that from Geometrick Principles, or 
Data borrow'd from a foreign Science, 
forms Axioms or Propoſitions, deduces 
Lemmata or Arguments, thente drawing 
Inferences or Concluſions, by Way of Co- 
rollary, the better to "countenance ſome 
belov'd Hypothelis. | 
I am far from diſputing the Teonereta 13 
Ses in the Fabrication of our Bodies, or 
doubring but that the fame are made as well 
by Weight as Meaſure: Yer in many of 
their Diſorders, where the Fluids are more 
Wy A 3 par- 
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| particularly concern'd, and ſtill more eſpe- 
| cially in ſome of thoſe of the nervous Tribe, 
' there is ſo much of the 0» , or unac- 
| countable; ſo many little Incidents to re- 
| tard or accelerate their Motions, or other- 
wiſe diverſify their Texture, impercepti- 
ble to and ingeed inveſtigable by the 
humane Mind, that>very little Certainty, 
as to the greater Part of them, will as I 
i apprehend in this Method be ever Eſtab- 
| liſhd. 


The Mechanicks, it muſt be granted, 
have done {ſomewhat towards improving 
| our Knowledge in the Nature, Ule and 
| Way of Operating, of the Solids: Yet, 
even here the grand Point, the & 56m of 
| muſcular Motion, is ſtill Diſputable; and 
the Parallel which is carried on betwixt 
our. Fluids and the Hydroſtaticks, much 
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| wider, leſs inſtructive, and conlequently 
| leſs uſeful to Practice; and I doubt is 
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like tobe ſo, till we are as well acquainted 

with the Nervous Fluid, Animal Secretion, 
and in ſhort, with all the ſeveral Ways our 
Liquors may be affected, as we are with 
the Diameters and Sites of the Tubes* ® 
which 
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which contain them. So that we have leſs 


reaſon to wonder after ſo much fine Talk of 
this Demonſtration, that even the great Pre- 
tenders to the {ame, overlook it generally 
in their Medicinal Preſcripts; and like' 
other Gentlemen (little or nothing attach d 
unto that Science) proceed on common In- 
dications, and direct their Remedies (hap- 
py for the Sick that they do ſo) from their 
Succeſs of ſome former Adminiſtration 
under the like Complaint, Whenee it 
appears the chief Ule of the new Method, 
is to enable us to diſcourſe profoundly, 
and, as we fee cauſe, may be laid aſide 
when we come into the Patient's Chamber, 
or directly to the Practice. 

We mult indeed confeſs the Art of 
Surgery, which you, Sir, have the publick 
Teſtimony of exerciſing with very great 
Reputation: Whether we conſider it in 
its Syntheſts, Diære is, Exereſis, or almoſt 
any of its Parts and Operations, has a 
better Right to the Principles we have been 
Speak ing of; becauſe the naked Eye, of 
that of the Body, can Judge of the art- 
ful or ignorant Performance of the Work; 
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| and where Lines and Figures ate your pro- 
| | per Guides: But in Phyſick, ſtrictly ſpeak- 
| ing, where we Act as it were in the Dark, 
and have that only of our Underſtanding 
l to direct us, the Property is much alter'd : 
| Wherefore, tho' Tlament as muchas others, 


the Aﬀair of Life ſhould any way depend 
on Chance: Yet muſt I ſee farther than I 

have done hitherto, into Mathematical 
l Medicine, before I alter my Opinion, 
| that however you, Sir, have a ſurer Guide in 
| the Chyrurgick Province, good rational 
Gueſſing, back'd with as great Experi- 
ence, will ſtill make a confiderable Part 
of the Character of a good Phyſician : 
But fearing to treſpaſs longer on your 
Time, I ſhall crave only this farther Li- 
berty, to acknowledge publickly, what I 
do frequently in a more private Way (vix.)

and imperfes Accounts of the Diſtemper, 


pickd up out of other Writers, deſignedly 
conceal d, to anmſe the ignorant; but when 
they come to the Cure we are always ſure 
of finding ſome Secret at the Bottom of the 
Deſign : And thoſe who know little or no- 
thing of a ſound or rational Practice, nor 


were ever bred up to the ſame, (leaving their 


proper Occupations) delude the poor unfortu- 
= nate People by means of theſe ſham Accounts, 
with ſtrange Notions of their Skill and 
Juclgipent. Upon whom if I have been 
ſevere, iu, ſome Reflections, they have been 
extorted by tle great Number of Patients 


[ 
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T have ſeen trapanm el and ruin d thereby , 
whoſe Authors are ſeldom wanting of ſome * 
Confederates, placed for that Purpoſe about 
the Town, to vouch even the greateſt of 
Vntruths, for the better carrying on their 
Intereſt. But quitting alſo theſe, it might 
perhaps be deem d an Overſight, if I ſhould 
not take Notice, that a Learned Gentleman 
hath lately undertaken to give us a truer 
Idæa of one Part of this Diſeaſe, I mean 
the Gonorrhœa or firſt Infection, than has 

hitherto been deliver d to us Tet even his 
Method of healing is likewiſe kept a Secret, 
for Fear (as he ſays) it ſhould be an En- 
couragement to an unruly Set of Men. So 
that no Body being like to fare the better for 
it, I cannot fee to what fair Purpoſe we 
are acquainted that ſuch a Secret is found 
ont; nor indeed why the learned Author 
ſhould bear ſo hard upon all other PraGti- 
tioners, accounting their Methode Empirical 
and uncertain : Since all that we can find 
in the ſaid Diſcourſe of his, of any Pub- 
lick Die or Advantage, is no other than 
the antient or modern Practice he is find- 
ing Fault with. *Tis true, he has publiſh'd 


therein 
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= therein what he calls a new Medicine for 
W the Cure of Chancres, which I have farther 
noticed in the enſuing Treatiſe : But what 
he terms his direct Cure of the Gonor- 
© rhaca is (as we obſerved before) concealed. 
ds that when he arraigns all others, whether. 
= Phyſicians or Surgeons, as out doing the 
= Mountebanks in Curing by unknown Methods 
and Medicines, (although I know of no 
legal Ones that do fo) how indeed can he 
X himſelf keep clear of their Company, whilſt 
bis own Remedy is a Noſtrum? But ask- 
ing Pardon of the learned Author, if I have 
been too free, I ſhall no longer detain you 
with a Prefatory Diſcourſe, leſt whilſt I am 
= remarking others, I forget that I have left 
= Room enough for Criticiſm of ſome kinds 
un my own Undertaking ; and I can very 
== eaſily foreſee from what Quarter the ſame 
s moſt likely to be furniſh'd.

tion of which, I very well remember a ſean 
Cur in the Houſe I lived, that was always 
running after the Salt and proud Bitches in 
the Streets, being frequently loſt for a Week 
together, would then come Home with a drip- 
ping of purulent Matter from the Penis, which 
ſeemed alſo to be attended with a Stranguria, 
by his perpetual Micturitio, obſervable in the 
lifting up his Leg (as the Manner of the Crea- 
ture is,) againſt the Steps or Door, when he 
could do nothing, or only a few Drops ; then 
preſently lying down again, he would gently 
howl for a few Minutes. Whilſt his Running 
hſted he kept Houſe, and lying round, would 
with his Tongue be licking of the Penis, as 
the Matter was ready to drop from it, which 
was of a deep yellow exactly like that which 
flows in the Gonorrheay as it is calld, from 
Men after they are clapt. And within about 
two Vears after, as near as I can remember, 


(for 'tis now upwards of thirty ſince this hap- 


pen'd,) he had been thus out of order ſeve- 
ral times, the ſame Dog became fo filthy with 
the Mainge, that a Servant in the Family was 
order'd to hang him out of the way. 

This Hiſtory I have thought fit to inſert 
only as Fact, leaving it to others of more 
Leiſure and Abilities, to draw what Inferen- 
ces they pleaſe, and make their own Applica- 
tion; although I muſt needs think, it does 
not invalidate, if it does not countenance 
the former Notion, that the Venom of the 
Diſeaſe is at firſt taken from the Vagina Uteri 
of the Female, ariſing from the putrid Fer- 
ment juſt before obſery'd. But to proceed, 


The 
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The Generality of thoſe Writers living at 
the Time of its firſt Appearance in theſe 
European Parts, and pleading the beſt Know- 
ledge of its Nature, when it came amon 
them, will, notwithſtanding all that can be 
ſaid to the contrary, have the ſame to be a 
new Diſtemper, at leaſt to us in the Year 
1493, when they ſay it was brought over by 
that famous Diſcoverer of the new World, 
Columbus, from America into Spain, thence 
from the Siege of Naples (whence call'd Mor- 
bus Neapolitanus) to the French who were ſet 
down before that Place; and unto whom, af- 
ter their Return to their own Country, it 
ſeems moſt likely we ſhould be beholden for 
the ſame Preſent, in this way of its Tra- 
duction. Thus Benivenius, Cap. 1. Novum

This truly was the current Opinion of thoſe 
early Writers, with which Harvy in his Venus 
ſeems alſo to acquieſce; as deeming it no 
way ſtrange (any more than Sydenham ), that 
new Diſeaſes (ſuch were the Sudor Avrglicus, 
the Trici Incuborum or Plica Polonica, the Brun- 
nus Gallicus, with ſome others might be named) 
ory ariſe, whilſt others vaniſh of an elder 
ate. | | 

The laſt of theſe Authors thinks it how- - 
ever brought from Guinea in Africa, where it 
his Endemial, if not Indigenous, as the Scorbu- 
tus to Holland, the Rachitis to our Iſland; but 
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is there called by the Name of Tams, as I have 
heard from ſome Sailors, as alſo from the Cap- 
tain of a Ship, who have frequently made that 
Voyage, and as I have Reaſon to believe from 
an Inſtance or two, I may very probably com- 
municate hereafter. 

The Spaniardt, faith this Gentleman, were 
the Perſons firſt infected by the Blacks or 
Slaves bought up in Guinea; and by their 
means that curſed Plague was tranſplanted, 
and hath ſince grown up with us, as a juſt 
Puniſhment ( ſome ſay) for that barbarous 
Practice of trafficking or making Merchandize 
with our Fellow Creatures. | 

But farther, of near Affinity, if not the ve- 
ry ſame Diſeaſe, is that which Thever has alſo 
obſerved in his firſt Tome of his mog. lib. 3. 
cap. 2. where he thus writes,

deen told that our Pox is but a Flea- bite to

Even in France, in the Year 1495, which was 
about two Years after the Expedition to Na- 
ples, we find it ſo terribly raging, that an Ar- 
ret was publiſh'd to confine the infected, and 
proſcribe their Converſe with other People, 
as Dr Harvy has alſo taken notice; and (what is 
ſomewhat remarkable) that it was attended, at

The Original even of this | muſt 
own H have not met with, that which came to 
my Hand, and is a Piece of Antiquity, being 
a Tranſlation therof only into good old Ex- 
giiſh, about 200 Years paſt, by a Caron of 
Marlen Abby, as he calls himſelf; by which we 
are to underſtand, that our Knight's Father 
was ſeized with this Diſtemper ſoon after its 
Arrival in Germany, and not being able to cut 
B 4 ..- or 
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off the Intail, it came by way of Deſcent or 
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Inheritance to the Son, who was miſerably 
vexed therewith for nine Years, as he there 
acquaints us: ** The Malady ſhowing it ſelf 
in very painful Ulcers, Knots like Bones 
« (as he terms them) upon his Legs and 
« Arms; ſtiff Joints, reading Night Pains, 
„ and filthy running Sores, which had worn 
ec him away to Skin and Bones, and for which 
& he had been both cut and burat, with Sciſ- 
« ſars Knife and Fire both Actual and Po- 
de tential, to no Purpoſe; ſalivated fix times 
« as ineffectually; at laſt was cured by a ſtrict 
“% Diet for Thirty Days and upwards, with 
ce a ſudorifick Decoction of Guaiacum, ” which 
then or about that time came into great Re- 
queſt for its ſignal Vertues in overcoming 
this otherwiſe (as he accounted it) indomita- 
ble Diſeaſe, and in Praiſe of which he ſet 
forth his Treatiſe, called De Medicina Gua- 
jaci, vel De Morbo Gallico. | 

From which Hiſtory we may collect, that 
it was no Mark of a Diſhoneſt Converſa- 
tion in the Perſon infeted at that time; 
but that like other Contagious or Epidemic 


Peſts, it ſpread its Infection in common Con- 


verſe or Cohabitation ; differing from ours, 
where a real Contact of ſome Pocky Ulcuſcu- 
la (whether in Riſſing, by the Lips; Suck- 
ing, by the Nipple; Suckling, from the Mouth 
or ſome part thereof; Sweating in Bed with 
an infected Perſon, by the Pores; but general- 
ly, in impure Embraces or ſomething tending 
to copulate, by the Penis and Pudendum Mus 
liebre) ſeem neceſſary to convey the Poiſon. 
Dr. Sydenham ſays, this Diſeaſe had raged 
above oac huadred Years, before is ſhow'd 
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it ſelf like our Caps, call'd. the Gonorrhoa, ei- 
ther in the Stillicidium or purulent Dripping, 
the Dyſury, Chordee, Priapiſm, Chancres, or 0- 
ther Affect of the Genital. Parts. Others, 


that it alſo commenc'd a Pox, even at the firſt, 

with two or three Puſtules only about the 

Inguina, but neither Gonorrhæa, Dyſuria, or 
Chancre. | | 


Our Almayn Hutten, that it began with 
* ſharp Aches about the Joints, afterwards a 
« Flux of Humours cauſing Apoſtems and 
© foul Ulcers, with eating Holes and Sores 
like Cankers, corroding the Fleſh and prey- 


e ing upon the Bones themſelves.” Which 
may ſeem to furniſh an Objection againlt its 


Riſe from the putrid Ferment before obſer- 


ved. | 
But although this antient Writer takes no 


notice, in expreſs Terms, of the Running at 
the Penis; yet do I meet with ſomething 


tantamount or of kin thereto, and which, 
perhaps, upon due Conſtruction, can mean no 
other: For after enumerating ſome of the 
Symptoms, he ſays, Some have alſo Ulcers in 
their Bladders: Which might very likely be 
miſtaken for thoſe in the Urethra furniſhing 
the Matter, and attended with the Dyſury, 
like thoſe in the Bladder it ſelf. Again faith 
he as touching Women, (theſe are his Words) 
This thing reſteth in their ſecret Places, forming 
therein little pretty Sores ſull of Venomous Poiſon, 
being very dangerous for thoſe that unknowingly 
medale with them. | 

Which taken altogther amounts, I think, 
to ſomewhar like a Proof, that the Contagion 
(although it might be otherwiſe communica- 
ted) was alſo (as it is now a days) both gi-

notwithſtanding ſome of the Symptoms might 
differ, and the Diſeaſe at firſt appear o a 
fiercer Nature, till in time, after tranſplant- 
ing, it grew milder, and, by better Methods 
of healing, more tractable alſo : Yet is it 
ſtill plain, that the Venereal Victims are not 
ceaſed with us; there being daily Sacri- 
fices, which partly through the Folly and Neg- 
ligence of the Sick, but chiefly through the 
Ignorance of Quacks and cozening Empirics, 
are ſtill offered at the Shrine of Yenus, as 
were the Prayers of the ſuperſtitious Catho- 
licks, when the Diſeaſe firſt broke out among 
them, at thoſe of &. Mevin, Sr. Evager, and 
Se. Roch, for its Removal; there being ſcarce 
any Sickneſs in thoſe Days, without a Patron 
or Patroneſs Saint for its Invocation. And 
this I intend ſhall ſuffice for its Chronology or 
Time, the Topology or Place, and the Hiſtrio- 
graph or Account of the Diſeaſe in general; 
which, with ſome other Writers thereon, we

without any Carnal Familiarity; by which, 
though it may be poſſible for ſtrong and vi- 
gorous Bodies to eſcape, yet are the tender

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ones, eſpecially of little Infants, very likely to 
be contaminated, as I have more Reaſon to be- 


; 5 lieve than by bare Imagination. 


There are ſeveral other more uncommon 
Ways of giving as well as receiving the Vene- 


real Venom; ſome of which I have already 


imparted to the World in ſhort Remarks up- 
on a Quack Libel, Printed ſeveral Years paſt: 
But the Thought of ſuch vile Monſters, and 
their execrable Practices, is too ſhocking (un- 
leſs to the Dregs of humane Nature) to bear 
even a Repetition-of Circumſtances, and fit 
only for a deteſtable Gonologium or Collection 
of Smutt and Obſcenity, in which I am told, 
they have been inſerted, as ſome of the Au- 
thor's own Obſervations. 

As for thoſe fancied Ways of catching it 
by common Converſation, drinking afrer one, 
ſitting on the ſame Cloſe-ſtool, drawing on a 
Glove, wiping on the Napkin or Towel, after 
the infected Perſon, with a hundred the like 
Stories; I believe in our time ( whatever may 
have happened formerly) there is no great 
Danger : Yet we find in one of our late Chro- 
nicles, that theſe and ſuch like Imaginations, 
were ſo ſtrongly rivetted in Mens Minds at 
that time, even thoſe of the better and more 
learned ſort, that it was one of the Articles 
againſt a noted Cardinal, That he had brea- 
thed on the King, when he, the ſaid Cardinal, 
had this Diſeaſe upon him: Which you will 
find in Baker's Chronicle, and of which Paſſage 
Dr. Harvy has alſo taken Notice. Hilda- 
nus likewile tells us of a young Gentlewo- 
man, who contracted the ſame, by only put- 
ting on the Apparel of a Gentleman ( that 
it ſeems was poxd) at a Maſquerade, of 

which,

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which, through Modeſty concealing her Illneſs 
(which firſt of all had ſeized the Pudenda) till 
ſhe was paſt Recovery, ſhe deceaſed. The 
good Man's Credulity, at leaſt his Charity, 
might however be abus d in this Relation, as 
the young Lady perhaps was alſo after the 
Maſque, otherwiſe than'by ſimply Eee on 
the Habit. But were it ſo as the Caſe is ſta- 
ted, there is nothing therein much more ad- 
mirable than what the ſame great Man re- 
cites of a whole Family he knew infected, viz. 
the Wife with three Children and a fourth in 
the Womb, as alſo a Maid Servant, by the 
Husband, who had got the Diſtempet in their 
Abſence only by fleeping in the ſame Bed with 
his Man Servant, whom he after underſtood 
was broke out with this Diſtemper. 
The Relation of Horſt. and Hornung. are yet 
more ſtrange, of ſeveral People infected in 
the Bagnio, by having the fame Scarificator 
apply'd after Cupping, as had been uſed to a 
Venereal Patient: Which ſeems a like credi- 
ble with that of the Prieſt poxed at his Ear, 
in the time of confeſſing a wanton Nun ; the 
venomous Breath from her Mouth defiling the 
holy Father: But enough of this; 
I call'd it venomous and contagicus in my De- 
Haition, becauſe it catches and ſpreads like a 
Poiſon (altho? not at a diſtance now-a-days,yet 
by a ſimple Contact, and for that Nature, as in 


the Caſe of other venomous Infe&ions got into 


the Blood, ſtrives to threw it out in Boils and 
Blotches, as they are vulgarly ſo called, ma- 
king uſe alſo, as in the Plague it ſelf, of the 
Axillary, but more commonly of the Inguinal 
Glands, for its Diſcharge ; and by which the 
lame Poiſon is oftentimes evacuated, eſpecial-

But indeed I cannot ſee to what purpoſe 
ſerve all theſe Altercations, unleſs to ſacrifice 
Mankind to ſome belov'd Hypotheſis, and hav- 
ing deduced certain Corolarys from the ſame , 
force Nature whither ſhe will or no, to make 
good the Premiſſes, that they may ſeem to 
quadrate with our own fond Notions: Of which 
1 could give ſome prægnant Examples if I had 
leaſure, yet can't forbear the mentioning one 
or two. Being at one time in company with 
that excellent Practitioner Mr. Ch. Bernard, a 
Gentleman came into his Study, as I had 
reaſon to believe, upon ſome private Buſineſs ; 
upon which I retir'd into an other Room, when 
in few Minutes he came to me, and deſired me 
to come and ſee the Effects of a new Method 
in curing the Pox. The Patient had been for 
two Months under the Care of a noted Philo- 
acidus, Who placed the Cauſe of this (and I 
think moſt other Diſeaſes) in an Allah, for 
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a light Infection there from; in order to era- 
dicate which, he was adviſed to eat half a 
Dozen of the largeſt Lemons he could get, 
daily, beſides good "ſtore of Verjuice at his 
Meals; which Method (after ſome other Præ- 
ſcriptions) was to be contiuued for a Month;

peculiar Nature, and aQting after a ſecret 
Manner upon the Blood and Hamours of hu- 
mane Bodies: Nay by keeping to this, you 
will take your Indications (as every good Aſ- 
ſiſtant of Nature ought) chiefly, if not ſolely 
a Juvantibus & ledentibus : And thereby ſedu- 
louſly obſerving (with the induſtrious Sydenham) 
the whole Series of Events, be quickly able to 
reſcue the Sick from their ſeveral Complaints, 
at leaſt ſo far as Art can help him : Whereas, 
by being obſtinately wedded to ſome meer 
Hypotheſis, or affecting a Chymical Philoſophic 
Babbling, Subjecting Medicine (which is incom- 
patible) ro Mathematic Standard, and amuſing 
the Patient with a Jargon of hard Words, 
you may very probably miſchief, if not utterly 
deſtroy him. But what ſhall we ſay, if Men of 
ſound Learning and e Education (ſome of 
them) have given us the Drop at the Cloſe of 
their Writings, or perhaps falſe Hints that 
they know mere than others, or than _— 
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ſelves do in reality, yet inſinuating as if they 
were not Strangers to ſome ſurer and ſpeedier 
Method of overcoming this Diſtemper in par- 
ticular, but that for ſome Reaſon or other (we 
may eaſily gueſs the true one) they muſt not 
divulge it: What better, I ſay, can we expect 
from profeſs'd Quacks, or cheating Empiricks ?

I know the learned Author of the new Me- 
thod of Curing a Gonorrhea, will not allow the 
Matter which flows out at theſe Times, in any 


wiſe to be purulent; but that it is the Liquor 


only of the Lacune, ouſing out of the Excre- 
tory Ducts of the Glandvles in the Urethra of 
Men, and the Uagina of Women, occaſion'd 
by the Stimulus of the Contagious Venome : 
W hich yet he owns bears great Reſemblance 
with that proceeding from ſome other Ulcers, 
particularly 1n its yellow Colour, to the ſchro- 
phulous, which he terms an imperfect Pus. His 
chief Reaſon why it cannot be this laſt, is, I 
think, for that true Pus can never beengender'd 
in ſo ſhort a time, nor can the ſame be fur- 
niſh'd by ſuch Membranous Parts, but only 
fram ſuch as are Fat and Muſcular. Yet cer- 
tainly our Author cannot but have obſerved, 
that nothing is more common than to ſee a 
purulent Matter, produced in as ſhort a time 
by a Stimulus of an other kind, as appears after 
this Infection, and that in Parts as little Fleſhy 
as is the Urethra; | mean upon the Cutis or 
true Skin, after the applying of an Epiſpaſtic, 
when from the firſt Melilot Plaiſter, at ſome 
times a good and laudable Pus may be obſerv- 
ed, and that at twelve Hours diſtance from the 
ſaid Application, or twenty faur from the Ve- 


ſicatory. As to Fat, a part Exanguous and void 


of Heat, I thiak he is ſingular in expecting 
the beſt Matter thence. Nor can I ſee Cauſe 
from ſome other of his Arguments, too tedi- 
ous to purſue in this Place, to diſ- believe the 
ſaid Humour's being puruleat, which we find 
diverſe, as to Colour and Conſiſtence, —— 
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ſome other Property's, according to. the Tex- 
ture of the Parts furniſhing the ſame, the 
Nature of the peccant Humour, the Degree 
of Digeſtion, Habit of Body, &c. but I pro- 
ceed. 
Among ſome other wonderful Ways of re- 
ceiving this Infection, I might have told you 
that a certain Chymico-Mathematical Quack 
has acquainted us, with a Clap gotten by a 
Jilt's putting her Finger into her Vagina, and 
tetching thence ſome Matter, which ſhe ſpite- 
fully laid down upon the Man's Virga; and 
which, for my own part, I believe as likely to 
have injur'd him, as if by way of recompence, 
having firſt polluted himſelf, he had taken 


- ſome of his Semen, and put up her Body, in 


order to her Impregnation, which would 
much alike have done the Buſineſs : For as it is 
doubtleſs a prolific Aura, and not the Subſtance 
of the injected Semen, that muſt fœcun- 
date, ſo is it alſo a venene one that muſt infe& ; 
now both theſe are raiſed and brought into 


Ad by Heat, and therefore (as Dr. Harvy has 


well noticed upon this Head) the frigid or 
cold Courteſan, however infected her ſelf, 


pet having her Appetite only to the Reward 


neither can be heated or excited to Action, 
but continues meerly paſſive; as ſhe I ſay is 


| leaſt likely to Infect her Companion, much leſs 


can any Matter, which is but the Vehicle of the 
Poyſon, never rouſed or ſtirred up by the 
Heat of ſuch Action, taken forth the Body, 
and grown ſtill colder, be capable of doing the 
Man an injury; but this ſeems one of the ob- 
ſcene Flights and ſmutty Romances of the Se- 
venth Edition Man's, with whom we ſhall leave 


it, whilſt we now haſten to the proper Seat of

the firſt Infection. As to which, our antient 
The Seat of Writers were doubtleſs much out of the way, 
rhe firſt in. as well in their Notion of the Diſeaſe it ſelf, 
feclon. hen they call it by the Name of a Gonorrhea , 
(and whom we find Serjeant W:iſeman has 
followed, terming it an involuntary ſeminal 
Emiſſion) as in the Place of its Reſidence, 
which they ſuppoſed the Glandule Proſtatæ and 
vaſa ſeminalia : Since it is apparent the Flux is 
not ſeminal, but purulent, as was obſerv d 
before, like that which is diſcharg'd from ſome 5 
other virulent Ulcers; and that ſome Part 
only of the immediatly offending Member, 
the Penis in Man, is the Part primarily at- 
fected, is I think as certain; if for no other 
Reaſon, yet for that of the Empirical cure of 
the Diſeaſe (at leaſt getting the Matter out of 
ſight) by the way of Injection; which 'tis plain g 
cannot reach to the ſaid Glands, much leſs to 
the veſicule ſeminales, vaſa deſerentia, Epididymis, 
or the Body of the Teſtis Nor is Dr. Mharton's 
Objection (mention'd by Mr. Wiſeman) of the 
Hernia humoralis, by the uſe of Reſtringing 
Medicines, ſo abſoiutely inſoluble as perhaps 
may appear at the firſt fight ; for 'tis no unu- 
ſual thing to have this Tumour ariſe during 
the Time of Purgation, as well as the Uſe of 
Reſtrictive Medicaments ; being very probably 
Smfathic only, or by Conſent of Parts. 

I have elſewhere, in an Account of ſome 
inflammatory Tumours of the Glands, ob- 
ſerved ſuch like Swellings to ariſe from ſome 
painful Ulcer in the neighbouring Parts, and 
ſometimes alſo from a Simple Inflammation 
thereon; which I call ſecondary Aﬀe#s of the 
ſame, by a Nervous Continuity or Conſent ; 
and differing from the protopathic or Frnery 
; Die- 
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Diſeaſes of the ſame Parts. And are we ſure 
the glandulous Teſtis may not ſuffer (as well as 
the Axillar and Inguinal Glands do at ſome 
times)from the painful, nflamed and cxul-e- 


rated Penis, and ſublide again, upon the going 
away of ſuch Pain and Fluxion ? But this 1 
leave as a ConjeQure only, till others, hetter 


qualify'd, more ſatisfactorily reſolve the Point. 

Our new Scheme Man (who like thoſe that 
build Caſtles in the Air, have a privilege of 
beginning at which end they pleaſe) ſays, the 
Matter at theſe times is precipitated to the 
Teſtes, but which way he obſerves not; for he 
had juſt before been endeavouring to prove the 
Seat of the Diſeaſe (altho' in another's Words) 
to be the Glandules of the Urethra, particu- 
larly thoſe called Mucoſe by Mr. Cowper, and 
after him, by Dr. Drake ; I ſay he then told 
us it muſt be ſo, becauſe the Cure by Injection 
could extend no farther, for the valvous ob- 
ſtacle on this ſide the Sphinfer YVeſice: But if 
it can now of a ſadden precipitate, notwith- 
ſtanding, to the Teſtis, it may ſurely as well be 
bred there, and precipitate back agatn ; nay 
perhaps with more facility, by the Conſtruct- 
10n of the ſaid Valve, which will more readily 
favour the paſſing ab intra, than that ab extra 
but the Word precipitate, is a Chymical Word, 
and ſerves a Chymical Quack well enough to 
amuſe his unlearn'd Readers in theſe Terms, 
tho' there be no more Truth in the Afﬀeir, 
than in his Embolus or Sucker, which he has 


alſo borrow'd, and which he tells us, the Peris 


makes uſe of after the ſeminal Emiſſion, to 
draw ont the pockey Matter from the Wo- 
man's Yagina, into the Paſſage of the Urethra ; 
which Matter we have already intimated, is 
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but the Matrix only wherein the Virus, or 
Poiſon, is lodg'd, and whence the ſame is rais'd 
ſub Halitus Forma : So that we muſt needs 
think (with Submiſſion always to better Judg- 
ments) that as the Word Matter is vulgarly 
underſtood, there is no Matter in the Caſe, 
but a venomous Exhalation, excited by the 
heat of Action from the ſame; and we are fo 
far from joyning Iſſue with this Conceit, 
that we believe the Infection taken as eaſily, 
if not more ſo, before than after the Emiſſio 
Seminis : for "tis then or about that time, that 
the Glans and Corpora cavernoſa Penis, are moſt 
diſtended and turgid with Blood and Spirits, 
and the Parts more fit to catch hold of the 
poiſonous Effuvia: On the contrary, after 
Emiſſion, the ſame ſubſiding, grow preſently 
Aaccid : So that this Embolus (if there were 
any. thing like it) or the ſpringy Parts of the 
Air, have more force in tranſmitting the vi- 
rulent Atoms, or wd45we)e, when the Bulb of 
the Penis is thus diſtended, and the whole 
Ductus dilated and ſet wider open: Not to 
mention that the Remains of the Semen, toge- 
ther with the Mucus drilling from the Pro- 
ſtates, might after better guard the Paſſage 
from the Points of the Enemy's Swords, at 
leaſtwiſe Sheath and Ward of his Thruſts : In 
a Word, altho' I ſhall not deny the Likelyhood 
of the Glandules in the Urethra being the Seat 
of Claps, ſo call'd ; yet l am as inclinable to 
believe that the Venereal Venome enters firſt 
of all, by a cloſer and more immediate Con- 
tact, as by the Pores of the Glans, Præpuce, and 
Skin of the Penis; it being apparent that theſe 
Parts are uſually firſt of all inflam'd, ond often- 
times Excoriated; theſe likewiſe are frequent- 
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iy Exulcerated, and theſe the Seat of Chancres, 
X which furniſh the like Matter with that which 
 X drips from the Mearns, and which Dr. Syden- 
bam aſſures us, he hath ſeen ouze out of the 
' XX Pores of the Glans Penis. 
„Il once had a Patient fo ſtrongly infected 
with this Venome, that the Nervous Bodies 
pof the Penis ſeemed as it were a Collection of 
Matter, venting it felf by the urinary Ductus, 
which was apparent, in that laying my Thumb 
and Finger on each fide the Septum, whilſt T 
continued a light Preſſure, the ſame would 
pour forth in large Quantity, as from ano- 
ther Abſceſs. But whether theſe are the Ways 
of the Poiſon's firſt Entrance, it is moſt certain 
7 and indubitable, that it has admittance with- 
out the Spermatick Diſcharge, and very proba- 
bly always before. 
ll have in another Place made it appear by 
Pact, that the ſimple Frication of the denu- 
* ded, but tumid Glans, againſt a chancrous Ul- 
ceration on the Labia Pudendi, has been ſuffi- 
= cient to give Riſe to a virulent Stillicidium : 
= And as malign an One as I have ſeen, was 
cContracted by a momentary Entrance of the 
Penis juſt within, by a Gentleman, who from 
* a Schirrus on the Proſtate, or at the Extremity 
k of the ſeminal Veſicles, has their Oſtiolæ about 
* the Caput Gallinaginis, ſo lock'd up, that from the 
Years of Puberty to this preſent (when he is 
fturn'd of forty) he never knew what it was to 
evacuate one Drop of Semen; yet has the ſame 
Propenſity thereto with the reſt of Mankind: 
Which Paſſage | have alledg'd to countenance 
my own Opinion, that the Venereal Venom 
Enters rather before than after the ſpermatic 
= Ejection ; and that the Uretbra or its Glan-

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dules, however after ſecreting the purulent 1 Ii 
Matter, are not indiſputably the Parts prima- ti 


rily and immediately ſeiſed.

I think it needleſs to give any Anatomi- 
cal Deſcription of theſe Parts in Men, much 
more ſo in Women; ſince no Legal Practitio- 
ner can be to ſeek therein, in an Age eſpecially 
remarkable for furniſhing ſome uſeful, but 
many more obſcene and ſcandalous Accounts 
thereof. So that waving this, we ſhall come 


directly to the Diagneſtic Signs of the firft 


Infection, called vulgarly among our People, a 
Clap, which are theſe following, viz. 
Inflammation of the Glans Penis, vel ejus Pre- 


fic Signs putium, but more commonly on the former, at 
of the fiſt w hoſe Entrance into the Urethra, there often- 
fe tion. times appears (as Sydenham has taken notice) 


a red meaſly Spot, and ſometime after an ill- 


favour'd Gaping, of the ſame; ſometimes Ex- 


coriation or Frettings on the Cuticle of theſe 
Parts, from the ſharp Humour; the Patient 
firſt complaining of a kind of Heat, or rather 
Smarting of his Urine, being fearful of its 
coming out, and at its Conclukon much pain- 
ed eſpecially under the Frenum ; Quickly after 


appears a Weeping at the End of the Glans, 


of a crude and indigeſted ſort of Matter, 
growing purulent, and according to the Virus 


or Polſon that gave the Infection, together 


with the Habit of Body, of ſeveral Colours; 
as of a lighter or deeper yellow; ia its worſt 
State greeniſh, ſanious, or bloody, as flows 
from ſome other malign Ulcers. About this 
time alſo the Ulceration, if there was any, 
begins to turn callous, and the Diſeaſe increa- 
ling, forms it ſelf into what the Surgeons call 
a Ciancre, diſcharging great Quantity of the 
like 
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ie Pus, by which, if the ſame be not too ha- 
il dried up, the Venom of the Diſeaſe is 
Much evacuated, and by the too ſpeedy Exſic- 
Ration of which, before the Body is well clean- 
Fd, as well as from the too haſty ſtopping of 
Ihe other Running, a Pox may happen to 
Fommence. Theſe Chancres are obſerv'd on 
everal Parts, more commonly near or upon 
he Neck of the Glans, very frequently about 
the Prepuce, at ſometimes though more rare- 
Ny, on the Scrotum and inſide of the Thighs. 
About this time alſo, according to the Degree 
pof the improving Virulency, come on the 


ordee and Priapiſmus, two troubleſome Sym- 


ꝓtoms, diſquieting the Patient and diſturbing 
Shim from his Reſt a Nights, frequently forcing 
pim out of Bed; the one being a Convulſive 
Vellication or hauling down of the Penis, the 
Fother, a ſort of painful Compreſſion and 
Erection only of the ſame, and both pro- 
ceeding from a malign Flatus, blowing up as 
it were the nervous Bodies, and exciting theſe 
'Y Spaſmodic Affects therein. The Phimoſis and 
Par aphimoſis, or the Conſtriction of the Prepuce 
before the Glaus, and its ReſtriQion behind its 
Neck (to which thoſe with a ſtrait Fore-skin 
are moſt liable) are Accidents alſo, now and then 
very early attending, together with the Chryſtal- 
line or Hydatis at the Extremity of the ſaid Part. 
The Hernia humoralis or ſwell'd Teſticle ari- 
ſeth as well whilſt the Patient is in a Courſe 
of purging ſometimes, as we remark'd be- 


fore, but is mote commonly taken Notice 


to enſue the too early Exhibition of agglu- 


tinative, balſamic, or reſtrictive Remedies z 
creating oftentimes much Uneaſineſs to the 
Patient, as well as Trouble to the Surgeon; 
without 
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without whoſe Aſſiſtance, all the boaſte{X 
Quack Specifics or Arcanums prove inſignificant, Ni 
Next ariſeth the Bubo, or Swelling of the 
Glands in the Groins, although when theſe 3 
appear, the Diſtemper is very frequently de- 
nominated a Pox, eſpecially when the ſame are 
critical, the ſecond Infection now beginning. 
To thoſe other, as appertaining to the ſame 3 
Parts, belong the Yerruce on the outſide, and 
the Caruncule within the Paſſage ; of all which 
we ſhall take farther Notice, when we come to 
ſpeak ſeparately of the Symptoms of this firſt 
Infection, in order to their Removal. 

L have recited theſe Appearances, ſome of 
them as befalting one, and fome another ; to 
ſome ſooner alſo than to others, after their 
Converſe with a foul Woman, not as affect- 
ing every ſingle Tranfgreffoar (although it 
is not impoſſibte, but that at ſome times they 
may all fall to the ſhare of the ſame Man), but 
ſome of them to one Perſon, others to ſome 
other. | | 

The Female Sex, where the Seat of the 
Diſeaſe is more manifeſt, viz. the Glandules 
of the Vagina Uteri, and not the Uterus it fell, 
as ſome have imagin'd, by reaſon of the dif- 
ferent Formation of the Parts, are freed from 
many of the Symptoms incident to Men; ſuch

cidium purulentum; or as Harvy ſaith it is term- 
ed among the Dutch, Een Drypert, the Dropper. 
As to the Event I ſay, the ſame is generally 
a Pox, where the Sick falls into the Hands 
of Quacks, or other ignorant Pretenders; or 
if he will not conform to Rules (and 'tis not 
often that our common Sinners of this Nature 
will) the Conſequence may be perhaps the 
ſame, under the beſt of Management.

1a his ſecond he ſays, the ſooner they appear, 
the Virulency is greateſt ; and both theſe Poſi- 
tions are advanced as Corollaries from the ſame 
Lemma, like ſome other, I muſt acknowledge 


as to myſelf, ſeeming Inconſiſtencies in that 2 


learned Man's Diſcourſe. But if the Diſtem-

The learned Writer formerly mentioned, 
allows the Men to be ſooner catch'd ; very few, 


he ſays, eſcaping that meddle with a diſeaſed 


Woman, 
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Woman, MNothwithſkanding the inconſiderable 
mani; they can take up of the venereal Poyſon ; 
whereas Women, who, he tells us alſo, receive 4 
Million of times more, yet eſcape the ſame. His 
Reaſon this, for-that the latter finds it blended 
or blunted with another oily Liquor, the Semen; 
whilſt the former takes it in full Force out of the 
Vagina, where it was lodged before, by ſome in- 
ſeffed Perſon, and where it may lye ſome time 
without Damage to her. But ſurely if it be thus 
blended, when diſcharged into the Vagina, it 
might be rediſcharged therewith ( finita Copu- 
latione) in the Woman's erect Poſture, at leaſt 
the Spicula broken as well therewith, as ſheath- 
ed farther by the glandulous Liquor, with 
which theſe Parts are bedew'd more particu- 
larly at ſuch times. Wherefore I muſt needs 
think a better Reaſon is taken from the dif- 
ferent Texture or Formation of the Genitals 
themfelves; the Man's being dry and turgid 
only with Blood and Spirits, the Glaus alſo 
alike tumid, and being bared from its Cover- 
Ing, the Prepuce, is endow'd with a moſt exqui- 
ſite Senſe ; confequently more expoſed to the 


venomous Effxvia ariſing from the infected 
Parts. And hence it is as true as common 


a Remark, that thoſe who have this Part al- 
ways uncovered by a retracted Fore-skin, e- 


ſcape for the moſt part better than others. 


The Women contrarily, for the Cauſes juſt 


before related, are both leſs ſuſceptible of the 
Taint, and its Progreſs, when communicated, 


is generally flower alſo : But enough of this.

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are various Methods taken; and he that cures 
ſooneſt, provided he cure ſafely, is doubtleſs 
the beſt Phyſician or Surgeon; but this is not 
the Aim of our London Quacks, who, if they 
can but ſtop the Running or heal the Sores, 
(which very few of them know how to accom- 
pliſh neither) regard not the Conſequence, 
uſually a Pox, as we obſerv'd but now in our 
Prognoſticks- Nor truly is it very material, or of 
great Moment, it ſhould be otherwiſe with 
the Generality of our Fornicatours : For as the 
ſham Phyſician is eager of his Money, ſo is the 
ſham'd Patient in as much haſte to go again to 
his unlawful Pleaſures: Thus one Clap is often 
palm'd upon an other, and each, unleſs the firſt, 
very probably on a preceeding Pox. But we 
return to the Cure. 
In order whereunto, Purgation is I think al- 
tow'd almoſt on all ſides, and doubtleſs neceſſary 
to diſcharge the Cacochymy ;, yet here likewiſe 
our new Writer thereof finds fault, and tells 
us (how truly let all good Artiſts judge) it were 
better the Gonorrhæa ſhould run off, of it ſelf, than 
be treated with ſuch Medicines, as by their ſtimuli 
add to the Malignity, and encreaſe the Diſeaſe ; 
for it is not (faith he) ſo much as pretended, that 
purgatives deſtroy any Part of the Matter of this 
Diſtemper, but what they eſfelt is by their ſtimuli, 
helping off with the infected Matter; which yet if 
wholly left to it ſelf, would be more ſafely diſcharg d. 
Again, faith he, that purging Medicines do not 
att directly in deſtroying the Matter, is moſt cer- 
rain, but only in the ſmall Aſſiſtance they give to 
Nature, when it carries off the ſame, in ſome very 
bealthy Conſtitutions. 
Let it beſo then, if it carry's off the Matter 
of the Diſeaſe, it is equally beneficial, as wo 
C* 
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deſtroy'd the ſame. What he means by ſome 
healthy Conſtitutions, I know not; for if they 
help not alſo in the leſs healthful, to what pur- 
poſe are they preſcrib'd by the beſt Authors, 
and daily put in practice by the beſt Artiſts, 
with the beſt Succeſs ; or why does this learn'd 
Gentleman himfelf (after he has thus declaim'd 
againſt theſe Medicines) inform us in the ſame 
Diſcourſe, that as purging Medicines have been 
proved to be of Uſe in the Cure of Claps, which is 
likewiſe Manifeſt by Experience, he will ſet down 


ſome Forms thereof. 


There is no doubt to be made, but that dif- 
ferent Purgatives, in different Habits, are to 
be made choice of; and that great prudence 
is requir'd as to the time of their Being con- 
tinued; in which perhaps conſiſts one of the 
niceſt Points of this Cure. For if in ſome 
Dyjeraſye of the Blood, and in ſome InfeQions 
of this kind, we continue the ſtronger ſort, 
eſpecially, of theſe Remedies promiſcuouſly, 
till the Matter ceaſeth to flow, or till it be- 
comes perfectly White and Tenacious, and 
only glews up the Orifice of the Vrethra (as is 
the Manner of ſome) we ſhall very likely often- 
times find our ſelves diſappointed, and ſo far 
from gaining our End, that both the Virulency 
of the Flux, as well as the other Symptoms, 
may happen to increaſe upon us. Thus | have 


more than once obſerved in ſome Patients, I 


have had formerly, that after half a ſcore or a 
dozen times purging them, every, or (accord- 
ding to their Strength) each other Day, with

and ſometimes wholly taken off; when purſu- 
ing the ſame Evacuation a little longer, or 
perhaps to as many more Times, it has again 
grown ill-conditioned, and the former Acci- 
dents of Dyſury and Priapiſm have again re- 
turned : So that I have been forced to leave 
off the Purging, at leaſt with the ſtronger 
Catharticks, and to mix only a little Pulvss Rad. 
Rhei, with ſome Terebinthinate or balſamick Me- 
dicine, till the Running has again declined ; 
after which the latter by themſelves. And 
this Accident I have obſerv'd molt frequently 
to have attended ſome bilious and hot or dry 
Temperaments, whoſe Blood is as it were fir'd, 
and the Parts farther ſtimulated by the Colo- 
cynth. Scammoneat. or Diagrediat. Purges, uſu- 
ally ordered at ſuch Times, and well enough 


ſuited to the colder, more lax and Phlegma- F 


tick Conſtitutions. So that in ſhort, he who 
(in an excellent good Author's Words) clean- 
ſeth well, unleſs we reſtrain wel to ſufficiently, 
doth not always cure well. And this I have 
the rather hinted, that the younger Practi- 
tioner may be inform'd, that although for 
the moſt part, it may be neceſſary the Pur- 


gation ſhould be continued, till the Matter is] 


better coloured, and almoſt ready to diſap- 
pear; yet have we at all times no abſolute 
Cynoſure, thereby to ſteer this Cure of the firſt 
Infection. Nor will the yellow Colour be al- 
ways found a Mark of the Malignity (though 
moſt commonly) ſo much, as of an ill Ha- 
bit, a bilious Blood, or ſome other ſingular 
Dyſcraſy of the Juices therein. For al- 
though the Stopping of ſuch a Running by 
Reſtringents, very commonly lays the Foun-

many ſtubborn Gleers have been at firſt this 
way promoted,and the Fatient's Body harraſs'd 
to no Purpoſe, the Malignity of the Diſtemper 
being increaſed, which was intended to b 
thereby removed. 
The general Purgatives I would however 
recommend, are thoſe commonly uſed by the

ex Duobus. The latter being what I uſually 
order from Ii. to 3/s, and in Bodies robuſt;

of the natural Balſams, whither Gileadenſe, 
Peruanum, Opobalſamum, Tolutanum (all uſed 
by ſome Practitioners for this purpoſe) becauſe 
I find it heats and binds leſs than theſe laſt ; 
Nor is it ſuch a Tell-tale as the former, where 
the Chamber Pot by its ſmell, diſcovers what 
has been done all over the Houſe ; beſides it is 
leſs Nauſeous to many Peoples Stomachs than 
the Common Turpentines, eſpecially if taken 
in the way I have here preſcrib'd it. 

Indeed I have often wonder'd ſo few of our 
Writers, have taken Notice of this noble Me- 
dicament, in finiſhing the Cure of Claps, and 
of Gleets ariſing from thence; for which I be- 
lieve very few Remedies can compare in the 
whole Phyſical Republick, and they who know 
rightly how to time it, may perform more in a 
Week than by all the other Methods now uſed, 
in a Month. I am ſure I have known one

But inſtead 
of theſe, the Chio and Cyprus Turpentine have 
been cuſtomarily exhibited to the Quantity of 
a Filberd, Nutmeg or Cheſtnut, Night and 
Morning, or only once, at Night, wrap'd v 
in Sugar, or cover'd over with a Wafer; Alb 
the former Turpentine boil'd up till it is fit to 
be made into Pills; likewiſe the Ol.

Hordei, or a ſmall Solution of 
the Troch. Alb. Rhaſ. in aq. Plantag. vel Roſ. has 
been directed for the former; and a ſmall Ag. 
Calcis cum Syr. de Roſ. fic, vel Mel. Roſ. for the 
latter. As to their Uſe in Carunc les; we ſhall 
ſpeak preſently. In reſpect to Reſtringeats, 
ſuch as the Bolus verus, Sang. Drac. Succin. Ma- 
ſtich. Os ſæpiæ, Ter. Lemn. Mumia, and the like: 
Since I practiſed, with the Balſam before men- 
tion'd, I have but ſeldom had occaſion for 
them in the common Runnings, and when 1 
have, I cannot ſay I have always found they 
would anſwer Expectation ; nor indeed ſhould 
I adviſe any one (however inoffenſive or neceſ- 
ſary they are repreſented by De Blegny and 
ſome others) in a yirulent Sillicidium to have 
any thing to do with Them. 

The time of Uſing theſe Balſamick Medicines, 
is generally ſpeaking, after the Virulency is 
purged off; the Symptoms removed, and the 
Colour of the Running (which is now grown 
inconſiderable in its Quantity) changed from 
its former yellow or greeniſh Caſt,” to a more 
pale and whiter Aſpect, and a more tenacious 
Conſiſtence alſo. But if notwithſtanding the Re- 
petition of your purging Remedies, this Altera- 
tion cannot be acquir'd ; the Symptoms before 
enumerated rather improving; you muſt make 
Revulſion by Vomiting your Patient, with a 
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proper Doſe of the Turpet hum Min. repeated at 
two or three Days diſtance, once or twice: 
After which, according to his Habit (the Ma- 
lignity being ſomewhat Check'd) ſome more 
gentle Cathartick, as the Pulv. Rhei before ob- 
{ry'd, may be mix'd with the Terebinthinate, 
or Balſamick Medicine; and the Matter ſtill 
daily decreaſing, theſe latter (as we have al- 
ready intimated) by themſelves. But if the 
Clap (as frequently happens) be complicate 
with other Symptoms, and a ſecond Infection is 
alſo preſent, you muſt then proceed as we ſhall 
direct in the farther proſecution of our Diſ- 
courſe, and for the preſent overlook the firſt. 
I know the Author of the late Treatiſe we 
have before refer'd to, tells us that theſe Bal- 
ſamick Remedy's differ not from Reſtringents in the 
Cure of Gaps; neither can be ſaid to be Healers, 
becauſe there is no preceeding Digeſtion : to which 
may be anſwer'd, that we have very commonly 
allthe Appearance, the Parts furniſhing the Mat- 
ter, are capable of ſhowing us; that is a State 
of Crudity and Indigeſtion, and (the Malignity 
overcome) a State alſo of Concogion 3 ſuitable 
I fay to the Nature of the Parts affected, tho' 
perhaps not what is exactly agreeable to that 
which is produced by ſome others. But whether 
this be ſo or not, if theſe Remedies perform'd no 
other Office than by meerly Reſtringing with- 
out Healing, how comes it that two of the beſt 
of them, Turpentine and Capivi, perform the ge- 
nerality of theſe Cures, yet purge at the ſame 
time ; from whence ſurely we may infer, that 
they both deterge and heal, much differently 
from the common Reſtrictives, which ſhut up 
the Poyſon, conſtipate the Belly; either thick- 


ening the Fluids, or conſtringing the —

Went and proper alſo to deterge them. After 
which you need not be overhaſty to dry them 
up, till the Virulency is purged off and corrected 
by your Iaternals ; leaſt in ſtifling the Venome 
here, it ſhould ſhow ir ſelf after in other pocky 
Eruptions, and ſtand then in need of the Me- 
thod of Cure for a confirm'd Lues.

ter Way of making Revulſion than by exhibit- 
ing gr. viii. ix. or x. (according to the Ape, 
Strength and Habit, as alſo Uſe to the like 
Medicines) of the Turpeth. Min. in a Bole with 
Conſ. Roſ. and to repeat the ſame Remedy, if 
there be occaſion, at two or three Days di- 
ſtance, twice or thrice 3 by which you will 
find the Chancre not only to abate of its fretful 
Nature, and growing milder or more manage- 
able; but the Symptoms of Pain, Chordee or Pri- 
apiſm (if attending) will likewiſe quickly go off,

But 1 muſt not overlook 
his new invented Remedy to remove them, 
without the tedious (as he expreſſeth himſelf) 
and painful way of other Artiſts, by Eſcharo- 
ticks ; the Coagulated Juices being by this his 
Medicine reſolved, and the Chancre removed 
without any farther trouble. 

To keep our Reader no longer in ſuſpence, 


this Remedy is compoſed of the crade Mercury 


or Quickſilver, inviſcated with common Tur- 
pentine ; quantum vis of the one, with a quan- 
tum ſatis of the laſt : Which altho' this learned 
Gentleman has ſo highly extoll'd for theſe pur- 
poſes, and ſo wonderfully magnify'd for a new 
and very uſeful Diſcovery; I can aſſure him 
that the very ſame Compoſition was well 
known to ſome Practitioners many Years paſt ; 
and that in reducing Mercury into Corpuſcles 
inviſible, by the meansof Turpentinein order to 
incorporate the ſame with the Axungia, for the 
Unction I have frequently reſerv'd ſome little 
portion for this Uſe; when, however, in ſome 
mild Affects of this kind, I have found it ſer- 
viceable : Yet in the more Corroſive, virulent 
and ſtubborn Chancres, I have been always ne- 
ceſſitared to make uſe of the Præcipit. rub. the 
Lac. Sublimat. Butyrum Antimonii, or the Lunar 
Cauſtic, giving alſo Turpeth Min. between whiles 
to check the Eroſion, till of late Vears, that 
] have practiſed with the Cinnabarine Suſſitus; 
when I have ſeldom had occaſion for either; 
and which without arrogating tc my ſelf the 
Invention, or vaunting on its Performance, I 
may from my owa daily Experience be allow'd, 
I hope, to recommend co Others; and I can aſ- 
iure che honeſt Artiſt, that whilſt ue is 1 
wil 
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with the former, he will do Wonders with the 
latter: Yet if the Chancre (as very frequently 
happens) be attended with other Syptoms of 
the Second Infection, notwithſtanding you may 
hereby diſpoſe the ſame for Healing, yet 
muſt you not truſt to this, or any other Me- 
thod which only palliates ; but haſten a Sa- 
livation, that may entirely root out the ve- 
nereal Poiſon; and in the midſt of theſe 
Symptoms that are unattended with others, 
you are to call in the Aid (as we before ob- 
ſerved) of ſome proper Mercurial Antidote 
given internally, as well as thus externally con- 
vey'd to the Parts. 

How little Reaſon then has the ſame learn- 
ed Author of the Diſcourſe aforementioned, 
to acquaint the World, that in other Artiſts 
Deſign of Curing Chancres, no Remedy is applied 
to deſtroy the Cauſe of them; but like an irrecove- 
rable Part they are eaten out, and that not with- 
out great Waſte committed on that which is ſound : 
This likewiſe being done with ſo great Pain and 
Inflammation, that an Amputation is the laſt Re- 
medy for the ſharp Matter of the Gonorrhæa and 
the ſharper Application. 

Theſs lalt Words, I muſt confeſs my felf at 
a Loſs to make good Senſe of; for I can't think 
the Amputation relates either to the Matter, 
or the Application; and I know of no Artiſt 
that was ever obliged to dock the Penis, on 
Account of having applied an E/charotick, to 
conſume a chancrous Callus : nor who has ſpent 
ſo many Months, nay Years, in their Extirpa- 
tion, as he inſinuates. 


But farther, as the Cure of Chancres, more 7he Cbo-- 


particularly on the Prepuce and Frenum (to uſe 


that learned Gentleman's Words), has per- Priapiſme 
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ple xed and puzzled Authors, who did not ſuſſici- 


ently attend their Symptoms; ſo that likewiſe of 
the Chordee, he tells us, is ſuch a ſurprizing 
Phenomenon, and of that Difficulty, that Pyſicians 
have never attempted to explain it. And yet, 1 
fear, if we reſt not ſatisfy'd with the malign 
Aura or Spiritus flatulentus, diſtending and pain- 
fully inflati:'g the nervous Bodies, as well as 
Paſſage of the Seed and Urine, giving Riſe 
to this Priapiſm or unnatural Erection; his 
Explanation will be as little ſatisfactory to an 
inquiſitive or diſcerning Perſon : Which is that 
of its arifing from the Compreſſion of the Sides 
of the Urethra, by the nervous Bodies of the 
Penis, (the Cauſe of which, I think, is there 
not mentioned) which Part he will have ſo 
ſqueezed together thereby, at the Time of Erection, 
as to beget in the Patient this Chorded Senſation, 
and to hinder the Admittance of any venomous 


Matter to the Proſtate at that time, by the ſaid 


Paſſage and that nothing leſs than the Impetus 
with which the Semen is thrown out, could make 
way for its Exit. But ſure this learned Man 
forgets himſelf. For if the Meatus is ſo cloſely 
compreſt through its whole Entrance from 
one Extremity to the other, at leaſt that End 
next the Glans; how comes the Poiſon (as he 
ſays it does) to enter one, two or three In- 
ches within, and to form there the Seat of a 
Eonorrkea? I am not arguing either for, or 
againſt this Part's being the prime Reſidence 
ot the firſt Infection; but think it ſtrange a 
Notion ſhould be advanced ſo contrary to dai- 
Iy and maniteſt Obſervation : It being evi- 
dent, that the whole Bulb of the Urethra 
grows turgid, and is diſtended at the ſame 
inſtant with the Corpora cavernoſa Penis, and 
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that its Parietes are ſo far from being there- 
by conjoined, that the Ductus communis lies 
now wide open, and affords a ready Paſſage 
to the Seminal Ejection; whoſe Impetus or 
ſaltatory Manner of Conveyance was not in- 
tended to force open the Sides of the Urethra, 
which are already dilated, but for the more 
facile and expeditious Arrival of the ſame into 
the Os Uter: internum. 

But I ſhall now haſten to the Cure of this 
Symptom, which we are told is eaſily removed 
by dipping the Penis in cold Water, which 
is alſo propoſed by De Blegny : Yet how far 
ſuch a ſudden Conſtriction of the Pores, may 
contribute to the ſhutting in of the Poiſon, 
and fixing the malign Humour, we are not 
ſurely appriſed ; beſides the Danger of Gan- 
grene, in Caſe of very great Fluxion upon the 
Part, by retarding, if not entirely checking, 
the Circuit of the Blood : So that if any ſuch 
Experiment were try'd to remove this Com- 
plaint, I ſhould prefer an Epitheme dipt in Oxy- 
crate, and apply'd to the Pubes or Teſticles of 
the Patient. But indeed I think it better to 
forbear either, and purge off the Virulency 
which gave Riſe thereto, by ſome brisk Mer» 
curial Cathartick, making Revulſion alſo be- 
tween whiles with a Doſe or two of the Turb. 
Mineral. and on the intermediate Days, di- 
reting ſome proper retrigerating and attem- 
perating Emulſions, together with the nitrous, 
ſaturnine or camphorate Solutions above re- 
cited : And this ſhall ſuffice to have been ſpo- 
ken of this Symptom. 

The Phimoſis, Paraphimoſis and Chryſtalline, 
however Accidents only, and not immediate

man, and eſpecially if complicate with ſome 
other Marks of Contagion, as the Stillicidium 
virulentum, Excoriation or chancrous Ulcera- 
tion; are by no means to be over look d, or 
truſted ſimply to the local Application: but 
the Venom of the Diſtemper being purged off, 


or (the Defluxion very great and the Sym- 


ptoms F the Humours revuls'd by an 
Emetick, let a good diſcutient Fotus be pro- 
vided and apply'd to breath out the impacted 
Humour: or where there is alſo Induration, 
ſome proper Anodyne Emollients thereunto 
added. But I have before obſerved, that I 
have treated of theſe Accidents, both ſach 
as are, and thoſe which are not venereal, in 
another Place, to which for avoiding unne- 
ceſſary Repetition, I ſhall refer you; whilſt 1 
only take notice farther upon this Head, that 
the ſame Author has inform'd us, the out- 
ward Applications alone, properly adapted, 
will free the Patient of theſe Accidents: So 
that there will never be found Occaſi- 
on for that troubleſome and painful Ope- 
ration, of cutting the Foreskin. The con- 
trary to which (with Submiſſion to the learn- 
ed Author) i do poſitively affirm, and will ap- 
peal to the greateſt and beſt experienc'd Ma- 
ſters ia*the Art of Chirurgery, if notwith- 
Narding their utmoſt Eadeavours by local 
Medicines, whether emollient to relax and 
ſoften the indurated Duplicature of the Pra- 
putium, or Diſcutients to ſet open the Pores, 
and breath forth the Humour; allowing alſo 
the Aſſiſtance of internal Remedies ( which 
frequently do more than all the reſt) it will 
not ſometimes happen, that they are — 4 
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eceſſity to dilate and ſet at Liberty the 
impriſon'd Glans; not only to come at ſome 
latent Chancre, but to give Diſcharge to the 
Urine, which has been found thereby in a 
manner wholly precluded.

When this therefore ſhall 
happen, you muſt immediately provide a ſuita- 
ble Bag-Truſs, that may not only ſupport the 
Weight of the ſame, but contain likewiſe 
and ſecure the Applications thereto apply'd: 
Among which there is nothing that excells a 
Cataplaſm of the Farina Fabar. cum Oxymelite 
ſimplici; having added thereunto a little Ol. 
Roſ. or Ung. Sambucin. to keep it from grow- 
ing preſently hard and dry. Or a Decoction 
may be prepared ex Flor. Chamomel. Melilot. 
Sambuci, cum Fol. Roſ. rub. inſpiſſate with the 
faid Farina, adding towards the Concluſion, 
the Oxymel as above.

But if notwithſtanding this Method of pur · 
ging, the Pain and Fluxion ſtill encreaſe, 
with Inflammation threatening an Abſceß | 
for the more ſpeedy Relief of the Part, and 
preventing Miſchief of that Kind, you muſt 
here likewiſe vomit your Patient with the 
Turpeth.

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The laſt of the Symptoms we recited de- 
pending upon an ill cur'd Clap, or ſucceeding 
a great many, (at leaſt, one of long Stand- 
ing) was the Caruncle, a Diminutive from Caro, 
being one or more little ffeſhy Excreſcences 
emerging from the excoriated Urethra, by the 
ſharp and corroding Matter paſſing through, 
and lodging alſo therein , as we hinted in the 
Prognoſticks of the Diſeaſe, creating more 
Trouble to the Surgeon, and greater Dif- 
quiet to the Patient at ſometimes than all the 
reſt. | 

This Symptom, however a Confequent of 
the Gonorrhea, is alſo for ſome Reaſon, beſt 
known to our new Writer, unobſerv'd in his 
Diſcourſe thereof; nor do we find any Di- 
regions therein, for remedying the ſame. 
The Caruncle does not appear ſometimes till 
Jong after the Cure was ſuppoſed to have been 


compleated, and the Patient ( at leaſt in his 


Imagination) ſound and free from any Re- 
mains of his former Illneſs ; which makes them 
often miſtaken for the Stone, or ſome Ne- 
phritick Illneſs. For although the firſt Ru- 
diments may be laid during the Time of the 
Stillicidium or Running, yet whilſt they admit 
a Paſſage for the Urine, they are unobſerv'd; 


till inlarging, they begin to incommode him

When having in- gg not de- 
form'd your ſelf by the beſt Means you can, ceive you. 
that your Patient heretofore has bet infect- 
ed with this Diſeaſe, you may he ſtill farther 
jealous that it is ſo. And if paſſing gently 
you can get over this interpoſing Body, *tis a 
Sign the Caruncle is not yet confirm'd; but 


give way to ſuch Preſſure as aforeſaid, the Caſe 
is ſtil] worſe, and the Patient in great Dan- 
er, if he be not ſpeedily relieved. Where- 

ore at ſuch times changing your Candle for a 
ſilver or leaden Probe, paſs in again, which 
will better diſcover if the Reſiſtauce is made 
by any ſmall Stone, or by a fleſhy Subſtance 3 
as will your Finger on the outſide of the Bulb, 
if it be far advanced: Or the ſame in Ano, 
if at the Neck. At this Time, I ſay, finding 
a fleſhy Subſtance, if it has been but of ſhorc 
Continuance, you may probably force your 
Way through, and hejp your Patient in his 
Extremity for the preſent: After which, in 
order to Extirpation, you muſt go to work 
with your medicated Candles, prepared ac- 
cordingly as the Diſeaſe is new or old, more 
ſoft and ſpungy, or hard aud more coafirm'd, 
with ſome ſtrong Deſiccative : Or theſe fail- 
ing, ſome proper Catheretick, ſuch as the Pre- 
cipit. rub.

Cur'd: However, his Pretence I think was 
chiefly to the Cure of Claps; the Conſequence 
nſually falling after, under the Care of ſome 
Perſon. 
The Specifick Bolus of Turpethum Minerale, is 
an other of our late Quack Remedies, for this 
Cure; and as likely indeed as any to introduce 
a worſe Diſeaſe. Ir is ſo quick the Author tells 
you, that one Doſe is 1ufficient oftentimes 
to take off a ſimple Running ; two for the 
moſt virulent, and three or four to ferret out 


the moſt obſtinate Contagioa or ſtubborn Pox. 
Which in the Gentlemans Phraſe, ar firſt fight 
may ſound like a Quack Romance. Whilſt he, 


good Man, would perſuade you all is pure 
Truth he ſays. Sed Caveat Emptor, hic latet 
Anguiss We all know very well what this 
Medicament will do, and grant it of admirable 
Uſe (as we have already obſerved) to make 4 
ſtrong Revulſion upon ſome particular Occa- 
ſion : As to relieve a Part that is in Danger by 
the flux of Humours fall'n upon the ſame ; to 
ſtem the Malignity, take of the Pain and ſtop 
the Progreſs of Chaneres, or other corroſive Pha- 
gedenick Ulcers: That it is alſo one of the beſt 
Remedies we have (if not the only efficacious) 
to haſten a Salivation that is ſluggiſh in com- 

ing 
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ing forwards; but when given after this Mad- 


man's Rate, one Doſe will avail little; two or 
three may Check the Symptoms for the pre- 


ſent, and diſpoſe the Ulceration (if there be 


any) to a more tractable Condition, as well as 
Correct the Virulency : Yet beſides the haz- 
| zard of ſore Chaps and Slaverings, very com- 
* monly ſupervening, you will be in danger of 
| throwing your Patient into the worſe Diſeaſe

No better are you to expect from the Prince's 


Pouder, or Præcipit. Rub. edulcorated hy far- 
ther Lotions, and Flagrations with Spirit of 
Wine: The Golden Pill, the Grand Antidote, 
with all the other Tribe of Chymical Quack 
Remedies; which their flattering, but deceit- 
ful, Authors tell us are ſafe and harmleſs as a2 
Bit of Bread; tho' we often find them dange- 
| rous, like edg'd Tools in the Hands of Chil- 
* dren; and not fit I am ſure to be taken from 
# thoſe of ignorant Empiricks, or other coſening 
and knaviſh Pretenders to the Medical or Chi- 
| rurgick Arts: Nor, however they may work off 
with ſome Ruſtick and Strong Bodies, are 
they by any means ſafe for tender Habits, and 
long batter'd Conſtitutions, where the Fluids 


being thin and ſharp, are ready of themſelves 


to break through their Bounds; the Solids ſo 
{ looſe alſo as to be ſcarce able to contain them; 
ia a Word, where the Viſcera are almoſt putrid, 


or in a manner rotten, and conſequently un- 
able to bear the Shock of ſo rough an Ope- 
ration as thoſe ſorts of Remedies uſually oc- 
caſion: Wherefore I have only given theſe 


| looſe and general Hints thereof, that Mankind

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may not farther ſuffer, or be abuſed by ſome 
other bold or confident Perſons, aſſuming the 
ſame, or the like Method of Practice. 

There is an other way, equally I think dan- 
gerous, if not more, tho' in a different man- 
ner, by their Stimuli, inflaming, racking and 
tor menting the Stomach and Gutts, but more 
eſpecially the Urinary Parts; and that is Dr. 
Groenvelt's, by the Cantharides; which altho' 
accounted the only Specifick perhaps there is, 
(the noble Balſam. Copayba failing) in Ulcers of 
the Bladder: Yet when brought into common 
uſe for the Cure of Cups (as it is by ſome more 
confident than diſcreet PraQitioners) will be 
attended with as bad, if not worſe Conſe- 
quences, than any of the reſt ; eſpecially when 
enterpris'd by thoſe ignorant Perſons, who 
know not how to obviate the Symptoms, which 
are ſure to attend, more particularly ſome 
cet in Idiſyncraſies, ſuffering always by theſe 
Medicines.

learning and good knowledge in Phyſick, has 
printed a little Tract, de tuto earundem (Scil 
Cantharidum) uſu interno: Where you will find 
his Method of preparing them, as well as Ad- 
miaiſtration, together with their Antidote 
alſo; by which, as be there ſhews us, he per- 
form'd ſeveral remarkable Cures in Dropſies, 
Ulcers of the Bladder (I mean its Neck) and 
Iſchurys from Gravel: Which Succeſs in the 
Ulcers eforeſaid, put him, as he told me, up- 
on Experimenting their Effects in the Diſeaſe 
before us; where he found they would alſo 
anſwer in thoſe ſtubborn, obſtinate and 
virulent Runnings, that ſubmitted not to 


Pur- 
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purgation, nor to the ſtrongeſt Mercurial 
Vomits. | 

I confeſs I never had Courage to give them in 
the Subſtance as he did, but having extracted 
their TinQure in Rheniſh Wine, as Bartholine 
direts them, I gave it to two of theſe People 
by Spoonfuls, with large Draughts of Emul- 
ſions between whiles ; ordering moreover a 
plentiful Dilution with the Decoct, Pulli, Ave- 
nac. Hord. or ſuch like; and for farther Secu- 
rity, betwixt the Doſes, I alſo exhibited an 
Oily Draught, Ex ol. Amygd, d. cum. Syr. de 
Nympbea ana 5j. & Camphoræ ſolut. gr. vi. Not- 
withſtanding all which, I perceived one of 
them to complain of ſome light Torſions of the 
Fibers of the Ventricle, tho? littie or none 
upon the Bladder or Urinary Ductus; upon 
which the Method was not proſecuted ſo far as 
was otherwiſe intended. The other, tho? he 
made little Complaint after ſeveral Days uſe of 
the like Tiacture drawn in Spirit of Wine, with 
the Addition of the Spir. Nitri acidus (as the 
ſame Phyſician was wont to preſcribe it) yet 
finding little beacfit by the Proſecution of it 
for ſeveral Days, I laid it aſide; and at the 
loag run cur'd both their Gleers, with the 
Balſam I have before recommended for ſuch 
purpoſes. 

My want of Succeſs here, was, as the old 
Gentleman uſed to tell me, becauſe I drove not 
the Wedge cloſe; i. e. gave them not in Sub- 
ſtance, as he did, or in ſufficient Quantity: 
zut J, who believe it both ungenerous, unchri- 
ſtian and inhumane, cum Corio humano ludere, 
had rather the greater number miſs their 
Cure, if not obtainable under a regular 
an! ſafe Method, than the leſſer, or indeed 
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than one ſhould miſcarry, or forfeit his Life to 
a raſh or dangerous Experiment; I had rather, 
I ſay, Err on this ſide of the q. s. than on the 
other; and I fear the Nation in general is but 
little obliged to the buſy Tranſlator of the 
Doctor's little Treatiſe, which altho', in the 
Language he firſt publiſh'd it , ſome uſeful 
Hints might be thence taken, by the learned, Pr 
yet may happen to be attended with ſome 
fatal Conſ quences, when in the Hands of q. 
bold Quacks, and other ignorant Medicaſters. 

But to proceed, The Sin of Whoring (if w 
our very polite Age will allow me the Ex- ce 
preſſion) is become ſo epidemical and ſpread- 
ing, that to humour the Votaries, who are 
both more forward and frequent in paying 
their Devoirs at Venus Temple, than any 
other; and conſequently under neceſſity of an 
often Penance, which we muſt needs think 
very cloying to the other Appetite : We have 
had thoſe who pretend to have found out a 
Preſervative, taken before hand; but that 
Fallacy being detected, and carrying too much 
of Contradiction in the Thing it ſelf, to take 
Place: (unleſs with very few of the ſhorter- 
ſighted) An other ſoon after, ſet up for the 
Cure without any Phyſick at all, (a ſpecial 
Bait for an old ſurfeited Sinner) only by the 
external or local Application : Yet here if we 
duely conſider the Nature and Subtilty of Pot- 
ſons (and our Diſeaſe is no other than the Re- 
ſult of a Yenenum ſui generis) together with 
that of the Animal Compages; which is either 
tubular or veſicular, permeahle as well as per- 
ſpirable in all its Parts: We ſhall find but little 
Safety in relying upon theſe Pretences. For 
were the whole Duc of the Urethra, an open 


Canal! 
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Canal upon the Dorſum Penis; (as it lies in- 
compaſt and arch'd over, as it were by the 
Nervous Bodies thereof )and that alſo the un- 
doubted Seat of the firſt Taint ; Nevertheleſs 

without the internal Prefcription, we ſhould 
I fear be at a loſs to ſecure many of our Pa- 
tients, by the ſole Uſe either of the beſt 
Preventives, Defenſative or other Topical and 
Chyrurgical Applications whatever; we fre- 
quently ſee this, in ſome ſimple or ſlight Fret- 
tings on the Prepuce, but much more in Chancres, 
where altho* the Remedy has immediate ac- 
ceſs to the Part, and the Ulceration is digeſt- 
ed, deterged and cicatriſed by Mercurial Ap- 
plications 3 (and 'tis rare that any other will 
avail) yet if the Patient truſt only to this Part 
of Regiment, *tis odds if ſomtime after he be 
not forced upon taking much more Medicine, 
and of undergoing a ſeverer Diſcipline, than 
he need have done at firſt: Not to mention 
oftentimes the Difficulty if not Impoſſibility of 
Healing ſome of theſe Ulcers, without the 
internal Aſſiſtance. However if the Method 
anſwers (as I believe it neither does nor will) 
I ſhall be far from grudging the Gentleman, 
even a Patent (if he can obtain it) for the ſole 
Propriety in this way of Practice. 

As to the Preſervative in general, I have . 5. 
this only to add farther, that whether any ſervative 
ſuch Thing be poſſible or not, I ſhall not take from ibis 
upon me abſolutely to determine. But when f/f In. 
a certain Gentleman tells us, That it will be. fection. 
come every Man to be modeſt, when at any time a 
Method of preventing may be recommended upon 
due Experience: I can't forbear Enquiring, whe- 
ther we may expect the Diſcovery from a Mo- 
deſt Man, or what Reward even a 8 
Ora 
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moral Man will deem him worthy, (without 
conſulting Caſuiſts) that ſhall firſt publiſh it 
to the World ? and indeed when it is revealed, 


I leave every honeſt Man to judge of the Con- 


ſequence ; tho I think there is no great Danger 
of ſuch an Invention. The Condum being the 
beſt, if not the only Prefervative our Liber- 
tines have found out at preſent; and yet, by 
reaſon of its blunting the Senſation, I have 
heard ſome of them acknowledge, that they 
had often choſe to riſque a Clap, rather than 
engage cum Haſtis fic clypeatis. 

Fallopius, I own, has with greater Vivacity 
than, I fear, Veracity, communicated a Prophy- 
lactick; which he gives us to underſtand in 


above a Thouſand Experiments, never fail'd Þ 
him once. The Compoſition ſeems a Jumble of Þ 
Ingredients, neither the beſt adapted for ſuch Þ 


a Purpoſe; and the Modus or Manner of its 
Application, as little promiſing ; but ſurely 
if ſo infallible, as he repreſents it, is it not 
ſomewhat ſtrange, that himſelf thought fit to 
alter it, and to ſubſtitute another in its Place 
(which he did afterwards) which I knew pre- 
par'd ſtrialy according to the preſcrib'd Form, 


and as carefully directed by a Surgeon of the 


Town, who obſerv'd the Iſſue or Event ſo diffe- 
rent, that he told me, he believed not one had 
far'd the better for it, out of half a hundred 
that had try'd it, where they had to do with an 
infected Perſon. 

The Cinzabarine Fumigation is rather cu- 
rative than preventive, of which I have al- 
ready, and ſhall hereafter take farther Notice. 

But theſe Pretences ( as we have already 
obſerved) being like to come to nothing ; ano- 
ther Perſon has undertaken with the Help of 

the 
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the ſmalleſt Matter imaginable, to accompliſh 
the Work; yet here alſo the whole Deſign 
is ſeen thro (as the Folks ſay) with half an 


Eye. Firſt of all for Fear the Griſt ſhould 


not come in faſt enough, the Secret-monger 
would have us believe, that we are all pox'd 
(the common Amuſement of theſe Pretenders); 


| there being few Symptoms attending any Chro- 


nick Diſtemper, which he has not enumerated, 
and imputed thereunto ; or if not pox'd, we 
ail fomewhat or other: For where ſhall we 
find the perfect Uupavis or Temperamentum ad 
Pondus, at leaſt in our Days; and conſequent- 
ly have occaſion for his Specifick Remedy? Thus 
if there be but one poor Pimple, or perhaps a 
Flea-bite, the poor Hypochondriac thinks it 
is the Pox , if your Head akes, it is the Pox; 


if you happen to be giddy, heavy or dull, faint 


or feeble in your Limbs, *tis all from the Pox: 
if the Palms of your Hands are hot, tis alſo 
from a Pocky Ferment. Nay, if your Urine 
does but ſtink of Piſs, *tis ſtill the Pox - Or, 
admit it ſhould not be the Pox, tis the Scurvy, 
Gout, Dropſy, Kings- Evil, Rheumatiſm; and that's 


all one, for the Specifick will find it out : Or, if 
that Sham (as we ſay) don't take, tis but 


flinging away another Guinea, and we may 


have an Elixir, that very probably will. So 


that the Specifick, which a little before he tells 
you (as all ſuch Remedies ſhould) was ſolely 
fitted by its Make, Figure, Texture, or its Al- 
kaline, Sulphureous, Volatile, Globular, Oleagi- 


| nous, and a hundred other Ways of Specrfi- 
| cation, to the venereal Venom, is now become 


from a Aono- a Pan-pharmacon; though in 
Truth and Reality it be no better than the 


the 
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the Shops, Omnibus ſcilicet utiles ſed nihilo pro. 
fieunm. So that we ſee plainly what Specifich 
cannot do, the El:xir is to make good ; which 
you are to underſtand 1s the moſt noble Chy. 
mical, or ſhall I ſay Hermetick Liquor, ( for 
this laſt is the abſtruſer Word, and fitter to 
confound) extracted by the Rays of the Sun, at 
z particular or critical Inſtant begun, and con- 
ſummated under as particular a Planetary 
Conjun&ion (which is the great Secret, and) 
from whence it concenters the intrinſick Worth 
of the Three Kingdoms, vzz. the Animal, Ve- 
getable and Mineral. 

It was this the famous W-— was long 
labouring after, and had almoſt in View, but 
miſſing one little Dot, in the Arabick, Puncta- 
tion, ( wherein the Secret was wrapt up) 
together with a little Want of Algebra and 
Mathematicks, he happened to come ſhort 
of. 
Were thoſe famous Phyſicians Caſe, Noy, 
Trotter, but now living, er the learned Dr. 
Saffold, who uſed to regale us, 


With Eighteen Pills for Eighteen Pence, 
Tho” t was too cheap in any Man's own Senſe. 


were theſe, I ſay, alive again to ſee them- 
ſelves out-done by Libels given away, inſtead 
of a poor Scrap of Paper, and an Eighteen- 
Penny Packet now ſold for a Guinea, what glo- 
rious Times muſt they think we were arriv'd 
at? Or, Were the Furnace-Men, ſach as 
Croflius, Hartman, Paracelſus, and Van Helmont 
but acquainted with this our Hermes redivivm, 
they would ſurely ſtand amazed. 


Ah 
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Ah Glauber ! conld'ſt thou peep out of thy 
Caput Mortuum, and behold the Preparation of 
this Grand Elixir, which our fiery Philoſo- 
pher has acquir'd by reading Martial, Juvenal, 
Horace, Seneca, Virgil, Hudibras, Dryden, Pope, 
&c. (who were all of them alike great Doctors, 
Anatomiſts, and Chymiſts,) how, I ſay, would ſt 
thou rejoice that the great Secret was at length 
found out, by our Chymical Operator, bred an 
Academick, firſt in the Peripatetick, or Ariſtote- 
lian Way, but unſatisfied with occult Qualities, 


turns Corpuſcularian or Atomiſt, where he ſtrait 


raiſed ſuch a filthy Pother among the minima 


| Naturalia, as had like to have put out the 
Eyes of his Underſtanding, had not Sir 1- 
* ſaac Newton (of whoſe Philoſophy he under- 


ſtands about as much as may. be taught a Par- 


_ come in to reſcue him, and wipe the Duſt 
off. 


But now to be a little ſerious, if we ſurvey 


our Mathematician, without E,nquiry after his 
other Character, which ſome ſay is that of a 
Romiſh Prieſt, (1 can't for ſome Reaſons think 
him a Jeſuit) or ſcan but one ſingle Page of his 
nauſeous Lihel, we ſhall diſcover him in pu- 
ris Naturalibus, no other than a Gold Wire- 
Drawer. | 

Wherefore leaving this ridiculous Pretend- 
er, about whom J fear I have already ſpent 
too much of our Reader's Time, when this 


Juggle, having had its Run for a little while, 


is (like the reſt) diſcarded, for Want of more 
Fools to be bubbled; I ſee not what remains, 
unleſs ſome Pentacle, Periapt, or Amulet, faſten- 
ed round the Penis, as a Charm to cure a Clap, 
which no doubt will meet with Cuſtomers at its 
firſt Setting out. | 

: at 
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It is but Writing ſome Chymical Characten, 
which are all Witch-Craft and Conjuration 
among the commoa People, and the Feat wil 
anſwer; or borrowing ſome Planetary ones, let 
but a 1 be ſtruck through 2 or , and 
then, poor Siphylis, thy Work is done; 
and who indeed ſo fit for the Undertaking a; 
the ſame Author of the new Torquis Infantum, 
or good for nothing Necklace for young Chil- 
dren : Let him forge but a few more roman- 
tick ridiculous and childiſh Tales of Sympathy, 
dedicated to the R. S. in an affected Knic-nack 
Cant, and the Buſineſs is finiſh'd ; though here 
alſo it may be expedient to uſher the ſame 
in with Dr. — Some-body's Recommenda- 
tion. 

If it ſhould be now ask'd, after this gene- 
ral Way of exclaiming againſt new Pretences 
to a more compendious and ſafe Way of cu- 
ring this Diſtemper, whether or no I believe 
it not poſſible a better or more expeditious 
Method, or without Mercury, ( which theſe 
Quacks diſclaim, yet uſe to my certain Know- 
ledge at the ſame time) may not be invent- 
ed or found out ? I anſwer, that I will not diſ- 
pute the Poſſibility ( though I believe without 


a Mercurial Preparation it is ſcarce probable) 


and ſhall be ſo far from envying the Author his 
juſt Praiſe, who diſcovers a better Way of 
curing the Great Pox, that beſides a noble Re- 
compence in Hand, I would have a Monument 
erected by Way of Renown, to perpetuate his 
Memory, as I think the worthy Sydenham de- 
ſerved as well as any of our late Practitioners, 
for bringing Opiats (I do not ſay, for his ex- 
treme cold Regimen,) into the Cure of the 
Small Ones, But I can never believe well of 

any 
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any Secret, theſe ways tranſmitted to us; 
where there is only a ſpecious Shew, but at 
the Bottom, the Footſteps (as we ſay) of ſor- 
did Lucre, Self- Intereſt and direct Fraud, ſo 
apparent in the Manner of its Delivery, to 
impoſe upon Mankind. Or, in ſhort, when it 
comes out of a Quack's Hands; or from ſome 
others, who, tho' perhaps of more Learning 


and Sophiſtry, have but little more intrinſick 


Worth or ſtandard Generoſity. 


And thus I ſhall finiſh my Account of the 
firſt Infection, contracted by this foul Diſeaſe, as 


it is uſually and (properly enough) denomina- 
| ted. In which, if I have the Approbation of 
the ſound and judicious, whether my Fellow- 
| Phyſicians, or quondam Brethren, the true 
practical Surgeons, I value not the Cavils of 
| ſome petulant Perſons 3; much leſs the Reſent- 
ments of ſpurious Upſtarts, and other ſcan- 
| dalous Pretenders to the Medical or Chyrurgick 


Profeſſions. Nor perhaps will ſome of theſe 


| my juſt Invectives, if their Frauds are but per- 


mitted ſtill to be carried on; among which, 
(without Prejudice to the unknown Author's 


* Perſons) I look upon theſe laſt recited, as ſome 
of the vileſt that have been impoſed on the 
Town; which has I think at all Times, but 
| eſpecially of late Years, abounded with one or 
| Other of them. 
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Of the ſecond Infection, called the Pox. 2 


E come now to take notice of the ſe- The ſecond 
cond Inſection from this Diſtemper, /, 
when it is more particularly termed the Pox, 2 
and which is the uſual Conſequence of the firſt, Signs. | 
il: treated, or empirically ſlubber'd over; al- 
though the ſame may ſometimes happen, not- 
withſtanding the beſt Endeavours to oppoſe 
it, in ſome peculiar Temperaments or Con- 
ſtitutions, where the Blood catches hold of | 
the venereal Venom, as we ſee the Tinder | 
does the Spark of Fire; and where like wild 
Fire alſo it runs through the Body: So that 
| have ſeen ſome of theſe more than ordina- 
rily unfortunate People, who have been pod 
almoſt as ſoon as clap'd; the Poiſon run- 
ning ſtraight from the Tail, I mean the Penis, 
to the Head; as I once obſery'd it after ten 
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Days Time, a large chancrous Ulceration, but 
no Stillicidium, diſcharging plentifully at the 
ſame laſtant: Which from all Circumſtances, 
had Reaſon to believe an Effect of one and 
the ſame Coupling with a foul Woman. 
Ihe Diſtemper may ariſe alſo (as we hare 
before taken notice) in the way of Inheritance 
from Parents therewith infected; the poor la- 
fant heing conſpurcated with filthy Scabs and 
puſtulary Eruptions, perhaps not immediately, 
yet not long after it comes into the World; 
though ſometimes it has been obſerv'd to have 
lain dormant ſeveral Years, if we may credit 
Writers on this Subject. The Nurſe therewith 
infeted, may pollute the Child ; as this latter 
(more eſpectally with a pocky Aphthe or Ulcers 
on the Lips and Tongue) may do the Nurſe. 
Bur waving the ſeveral Ways of Contracting 
this Diſeaſe (called by way of Eminency the 
Great Pox, 1 ſuppoſe from ſome Reſemblance 
in its cutaneous Breakings out to the Smal 
Ones), many of which we have already ob- 
ſerved, in diſchurſing of the firi# Infection: 
The Diſcaſe it ſelf is uſually divided into ſe- 
veral Degrees or Stages; as the ſame hap- 
pens to be recent, or of Jong ſtanding, has 
ving made a leſs or greater Progreſs. Dr 
Harvy, as | remember, makes four of them, 
calling the firſt Liminary, the ſecond a Frontier, 
the third a Mid-way, and the fourth a the- 
rough Pox. Some from the four Temperaments 
(as the ſime Perſon alſo remarks) have nam 
it 1 S+1guire, Phleomatick, Bilious and Melancholy 
Px Some again divide it only into a particular 
and univerſal Pex. But theſe I think afford us 
liccle Help in the Cure, although the Habits 
ot Body are by no means therein to 1 1 
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look d. For my own part I ſhall diſtinguiſh it 
nootherwiſe than as Superficial, and more proſoud; 
under the firſt, comprehending the cutaneous 
Ulcerations, puſtulary and Serpiginous Eruptiont, 
Inouinal Tumours and Avſcifſes, Ophthalmys, 
024na's, Affects of the Uvula and Tonſils; altho? 
theſe latter by ſome are annexed ro the Second, 
under which may be reckon'd the Gummata of 
the Muſcles, the violent Hemicrans and into— 


Jerable Cephaleas, the excruciating Nocturnal 


oroxrot, or Shoulder and Skin pains, with 
others of the Membranes; the Tophs and Nodes, 


alſo the Exoſtoſes or Ulcerous Caries of the 


Bones themſelves: Which are all of them Di- 
arnoſtick, Signs of the Diſtemper, ſtill farther 
advanced. And for differencing more eſpe- 
cially the ſuperficial Eruptions of this kind, 
we have given ſome neceſſary Cautions, ia our 
Treatiſe of the Skin Diſeaſes; beſides which, 
it will behove the Artiſt to enquire prudently, 
or ſo that he may not give offence (if poſſible 
to be avoided) whether or no his Patient has 
not been heretofore infected? And if fo, there 
is Cauſe to ſuſpe&t the Eruptions thence ari- 
ſing: For farther confirmation of which, we 
are informed by a good Writer upon the Diſ- 
eaſe (what will hold for the moſt part) that all 
Puſtules and Scabs appearing as It were aduſt, 
cruſty and hard, with a tawny Yellow like the 
Honey Comb, on the top, are very ſuſpicious ; 
and always the more ſo, when the ſame are 
obſerved among the Hairs of the Head, or 
about the Scalp and Fore-head (the Pathogno- 
monic almoſt of this Diſeaſe)and more undoubt- 
ed ſtill, when the back part of the Fauces are 
excoriated, or eaten into by foul or ſordid Ul- 
cers (the Aphthe of Fevers always excepted) 
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which give not way to common deterſive Gar- 
gariſms, Bleeding, Bliſtering, Purging, with 
other Revulſton and Derivation of the Hu- 
mour; but ſpread ſtill farther under theſe 
Applications. The like may be faid of Ophthal- 
me, and Ulcers of the Noſtrils, call'd Ozene, 
Which when of long ſtanding, and not ſubmit- 
ting to the uſual anodyne and refrigerating 
Collyria, Lotions, InjeQions, with the deriva- 
tive and revulſive Regimen before obſerved, 
nor yet accompanied with Schrophule about the 
Neck and Chaps, or other ſigns of a frumous 
Dyſcraſy, more eſpecially if you can trace out 
any former ill cur'd Clap, give abundant Suſ- 
picion of the Nature of the Diſtemper. Head- 
achs in like manner, and Pains upon the Peri- 
oftea, recurring chiefly in the Night-ſeaſon, 
and.going off towards Morning, denote their 
ſpring from the fame Fountain, being (as 
above) more eſpecially corrohorated by ſome 
preceeding Symptom of the firſt Infection for- 
merly apparent, altho* now perhaps got out 
of ſight. The Gummi on the Fleſhy Parts, 
and Nodes upon the Head, but eſpecially on 
the Shin Bones, are ſtil] more ſelf evident, 
and the peculiar Trophies of the Victorious g- 

ilis, in this profound Infection: Altho' here 
ikewiſe your modeſt Enquiry (where the Pa- 
tient will not make a voluntary Confeſſion) 


and getting the beſt Intelligence you can, if 


the Patient has not formerly lain in the way 
of this Diſeaſe, is not unneceſſary for a more 
abſolute Confirmation. 

There are ſome Practitioners I know are 
very ſhy of theſe Eaquries, for fear of looſing 
their batients; but there is ſurely a mild and 
gentle way of getting into theſe Peoples 

"  Breaſly 
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Breaſts, or thoſe of their particular Confidents 
or moſt iatimate Acquaintance, and coming 
by that Secret, which in a more open, rude, 
and unbecoming Manner, you muſt never expect 
will be extorted from them : and he that be- 
ing Maſter of ſuch Secret, believes and keeps 
it not as ſacred, as that under the Seal of Con- 
feſſion, is both unworthy the Title he aſſumes, 
whether of Phyſician or Sorgeon, or indeed 
that of an honeſt Man. But if no Acknowledg- 
ment of this kind can be got from the Patient, 
yet where the Symptoms are ſuch as give us 
jaſt grounds of Suſpicion, we are no farther 


to ſtrain this Point, but to proceed for his 
Advantage, by the ſame Method, as if he 


had ingenuouſly acquainted us with the true 
Cauſe. And now we come to the Prognoſtichs, 
which are taken from the Date of the Infecti- 
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on, and Progreſs of the Diſtemper ; the Habit, -. 

of Body, and its former Uſe to Medicines, . _ 
on the like occaſion: The Nature of the or ſecond 
Venome it ſelf, more Mild or Malignant, to- Infection. 


gether with that of the apparent Symptoms. 
Thus, for Example, an Infection that is re- 
cent, has not ſpread far, or much contaminat- 
ed the Maſs of Blood, is more eaſily overcome, 
than that which has been of longer Duration, 
and taken faſter hold of the ſame; which 
makes what we call the Superficial, more ea- 
fily vanquiſh'd, than that more profoundly 
rivetted. The Habit of Body is alſo much to be 
regarded, for if that was well temper'd before 
the Patient was ſeis'd with the Diſeaſe, he is 
like to eſcape better than if Scorbutick, Rheu- 
matick, Arthritick, Hydropick, Hectick, or other- 
wiſe Cachectick and Cacochymical. Again if it be 
from a firſt Miſchance, and that his Body has 
G 3 been 
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been little or nothing uſed to Mercurial Medi- 
cines, his Cure is the more hopeful, and the 
Diſtemper much ſooner overcome, than if the 
ſame Folly has been often repeated, and theſe 
Remedies as often reiterated, eſpecially that 
grand Courſe of a Salivation. Farthermore, 
if the Venereal Poyſon was firſt of all of a 
more than common Malignity, or exceedingly 
Virulent, it will not only make a ſwifter Pro- 
greſs(the temperament alſo favouring the ſame) 
ard greater waſte upon the Parts it ſeiſeth, 
but require alſo the more potent Remedies, 
the longer Continuance of them, the ſtrifter 
Regimen of the Patient under them, and the 
greater Judgment, with ſedulous Application 
in the Artiſt, than if the ſame proved of a 
milder Nature, flower in its Attacks, and 
ſubmitting to*the gentler Medicines. Laſtly, 
As to the Symptoms, where there are only 
ſome cutaneous Eruptions, or ſerpiginous 
Breakings out on the Superfice of the Body, 
the Malady may be ſooner check'd, than when 
more dgeply radicated ; as when it has eaten 
inte the Urula and Tonſils, has ſeiſed on the 
tum Naſi, or its two out ſide Supporters; 
or when the Humours are lodged on the Peri- 
oſteum, and begin to tear in ſunder that ſenſible 
Membrane, Exciting thoſe Nocturnal Vigil: 
with which thoſe miſerable People are torment- 
ed, it is | ſay ſtill worſe; and if Gummata on 
the Muſcles, and Nodes upon the Bones, eſpe- 
cially where the Subſtance of theſe laſt are 
eaten into, and cariated by the Corroſive Hu- 


mour, worſe yet; but worſt of all when to— 


gether herewith, the Patient's Body is much 
Emaciated, and he far advanced in a pocky 
HeQtick, or a ſecondary and n 

On- 
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Conſumption of his Lungs: Yet even here 
alſo we have more hopes (if a univerſal 
Colliquation he not already on'him) than in 
the primary and original Phrhiſis, for we 
have had Inſtances of ſome very deplorable 
Caſes of the former ſort, ſurpriſingly recover'd, 
by regular Diſcipline and ſuitable Preſcripti- 
ons; ſo that of all the ſeveral Sorts of Con- 
ſumptions, either Nervous Atrophiet, or other 
kinds of the Sympromatick, and Origival Affects 
of this Nature, I ſhould more willingly en- 
counter the Venere al, than any of the reſt, 
where the Diſtemper eſpecially had been over- 
look'd, and the Body before unacquainred 
with the Antidote; I mean any Mercurial Pre- 
paration : For whether it be that the Nature 
of this Venome does not ſo immediatly exert 
its Malign influence on the Lungs (which con- 
ſidering their looſe texture, is ſtill more 
ſtrange) nor yet prey ſo much upon the other 
Bawels, as it ſhould ſeem it does not, there 
being many a middle ſtaged Pox with perfect- 
ly found Viſcera (as I have obſerved upon the 
Diſſection of ſuch Bodies) or that we have a 
Remedy more ſure to depend on, for ſubdu- 
ing the ſame : ſtill ſo it happens, that where 
one Perſon is carried off by a pocky Hell ick, 
(and yet we know, altho' it does not down» 
right flay, it ſeiſeth its ten thouſaads) we have 
Twenty, I might ſay Forty, melted down or 
dry'd away by thoſe of an other Nature. 

But it is now fitting that we ſpeak to the 
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Divers 


Cure, about which there are ſundry Methods, ways of 
propounded by Authors, and the Practitioners cs ite 


therein, as there were for the fir/# I:f«&/on, al- 
ready deſcrib'd; but none, I muſt freely con- 
tes, that I know of (whatever others may 
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pretend) of any regard, without a tonch of 
the Mercurial Alexipharmick ; which ſort of Re. 
medy ſoon after the Diſeaſe appear'd, ap- 
pear'd alſo to encounter it, and 1s yet (not- 
withſtanding ſome vaia pretences to the Con- 
trary) the only Champion that is able to cope 
with it. 

"Tis true, that in thoſe early Days, it had 
ſome very diſmal Conſequences attending, as 
it yet hath in the Hands of the Ignorant. 
« Some (ſaith the famous old Writer Sir Ulrick 
„ Hutten) have their Teeth drop out of their W w 
Heads, ſome their Jaws ſo locked up that Un 
« they cannot open their Mouths, but are v 
« forced to mumble all their Life time after: p 
& others faltering in their Speech, their Limbs Ne 
ee trembling, and their Joints diſabled with C 
« a Palſy: Others again ſtrangled by the n 
« Swelling in their T hroats: No leſs than F 
« three ſtout Husband-men being thus kill'd t 
* by the ſame Quack (for the World I think Wl « 
was ne er entirely free from theſe Plagues of Mau- 
kind) © in one and the ſame Day, &c. 

And how indeed ſhould it happen other» | 
wiſe, where they were neither regardful of 
their Medicine, as knowing no Marks to 
chooſe it by, nor Purging it from its Arſenical 
and other deadly Particles, by any way of 
Preparation: Nor yet what Quantity of the 
ſame was needful; but raſhly and at hap ha- 
Zzard having blended or incorporated the ſame 
with their Oiatments, they forthwith (diſre- 
garding the Age, Sex, Conſtitution of Body, or 
other Preparation thereof whatever) ſet upon 
rubbing it into the Peoples Bodies, and then 
thruſt them into Stoves, ſhut up io cloſe from 
the Air, that no Man could abide long with- 


out 
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out hazard of Suffocation. After this manner 
they were anointed three or four ſeveral times 
in a Day, till the Salivation riſing ſuddenly up- 
on them, they were either choak'd with their 
Phlegm, and ſudden Fluxion of Humours on 
the Muſcles of the Larynx and Pharynx ; grip'd 
to Death with Bloody Dyſenteries ; or ſuffo- 
cated for want of room to reſpire: All theſe 
apparently ariſing from the prepoſterous Uſe 
of the Medicament, and improper Manage- 
ment, rather than from the Remedy it ſelf; 
which however confeſſedly a Poiſon, and by 
no means fit for ignorant Perſons to meddle 
withal, yet in the Hands of the skilful and ex- 
perienc'd Artiſt,muſt be allow'd one of the moſt 
excellent of Remedies. Thus, Opium, Hellebore, 
Coloquintida, Scammony, and many others, that 
might be named, are in ſome ſenſe allowed 
Poiſonous ;, inimical even in no great Quanti- 
ties, as well to the fluid, as to the ſolid Parts 
of a hamane Body, and in great ones, very 
often lethiferous or thereunto fatal; and yet 
without ſome of the moſt noxious of them, 
duly prepar'd for uſe by the Experienced Ar- 
tiſt, and adminſter'd in proper Doſes, by the 
Underſtanding Phyſician, the Materia Medi- 
ca would be very deficient, and we ſhould be 
at a loſs to encounter two Parts, perhaps in 
three, as well of Chronical as acute Diſeaſes. 

Let us then no longer amuſe our ſelves, 
with needleſs Fears of Danger from the Medi- 
cament it ſelf, thus duly qualified and circum- 
ſtantiated ; but be as careful as you pleaſe, 
from whoſe Hands you receive it, and by 
whom alſo it is prepar'd for Uſe : For our laſt 
recited Author confeſſeth theſe Miſcarriages 
were owing to Plom- men, Farriers, „ 

au 
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and the moſt Ignorant of the People; who 
| ran about the Streets with their Pots of Quick- 
8 ſilver Ointments; ſoon after the Diſtemper 
with furious rage came into Germany, deſtroy- 
ing the Inhabitants, after the manner our 
People do with Buckets of Water, to quench 
a Fire of another Nature; but with this dif- 
ference, that the latter do us often very good 
Service; the former more frequently killd 
what the Diſeaſe it ſelf (however outragious) 
if left to it ſelf, perhaps might not, at leaſt 
would not have done fo very ſuddenly. 
And thus far of this great and principal 
Remedy, its Uſe and Abuſe, in this Diſtemper; 
which, however, our Country-man Dr. Syden- 
ham would not allow to be properly a Specifick, 
or in a ſtrict ſenſe, Alexipharmick to the vene- 
real Poyſon; becauſe ſaith he, it produceth its 
Effects no other ways than by Purgation, Sa- 
livation, or other manifeſt Evacuation; and 
that if any other Medicine would excite a 
Ptyaliſm or Spitting, it would be alſo a Speci- 
fick thereunto. But I am apt to think the 
Suffrage of the beſt Practitioners, as to this 
particular, lies againſt him, as alſo Matter of 
Fact it ſelf; for at this rate other purging 
Medicines might ſubdue the virus of the Diſ- 
eaſe as well as Mercury, which is found quite 
otherwiſe : It being plain that by twice Purg- 
ing therewith, you ſhall gain more upon the 
Malignity thereof, than by many more, with- 
out; and that the ſame is obſerved at ſome- 
times to encreaſe under other Catharticks. We 
own indeed that it has been known, ſome 
mild Infections of the firſt ſort, have been car- 
ried off by other Purgatives ; but when exceed- 
ing in their Virulency, or attended with Chan- 
ores 
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cres and other painful Symptoms, the ſureſt 
Relief is by Mercurials : Without which, you 
muſt expect to advance but ſlowly in the Cure, 
if the Malady does not improve or increaſe 
upon you; and ſtill much leſs can you do with- 
out, in a confirmed Pox. Not to mention 
that we have many Inſtances of ſignal Benefit 
from this Remedy (many of which are to be 
ſeen among the Obſervations of Borellus, and 
indeed daily experienc'd by almoſt every Pra- 
ctitioner) when it has had no ſuch viſible Ope- 
ration ; but is deſignedly lodged in the Body, 
with ſome Opiat or reſtringent Medicine, that 
it ſhould not, (for when it preſently runs 
through, it oftentimes affords not that Relief 
it would have done, had it tarried longer) ſo 
that altho* Purgation does after enſue, by 


which the Venome, together with other Hu- 


mours that are ſome way peccant, are now 
evacuated : Yet the fuſing of the Blood, by 
breaking of its Globules, attenuating its viſ- 


cons Particles, diſſolving the Venereal Salts, 


and reſerating the obſtruted Tubes, by which 
the ſame are fitted for this Diſcharge, are the 
proper Effects of the Mercurial particles, with- 
out which the Purges, which are given after- 
wards, would by no means anſwer, as now 
they do. Wherefore I think the Argument 
is not rightly grounded, i. e. Mercury will not 
cure a Gonorrhaa, therefore it has no N 
Property for that Illneſs: To which I anſwer, that 
no virulent Gonorrhea is ſcarce to be cur d 
(at leaſt ſafely) without, and therefore Mercu- 
ry is its Specifick- Our Author too himſelf owns, 
that altho* the Flux is not reſtrain'd ſome- 
times, under even a Mercurial Salivation, yet 
i5 the poiſonous Nature thereof ſo 8 

| there- 
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thereby, and the Diſeaſe now become ſo mild, 
and gentle to what it was before, that a 
ſmall Morſel of the common Turpentine, or 
a few Drops of ſome of the natural Balſams, 
are ſufficient to accompliſh the Cure. And 
I have already obſerved, that a ſmall Quan- 
tity of the Mercury, well prepared, given with 
a few Purges, will avail more than a great 
many without : So that notwithſtanding a 
Gleet from the relaxed Parts, ſhould remain 
after, requiring ſome healing or agglutinating 
Remedy; yet if the Virulency is ſubdued by 
the former Mercurial Adminiſtration, there is 
no Reaſon to object againſt the ſame being 
as it were Alexipharmick thereto; any more 
than for that, after another Counterpoiſon 
has done its Work ( as upon the Bite of a 
Serpent, or a Wound inflited by ſome 
other venomous Animal) the ſame yet 
ſtands in need of an Epulotick to heal it 


up. 

"What other Medicines might effect, that 
were capable of raiſing a Salivation, we can- 
not ſay ; as knowing none that will : Yet here 
likewiſe, unleſs they were ſpecificated to this 
particular Venom, though they dreined the 
Blood of its Seroſities, by the like glandular 
Secretion , they might happen to leave 
that poiſonous Matter ſtill behind, as other 
Dyſcraſies therein, not ſuited to be work'd up- 
on by the Parts of the Mercury, remain pro- 
bably enough after this. Wherefore notwith - 
ſtanding all our learned and expert Phyſician 
has alledg'd to the contrary, we muſt ſtill 
think this Medicine, not only a good Remedy, 
in this Diſeaſe, but thereunto alſo a e 
ia the uſual Acceptation of that Word; or as

Among which the Decoctions of the Woods 
(generally ſo called) are often in great Re- 
queſt; ſuch I mean as the Sarſaparilla, Saſſafras, 

China, but beyond all the reſt, Guajacum, 
which for its ſingular Power of profligating the 
Diſtemper was named Lignum ſanctum, the holy 
Wood, and Lignum Vitæ the Wood of Life, in 
ſo great Eſteem it ſeems at one Time in Venice, 
that as Harvy, from Maſſa, tells us, it was 
ſold for fifty Crowns per Ounce. Yet Dale 
and ſome other Botaniſts make a Difference 
betwixt the Guaj acum and Lignum ſanttum ; 
the latter, as he reports, being ſomew hat 
Whiter than the other, although of the Hg 41 
| [ 
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both Taſte and Smell; & ut in externa Facie, 
ita quoque in Viribus cum præcedente convenit. 
in our Author's Words. The ſanctum alſo 
according to Harvy, is more Energetick, burn- 
ing more unctuous, but ſeldom brought over 
hither. 

Of theſe alſo we find Dr. Sydenham, (as well 
as Monſieur de Blegry) had taken up the ſame 


Op nion, with Regard to their Specifick Vir- 


tues in this Diſtemper, as before he did of 
Mercury; even Guajacum it ſelf, he ſays, will 
do no more therein, than any other ſudori- 
fick Decoction; and that if it effects any 
Thing at all, it is by ſuch a Property. 
Yet here likewiſe we have doubtleſs good Ad- 
vantage, as well at other Times, as at the 


Cloſe of a Mercurial Salivation, by their Means: 


particularly in ſome lax and phlegmatick Con- 
ſtitutions, where they neither evacuate the 
ſerous Humours by ſenſible Perſpiration, nor 
are given with ſuch Intention: I mean by 
their warming, attenuating and exſiccating 
Faculty, eſpecially the laſt of them, reſtoring 
the Tone of the relaxed Fibre, drying up the 
overabounding or ſuperfluous Serum, opening 
the obſtructed Veſſels, and giving a ſort of 
Spring to the Blood it ſelf, which is much 
enfeebled at theſe Times. And hence in the 
Anaſarca, Leucophlegmacy, Palſy, and other 
Conſequences of the over unbended Solids, as 
alſo in the broken Texture of the Fluids, 
theſe Woods are no contemptible Drugs for 


the Phyſician's Uſe, as well in others, as in the 


Caſe before us. And ſhould there be no ſpe- 
cifick, Property in either of them againſt it, 
yet if by others they are found ſerviceable in 
promoting and helping forward the ay 

ee 
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ſee no Reaſon, why they ſhould be diſcarded ; 
nor have many beſides theſe Authors, I think, 
contemned their Uſe upon ſuch Occaſions. 
The Powders of the ſame Drugs, have been 
given likewiſe upon this Account, and pre - 
fer'd by an eminent Phyſician upon his own Ex- 
perience, to their Infuſions or Decoctions ei- 
ther; as he deliver'd in a late Lecture at the 
College of Phyſicians, it being farther obſer- 
ved, particularly of Guajacum, that it was 
frequently given in Subſtance to 5/s, in order 
to procure a Stool, at the Times of their 
ſweating Courſe under its Decoction, by the 
old Writer Hutten aforementioned. 

To theſe Vegetables, are added alſo the 
Lign. Funiper. Abietis, Buxi, Ebeni, Agallochi, 
Cedri, Cupreſſi , alſo the Rad. Bardanæ, Peta- 
ſitidis, to which Iaſt (as the French relate) 
their King Henry's Recovery from this Diſ- 
eaſe (which had almoſt deſtroy'd him) was 
in great Meaſure imputed. The Fol. Perſicar. 
Saponar. with ſeveral others, are moreover 
thrown in ſometimes, at the End of theſe 
Decoctions, as you will find in ſome phyſical 
Writers upon the ſame Subject. 

Neither in this Catalogue of the Vegeta- 
bles, muſt we by any Means forget the Gum 
of Guajacum, not obſerved, as I remember, or 
brought into phyſical Uſe, till ſometime after 
the Wood had been in great Eſteem ; but now 
commonly preſcribed, and that with very good 
Succeſs, both in this as alſo ſundry other chro-

Among Animals, the Viper is, I think, 
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the Troch. de Viperis, alſo the Pulvis Viperaru 8, 
and its Volatile Salt, are by the Chy 4 iſts 
highly commended : But a much greater 
Number of Antivenereals, are taken from the 
Mineral Kingdom; among which Antimoy, 
which is given in Subſtance, only finely pow- 
der'd, from 3/s to Ji. or Iii. but more uſu- 
ally ſome of its Preparations, as the Antime- 
nium Diaphoretic. Ceruſſa Antim. Cinnab. An- 
tim. alſo the Bezoard. Min. which although 
eſteemed as very famous Sudorificks, yet are 
ſometimes order'd as Alteratives only, with- 
out expecting or finding the leaſt Diaphoreſis, 
eſpecially from the two former of them. The 
crude Antimony makes alſo an Ingredient 
in the Decocta Diatetica above- mentioned, 
and was generally directed by Riverius, as it 
is now, by many of our Engliſh Phyſicians, in 
theſe Caſes. a 
There is yet another Preparation of this 
Mineral named by Dr.Harvy (who is ſaid to be 
its Author) Antimon. Reſuſcitatum, which, as 
he informs us, whoever would cure this Diſ- 
eaſe, cito, tutò, ac jucunde, muſt make uſe of; 
bat this works apparently, ſometimes by Vo- 
mit, at other times by Sweat, and ſometimes 
alſo downwards by Stool. His own Way of 
giving it we will ſhow you preſeatly, from 
his printed Treatiſe. ' 
But after all, the chief Store of our grand 
Anti-Sypbiliſian Remedies is allow'd, by the beſt 
of the Antient and modern Practitioners, to be 
furniſh'd from the Mercurial Mine; from 
whence, by divers Chymical Operations, are 
prepar'd' the ſeveral Precipitates and Subli- 
mates, which we ſhall not here ſtay to enlarge 
on, becauſe met withal in almoſt every Phar-

both theſe Ways of Salivating, great Heed is to 
be taken, and ſpecial regard had to the Age, 
and Habit of Body, with its Uſe to theſe kind 
of Medicines, as alſo ſome particular Idioſyn- 
craſy, as to their Operation: For altho' at 
ſometimes Fs. Jv. or Zvj. of Calomel. may be 
requir'd to raiſe a plentiful Spitting, in ſome 
patients; and Fiſs. ij. or 11}. of the crude 
Mercury in the Unction (with which, ſo long as 


the ſame is reduced into inviſible Globules, 


called killing it, its very little material what 
Ointments are admixed, the Common Arun- 
gie ſerving as well as any) yet with others 3j. 
Ziſs. as | have known it, Sij. or Ziij. of the one; 
and 5s. 5vj. or 5j. of the other, will raiſe a 
copious Ptyaliſm. Without which Regard or 
Caution in this Proceeding by due Diſtance of 
Time, obſerving the Effect of the laſt Doſe or 
Anointing (i. e. twelve Hours at the leaſt, 
ſometimes a Day and Night, two Days or 
three, before you repeat the one or renew the 
other) you run the riſque of deſtroying ſome 
difeaſed People, as did thoſe Ignorant but 
Bold Miſcreants, we have already ex poſed. 
But of this more preſently.

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His Uulcanous Cure, is perform'd by a Cinna- 
barine Fumigation, which he directs thus. & Cin- 
nab. opt. 5j. or 5x. Benzoin. Gum. Guaj. Thuris, 
ana 3j. Styrac. liq. vel Tereb. ven. q. s. m. f. Troch. 
pond. 5 ſs. or according to Mr. Wiſeman, R Un- 
nab. falt. Fij. Mercur. crud. Fj. Maſtich. Thuris, 
Sandarach. ana ſs. Styr. Calam. Benz. ana Ziij. f. 
omnium pulvis, qui excipiatur Terebinth. q. 4. & 
formentur Trochiſci pond. Iiij. 

In uſing thefe, the Patient is placed under a 
Canopy, with a Blanket looſe about him, that 
the Fume ſurrounding him, may enter the 
Pores. But in both theſe formule, I think the 
Quantity of the Gums too great by half, and 
that they may as well, if not rather better, 
be altogether left out; for tho” I never once 
uſed deſignedly to ſalivate that Way, (as 
thinking it more uncertain, and hazzardous 
to the Genus Nervoſum, than fome of the 
reſt) yet have I practiſed therewith an hun- 
dred times, in Ulcers of the Throat and No- 


ſtrils, as alſo in thoſe of the Penis and Puden- 


dum Muliebre; where in the former, I have 
generally obſerv'd the Patient to bear the na- 
ked Fume of the Sulphur and Mercury (which 
make up the Cinnabarine Compoſition) much 
better than when together Compounded with 
the Smoak of the Gumms, which add nothing 
to the Efficacy of the Medicament, any more 
than the Ingredients added to the Quickſilver, 
in the Unction. | 

Once perhaps in half a Dozen times, I have 
obſerved, where | have vſcd it for the Ulcers 
of the Uvula and Tonfile, it has ſwell'd their 
Chaps, and put them upon Slavering : Which 
when I found neceſſiry, | have encourag'd, 
at leaſt ſuffer'd to go on; but where I A 
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ed it only to ſubdue the Virulency of theſe 
corroſive Ulcers (of which it hath ſcarce ever 
fail'd me) I deſiſt from farther proceeding there- 
with, and immediately purge off, to keep it 
under. 

There is an other Method, which our Au- 
thor calls a Poſta, I ſuppoſe for its Diſpatch or 
Haſte; which is perform'd by the Repetition of 
ſome ſtrong Mercurial Vomit, for ſeveral Days; 
ſuch are the Merc. vitæ. Arcan. corallin. Turpeth. 
min. Præcipit. rub. or the like; but here I think 
the Patient had beſt take care he verify not 
an old Proverb, More Haſte, worſe Speed: For 
by two only of a preſent Quack's Doſes, of 
ſome ſuch kind of Phyſick, a Gentleman I 
was lately concern'd with as his Phyſician, was 
poſted into a plentiful Salivation, (yet this 


Fellow alſo rails againſt Mercury) by the Ul- 


cers fixing preſently upon his Cheeks and 
Tongue, tho' he was aſſur'd by his Doctor, 
the ſame Medicine work'd ſo gently that a 
Child might take it; and the Cure was to be 
ſo private, that his neereſt Relation or Ac- 
pang uot (not even his own dear Boſome 

riend) was to know any thing of the Mat- 
ter. | 

The laſt of this Gentleman's Cures, is by 
the grand Diet; which after a Purge or two 
preparatory, is by ſweating the Patient once, 
or perhaps twice a Day, as his Strength holds 
out, for thirty Days following; and this with 
large Draughts of a ſtrong Decoction of Gua- 
jacum, adding at ſometimes, according to the 
Conſtitution more. or leſs hot and dry, the 


Rad. Sarſaparil. Raf. lign. Saſſafras and China: 


When in order to promote this Diaphoreſis, he 
takes a Bole of Antim, diaph. Be oard. min. 
= H 3 Sat, 
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Sal. vol. Viperarum, Pulvis Guaj ac. cum Theriaca, 
or ſuch like. 

Of great Affinity with this laſt, is the 
Indian Cure, by which the poor afflicted Al. 
main received his, as he relates at large, 
when all other Methods, in thoſe Days practi- 
ſed, had been try'd in vain. The Way of 
Proceeding (as he lays it down) was by 
© Bolling Bi. of Guajac. Chips or Saw- duſt, in 
© Thviii. of Spring-Water, to one half: The 
© Scum of the Decoction was reſerv'd to anoint 
© the Sores, and a Bochet or ſecondary Coction 
* provided for common Driak. 

© In the Uſe of this Diet, the Patient was 
© kept up cloſe in a warm Room, for Thir- 
© ty Days and upwards; his uſual Refection 
© being gradually leſſened to about a quarter 
part: when drinking 1bfs. of the firſt De- 
© coftion, hot every Night and Morning, 
* through the whole Courſe, he was kept eac 
© Time cloſe covered in his Bed Four Hours; 
© one of which was ſpent in bringing the

* and moſt bilious Tempers, of which Conſti- 
* tution he owns himſelf one.” 

But you muſt know our Knight was no Phy- 
fician, nor pretends to go beyond his own Ex- 

tence, and Obſervation upon his own Caſe, 
with that of ſome others of his Countrymen, 
at that Time Sufferers along with him, by 
Reaſon of the ſame Sickneſs; and therefore 
muſt be allowed to ſpeak accordingly. For 
however this ſevere Diſcipline, and as it were 


Starving of the Diſeaſe, by withdrawing any 


freſh Fewel, melting down the Humours, and 
diſcharging them at the ſame Time, by Sweats 
thus frequently renew'd for ſo long a Time, 
might happen to agree with their Way of 
Life and Climate: Yet doubtleſs we ſhould 
deſtroy many of our People, eſpecially thoſe 
uſed to good Fellowſhip and high Feeding, 
as well as the hectick and dry Temperaments, 
or the hot, thin and ſqualid Bodies, if we 
were to proſecute indiſcriminately ſuch a Me- 
thod; ſince we have often obſerved, that to 
theſe Temperaments or Hahits, we have few 
greater Enemies ( notwithſtanding his Elogi- 
um thereon) than this ſame good Angel of his 
(as he ſtiles it in his Treatiſe ) Guajacum, 
or Hujacum, as pronounced by the Natives it 
comes from. 

His own Condition he repreſents as follows, 
before he enter'd upon this Diet; which 
I have the rather inſerted, that we may 
ſee the Reſemblance of the ſame Diſeaſe, 
= Hundred Years paſt, with ours at pre- 
ent.

What livelier Deſcription of our preſent 
Lues, can we deſire, than this, where the 
Tophs, Nodes, Gummata, and nocturnal Do- 
lours, are ſo nearly reſembled? By which 
we ſee, that however the Ulcers might be 
more depaſcent, corroſive or Phagedenick, ; 
and attended with fome Accidents, pecu- 
liar to thoſe Times of its firſt Appearance in 
Europe : Yet for the greater Part of the Sym- 
ptoms, we can at this Day match them, and 
are, I doubt not, an Over-match for them 
in their Removal. 


This Indian Cure, (though nat ſo ſtrialy as

at thoſe Times) is ſtin in Uſe in other 


Countries, more than among us. Kiverius, 
that excellent French Author, perform'd moſt 
of his greateſt Cures of this Kind, with the

; Poxes : By which, continued for Twenty 
Days, he informs us, that he cur'd a French

ble noQurnal Pains thereby occaſioned 3 to 
whom he farther adminiſtred (and which had 


great Share in the Recovery) every fifth Day,

Sar- 
ſap. & Chine, for Twenty Days, without In- 
tention of Sweating, giving every Fifth his 
Antivenereal before mentioned. Afterwards, 
for Fifteen Days more, he was put ſtrictly 
under a Decoction ex Radic.

Yet tome of them having been found too 
ſtubborn, and ſhocking for weak Perſons, 
others uncertain and only palliating 3 W 

. the 
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the Diſtemper has now thoroughly polluted 
all the Juices of the Blood, and is arrived at 
what we call a profound Infection, we com- 
monly at this Time, as a lefs Penance to 
the Sick, who is now perhaps tired out with 
his former Quack Medicines z eſpecially the 
common Fornicators, and who ſo long as they 
are able, will be rambling, upon every Doſe 
of Phyſick, pouriag down perhaps half a Do- 
zen of Wine, Brandy, or ſome other ſtron 
Liquor, at leaſt, the Day after: For theſe 
Reaſons, I ſay, and for ſuch Patients as will 
be kept otherwiſe to no regular or good Diſ- 
cipline, we immediately lay them down in a 
Salivation, when Neceſſity compels them to 
keep Houſe, and their Appetites are ſoon taken 
off from their beloved Vices, and all their other 

Debauches. | 
The Cure There are many Ways of raifing this Sali- 
by Saltva- vation or Spitting Courſe, yet all by ſome 
% 3. Mercurial Preparation; moſt of which you 
Ways of Will meet with in Mr. Wiſemarn's Chyrurgick 
raiſing it, Treatiſes, and ſome we have already here 
wherber by laid down. The Preparations which 1 have 
. uſed my ſelf, as the ſafeſt and moſt commo- 
Remedies, dious, and which I think are generally uſed 
by the Surgeons of the Town, are the Calome- 
lanos, or Mercurins dulcis ſexies ſublimatu, 
given inwardly, in the milder Pox ; or the 
ſame being faſter radicated, and got into the 
Bones, the crude Mercury externally, in the 

Way of Unction. = 

The Merc. Vita, Arcan. Corallin. with the 
red, yellow, and green Præcipitates (however 
in uſe with ſome) I think too churliſh, and 
ſcarce ſafe for tender Conſtitutions ; nor in- 
deed can I ſee any Reaſon for their Uſe, whillt

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we have better and leſs hazardous Medicines 
to ſupply their Room. The Turpethum Min. 
we have already obſerv'd, and ſhall touch pre- 
ſently upon its Uſe at theſe Times. 

In Salivating by the internal Remedy, to 
an adult Perſon, of a tolerable good Habit, 
as to his Strength, and who has not been 
much uſed to the Medicine, I generally give 


gr. xv. of Calomel. with a little Conſ. Ro/. in 


the Morning, and the like Doſe in a little Corf. 
Fracaſt. ſine Melle, at Night; which I prefer to 
the larger Doſe given once, or, as cuſtomarily, 
twice a Day; becauſe it is now leſs liable to 
run ſuddenly through them, or too haſtily 
ſublime, and endanger them that Way, by 
the Inflammation. Beſides, in this gradual 
Way of Proceeding, it comes on more cer- 
tainly, eaſily, and alſo more ſecurely to the 
Patient; the Effe& of each Doſe affording 
Opportunity of foreſeeing readily, what more 
may be requiſite, and when you muſt inter- 
mit, if not entirely forbear its further Exhi- 
bition. I know a Phyſical Writer hath lately 
acquainted us, that we are each Time to dou- 
ble the Doſe of Calomel. as for the firſt Doſe, 


gr. xv. for the ſecand, 3/5. for the third, Zi. 


and fo till the Spitting comes on; but I would 
adviſe, that no Perſon take this Author. for 
his Guide in this Affair, how learnedly ſoe- 
ver and mathematically alſo, he has deſcant- 
ed upon ſome other Medicinal Subjects leſt

inadvertently he deſtroy his Patient, toge- . 


ther with his own Reputation : For this Do- 
arine was ſurely minted in the Gentleman's 
own Brain, at leaft could not he dictated by 
Experience, the beft and ſureſt Director: Bur 
we proceed. , 
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After Three, Four, or Five Days, thus ma- 
naged, we uſually obſerve the Fauces to inflame, 
the Inſide of their Cheeks to lie tumid or high 
and thick, being ready to fall in betwixt the 
Teeth, upon ſhutting of the Mouth; the 
Tongue looks white and foul, the Gums al- 
ſo ſtand out, the Breath ſtinks (which is x 
good Omen of its coming on), and in gene- 
ral the whole Inſide of the Mouth appears 
ſhining, ſeems as it. were parboil'd, lying in 
Furrows, much after the Manner as it does 
in thoſe who have lately held ſtrong Spirits 
therein for the Tooth- ach. They now begia 
to refuſe their Nouriſhment, whilſt all Parts 
of their Chaps, as the Tongue, Gums and 
Cheeks are ſwell'd, and ſore, that they can- 
not chew, eſpecially any Food that is ſolid, 
but muſt be now contented with Liquids, 
and the ſofter Aliments. Beſides they are 
often ſick at Stomach, and frequently puke or 
bulk up a thin Phlegm, another promiſing 
Precurſor of a good Salivation, when the 
Fame is moderate and eaſy, and comes by 
Intervals only now and then : But if attend- 
ed with Cardialgia, or violent Pains and Tor- 
ture at the Stomach, perpetual and inceſſant 
Retchings, Deliquium and cold Sweats, there 1s 
none more dangerous. 

The Inſide of the Mouth beginning to ap- 
pear thus whealed, you may expect ſoon al- 
ter to find them ulcerated, eſpecially about 
the Salival Glandules, emptying thereinto; 
when it may be proper to deſiſt for a Day or 
two, if not give over, that you may the bet- 
ter obſerve the Increaſe of the ſaid Ulcers, 
what Sloughs are likely to be raiſed, and of 
what Depth and Dimenſion they are lik 
| alſo 
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iſo to prove: From which a near Conjecture 
may be made, of the Duration as well as 
Quantity of the Spitting, now begun; the 
Conſiſtence of the drilling Lympha, more or 
leſs fluid, being at the ſame Time conſidered 
alſo. 

When the Salivation after this Manner, is 
once up, you have no more to do, unlefs to 
encourage your Patient chearfully to go on; 
and to refreſh him ſometimes with a little 
mull'd Wine, of what Sort he likes beſt; 
but red is to be preferred, before other, if 
there be any Tendency to a Diarrhea, ad- 
ding a Third, and ſometimes one Half of 
Water. Let bis Diet be a ſmall Chicken- 
Broth, Water-gruel and Panada; his Drink 
a ſmall Sack-W hey, or Poſſet-Drink, with a 
Draught of good Small-Beer with a Toaſt, 
between Whiles: But in Caſe of Gripes, 
or a Looſeneſs, the White Drink, prepa- 
red ex Corn. Cerv. Calcinat. or Rice-Water ; 
alſo the Decoct. Raſ. Corn, Cerv. & Eboris, 
cum Craſta Panis incoct. & Sacchar. alb. ad 
placitum Edulcorat. are to take place of the 
Reſt. 

Thus having given him fome few Days Re- 
ſpite, if after the coming on of his Spitting, 
you find him hearty, and his Chaps bur 
little ſwell'd on the outſide, and as little ſore 
alſo within, the Ulcers not encreaſing, with 
few or no Sloughs appearing therein, the Flux 
alſo inconſiderable in Quantity, you may now 
again give him Ii. of Calomel. in the Confett. 
Fracaſt. before mentioned, going to Reſt ; re- 
peating the ſame for Two or Three Days fol- 
lowing, as you figd Occaſion: And then 
Malt the Iſſue thereof again, making flow —— 

rather 
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rather than precipitate your Patient's Life in 
a raſh manner, or tun him into any Danger 
by thinking to do the Buſineſs all at once; in. 
ſtead of which, you only riſque your Credit, 
together with his Welfare. 

But farther, when in this way, he has taken 
about 5fs. of Calomel, (tho you will ſeldon 
have occaſion to go ſo high) with but little 
Alteration as to the Swelling or Soarneſs of hi 
Mouth, and as little Appearance of his Slayer: 
ing; his Pulſe and other Circumſtances, with 
reſpe@ to any ill Symptom attending, favour- 
ing the ſame: You may vomit him with gr. 
viij- ix. or x. of the Turpeth. Min. by it elf 
only made into a Bole with Conf. Ro/. or fu. 
ther mix'd up with Iſs. or gr. xv. of the Cal. 
mel; encouraging the Operation with ſmall 
Draughts of the common Poſſet-drink between 
whiles, upon each Motion to retch ; but not 
loading his Stomach therewith, as is cuſtoma- 
ry with other Emeticks; leaſt happening to run 
downwards, it invert the Order or Courſe of 
its intended Operation. The ſame Vomit, it 
found requiſite, may be repeated two or three 
Days after, which at theſe times often ar 
ſwers our End, by raiſing the Humours to- 
wards the Jaws, and forwarding the Salivation, 
much more effectually than more Doſes of the 
Calomel, ſimply repeated would have done; and 
if after this it ſnould ſo happen, as in ſpight of 
all endeavours to the contrary (by ſome ting 
lar 14ioſyncraſy, or Diſagreableneſs of the Par- 
ticles of the Lymph to thoſe of the Mercury, 
ſuch as its Viſcoſity, by which it refuſeth to be 
melted down) it ſometimes will : Whether | 
fay, by the Tenacity of the Liquor, ot ſome

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been long uſed to the taking of the ſaid Me- 


dicine, or ſome other the like Mercurial Pre— 
paration internally, and therewith perhaps 
often ſalivated to no Purpoſe; we then J 
ſay generally (and to a better) attempt 
his Cure by ſalivating with the Unction; 
in which we have already told you, there 
is little Regard to be had in the Choice of 
the Ointment, with which the Quickſilver is 
to be incorporated; ſince the Streſs lies alto- 
gether on this laſt. Yet in its Uſe, as in 
the other Way of proceeding by the Calomel. 
you muſt be careful you are not too haſty, or 
move too faſt. 

If you have Zi. of the Hydrargyrum to Sill, 
of Axungia, (which is the Proportion I have 
uſually followed) you may uſe about an eighth 
Part, Night and Moraing ; letting your Pa- 
tient rub it gently with his own Hands, 
into his Limbs before the Fire, beginning 
from his Ankles up his Shins to his Knees, 
all round his Joints; and fo to his Thighs, 
which are preſently after to be covered cloſe 
up with his Yarn Stockings, and Flannel 


Drawers, provided before hand for that Ser- 


vice 5 then let him waſte the Remainder of 
this eighth Part, in like manner about his 
Elbows, and ſo to his Shoulders, wiping his 
Fingers and Hands clean about the Glands 
of his Arm-pits, or thoſe of his Groin: His 
body being all the while defended from the 
cold Air, by a Skreen or Blanket hung be- 
hind him, and after wrapt up warm ia his 
Flannels, as he muſt be alſo in the other 


Way of Fluxing; ſuch I mean, as a Flan- 


nel Shirt or Shift, Waſte-coat and Drawers, 
i Cap and Muffler pinning up thereto _— 
| | L 229 
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and covering well his Throat, Chin and 
Cheeks before, to keep theſe Parts from the 
cold Air, which above all is highly neceſſary 
at theſe Times. 

There are ſome who anoint the Trunk 
alſo, eſpecially down the Spine : Bat I ne- 
ver found occaſion for that; the Pores of 
the other Parts being ſufficient to let the 
Globules of the Mercury into the Blood, 
which being once admixt therewith, it is leſs 
material by what Particular Pores it had firſt 
its Admittance. 

For thoſe who are very weak, once a Day 
may ſuffice; but the robuſt or ſtrong, may 
be anointed twice, or which is as well, and 
will fave your Patient and your ſelf ſome 
Trouble, dividing the Unction into Four 
Parts, you may conſume one Part about 
him every Night, after which let him en- 
ter a warm Bed with Flannel Sheets or Blan- 
kets, diſpoſing him to a gentle Breathing 
Sweat, with a Draught of warm Poſſet- drink, 
Mace-Ale, or, if very feeble, a Cup of his 
mull'd Wine; by which the ſaid Pores being 
ſet open, the Mercurial Particles may have 
the freer Entrance. 

*Tis uſual with moſt Practitioners, to en- 
creaſe the Quantity of the Ointment to four 
times as much as this which we have direct- 
ed, and commonly uſed our ſelves; as alſo 
that of the Mercury to be therewith embo- 
died. Thus Harvy preſcribes i of Ax 
gia to be mixed with iii. and ſometimes 


Zvi. of Quickſilver, adding alſo a little of 


the Elebor. alb. & Antimon. crud. in fine 
Powder; pretending thereby to forward the 


Salivation, and encreaſe the Force of — 
ON 
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Medicament in maſtering any Malignity : 
Mr. Wiſeman's Compoſition was alſo vi. of 
Mercury to Thi. of the other Materials, of 
which they uſed Zi. or ii. at a Time, once 
or twice a Day, for Four, Six or Eight Times, 
according to the Patient's Strength, and Diſ- 
poſition towards the riſing of the Flux more 
eaſily or with more Difficulty. Hildanus di- 
res Fvi. of Mercury to xx. of Axungia, 
and the other Ingredients. But I cannot ſee 
the Reaſon for ſo much Greaſing or Daubing, 


provided by one half, or a quarter Part of 


the Oyntment, a ſufficient Portion of the 
Quickſilver may be convey'd, as we ſaid be- 
fore into the Blood; nor to what end any 
other Ingredients ſhould be added to the A- 
ungia, beſides the Terebinth. which, as I con- 
ceive, are more like to hinder, eſpecially the 
Species or Powders, by infarcting or ſtop- 
ping up the Pores, than to forward the O- 
peration, for which they were intended. But 
in this, leaving every one to follow the Pro- 
portion he likes beſt, in Relation to my own, 
I muſt farther obſerve, that if after the 
third Union, ſuppoſing the whole divided 
into Four Parts, the Patient begins to com- 
plain of his Chaps, or that the Inſide there- 
of appears ulcerated, you may ſtay a Day 
or Two, to ſee the Effet of what is alrea- 
dy done, before you proceed farther : The 
like muſt be obſerv'd when Gripes or bloo- 
dy Stools approach, which are to be provi- 
ded for, as we ſhall preſently direct. But it 
the Spitting comes not on, and no ſuperveni- 
ent Symptom contra-indicates, you may ex- 
pend the fourth Part, in like manner; and 
perhaps in ſome Bodies, there may be Oc- 
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caſion for half or full out ſo much more: 
However you will always find it the beſt Way 
to proceed leiſurely, when you have gone thus 
ter, and at ſometimes to wait a Day, two or 
three. before you go on with your Anointings; 
ſi1ce although at fiſt it may ſeem as if the 
Medicine had taken no Effect, ſoon after you 
may likely enough find, what you have al- 
ready done, has aaſwered ; though the Flix 
was longer than is uſual ia its coming for- 
wards, and the Excoriations about the Chaps 
or Inſide of the Mouth, appearing at preſent 
inconſiderable, that is a Day or two after the 
fourth anointing; yet in another or two, the 
ſame are ſeen to ſpread and increaſe ſome- 
times to a copious Spitting, beyond what was 
at firſt expected. 

But when it happens, after rubbing in Fi. 
or Ziſs. of the Argentum vivum with the Ax- 
ungia, the Salivation appears not, as we ad- 
viſed before in the other Method of Proceed- 
ing with the Calomel, ſo here alſo it may be 


: neceſſary to adminiſter a Doſe or two of the 


Turpeth. Min. at a Day or two Days Diſtance; 
and where there are Gummata, Tophs, and 
Nodes, you are in the anointing, more eſpe- 
clally to chafe the ſaid Ointment well into 
theſe. Parts, layiag over them afterwards, the 
Empl. de Ranis cum Merc. dupl. which will both 
help the Reſolution therof, and encourage 
or keep up the Spitting, which being arri- 
ved at the Quantity of two Quarts, five Pints, 
or three Quarts, in a Day and Night, is ac- 
counted a good and ſufficient Diſcharge : Yet 
is this no abſolute Rule to go by, or upon 
which we can ſatisfactorily pronounce our Pa- 
tient whole and ſound, any more than the 
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Quantity of the Medicine to be uſed, can be 
limited to any one certain, or conſtant Pro- 
portion. Since we have known ſome, who have 
ſpit more, yet miſs'd their Cure ; whilſt others 
that haye come very ſhort of ſuch a Quantity, 
have notwithſtanding obtain'd theirs. However 
during the Saſivation this way raiſed, upon its 
too ſudden Declenſion (tho' it commonly hap- 
pens that the Sloughs being deeper, and their 
Mouths ſorer, they uſually ſpit longer than 
by the other internal Proceeding with the 
Calomel.) it is often expedient to give Ii. 
of the ſame, every Day, or each other, for 
two or three Times, in order to advance 
or protract, as there is Occaſion; and to- 
wards the Concluſion, when it is going off, 
you are to purge your Patient with Fit. or 
Fiii . of the common Dococt. Sene Gereon, and 
$i. of the Syr. de Spin. Cer. or for thoſe that 
are very weak, an Infuſion of the Rhad. Rhei 
inciſ. Fol. Sene, Tamarind. cum Sale Tart, ad- 
ding to the Colature, Mannæ opt. vel Syr. Ref. 
ſolut. Fi. which may be repeated once or twice 
a Week, for two or three Times; and when 
he is a little recovered, his Chaps growing 
pretty well, he may be permitted to eat a 
little Meat, as the Fleſh of Chicken, Rabbet, 
alſo Veal or Mutton, but wel] roaſted, without 
Sauce, or Gravie. About this Time alſo, it 
is uſual to ſweat them, at leaſt before they 
go abroad, in their Bed, a Stove, or under 
the Cradle, with Spirit of Wine burning juſt 
by, to be continued as their Strength will 
bear, for an Hour or two; and to be re- 
peated at two or three Days Diſtance, if 
there he Occaſion 3 obſerving that the utmoſt 
Care be now taken, that your Patient be 
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rot injur'd by the cold Air, and that he gra- 
dually cool himſelf, by leſſening or withdraw- 
ing the Heat or Bed-cloaths he lies under; 
leſt getting Cold he make ſome freſh Com- 
plaint of Pains, which though ariſing from 
this new Occaſton, he may impure to the old 
one, and think the worſe of his Cure for ſome 
time after. | 

During his Sweat let him rab his Body tho- 
roughly with warm Napkins, conveyed to him 
in the Bed; and when faint, let his Spirits be 
kept up with 3 or 4 Spoonfuls of ſome proper 
cordial Julap, or (Which will ſerve as well) a 
Draught of his burat Wine. 

In order to promote this D:aphoreſis, he may 
take a Morſel of Theriaca Androm. with Yi. of 
the Cinnab. Antimon. or Iſs. of the Bezoard. 
Min. drinking thereupon a Draught of his 
Diet-Drink, made hot as he can bear it, co- 
vering him up cloſe; which Drink muſt be 
now got ready for him, and to which he ought 
ftrictly to be kept, for three Weeks or a 
Month, after he comes out of his Spitting 
Courſe; that having by the ſaid Evacuation 
ſecured his Body as much as may be from 
any morbid Relicks of the Diſeaſe or its Re- 
medy, the redundant Serofity remaining af- 
ter the Colliquation, may be dried up before 
the Blood is fill'd with freſh Nutritious Juices 


mixing therewith; the weakeq'd Texture of 


the ſame being hereby redintegrated, and 


made aſſimilable thereto : By the Neglect of 


which it is that ſome have miſt their Cure, 
which in likelihood they had met with other- 
wiſe; inſtead of which, by running overha- 
ſtily to their wonted Liberty and Cuſtom of 
Living, they too ſuddenly fill their — 
wil 
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with a Load of improper and unſuitable 
juice, at this Time of its debile and infirm 
State, and deſpiſing their Purging, Sweating 
or Diet, as needleſs Pieces of Formality, or a 
uſeleſs Penance, too often incur the Misfortune 
an unhappy Relapſe. 

Dr. Sydenham indeed tells ns, the Salivation 
muſt take its Courſe, by which the Mercurial 
together with the Pocky Venom, ſufficiently 
ſpend themſelves 3 needing no other Help or 
Way of Evacuation. But certainly, as 1 have 
ſometimes found, *tis ill truſting hereunto 3 
for the Sluices being ſet open, ſo great a 
Colliquation, both of nutritive as well as ex- 
crementitious Juices, hath happen'd at theſe 
Times, that if the Current were not other- 
ways to be diverted, and the Tone of the 
Blood after invigorated, there are ſome of 
theſe Perſons would be in Danger of ſpitting 
out their Lives, or falling into a Conſum- 
ption 3 others from the impoveriſh'd and lan- 
guid State of the Blood, into Dropſies as in- 
curable ; which has been the Fate of ſome, even 
where Endeavours have not been wanting to 
turn the Stream. 

Yet although I think this Author was much 
out of the Way in rejecting theſe Poſtrequi- 
ſites to a Mercurial Salivation, he was right- 
er in Regard to certain Prerequiſites there- 
unto, propoſed as neceſſiry by ſome others, 
i.e: Phyſicking the Patient much before- hand; 
which he has juſtly cenſur'd, as only needleſs- 
ly haraſſing his Body, impairing his Strength, 
and weakening his Spirits, of all which he 
is now ſuddenly more than ever to ſtand in 
need, by Reaſon of the Conflit which will 
be unavoidably excited by the Mercurial Par-

ticles got into his Blood. However a leni. 
ent Purgative two or three Days before, and 
the taking away a little Blood, from thoſe eſpe- 
cially of a more ſanguine Temperament or ple- 
thorick Habit, as alſo a more than ordinary 
Abſtinence for ſuch ſpace of Time, may be 
neceſſary to keep under a Fever, Dyſentery or 
Bloody Flux, and Inflammation of tte Parts; 
as alſo to moderate ſome other Symptoms 
which might create trouble, when theſe Re- 
medies are not ſo fit to be put in practice. Bath- 
ing likewiſe in warm Water, for ſome lean, 
hot and emaciated Patients, has been found 
ſerviceable. Farthermore if the Caſe admits 
Delay, the beſt Time for Salivating is the 
more temperate Seaſon, i. e. towards the lat- 
ter end of the Spring, or beginning of the 
Autumn: Otherwiſe it may be enterpriſed at 
any other, only taking care to provide a good 
cloſe Room with a Fire ſuitable, in the Win- 
ter or extreme cold Weather; and one more 
large and airy, in the exceeding Heat of Sum- 
mer. Let the Woman alſo be laid down, juſt 
after the menſtrual Purgation is over. 
of the And thns I ſhall take leave of theſe two 
Accidents differing Ways of raiſing the Pryaliſmus, or

and firſt of firſt Spoke ſomewhat of the Accidents that 
the Diar- are Wont to attend, and which prove often 
Thede troubleſome to the Sick, as alſo to the Phy- 
ſician that has the Care of him. 

Ot theſe, one of the firſt is a Diarrhea, acom- 
mon Survenient at the beginning; and if not 
timely prevented, ſometimes ſoon terminat- 
Ing in a Dyſenteria, accompanied with Bloody 
Stools, and horrid Torture of the on k 
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which Accident you may remove as follows.

Let his Drink at theſe times be prepar'd 
ex Decocto C. Cerv. C. called otherwiſe the 
Decoct. Album; which being Colour'd with a 
little Cochineil, is termed Rubicundum : and 
when the Pains are very urgent, attended alſo 
with a Teneſmus, or perpetual Deſire of going 
to Stool, diſcharging only a Bloody Mucus, 
in the Intervals betwixt them, H Decoct. ejuſ- 
dem (Scil. C. C. C.) This. Conf. Fracaſt. vel Ther- 
ac. Andr. Je. Solve cum vitello unius ovi & vini 
Canarienſ. 511. pro Enemate, aliquo tempore iujici- 
endo, ac pro re nata, repetendo: Which will as 
a Fomenration not only comfort the Gutts, 
and demulce the griping Pain, but alſo by its 
abſorbent Faculty correct the ſharp Humour, 
and thereby abate the Stimulus; and if not- 
withſtanding this Remedy, the Looſneſs fill 
continues; you may preſcribe thus, R Cory.

Myrobal. Citrin. Cinamoms. acut. parum contuſ. an

Let him alſo at ſometimes drink four or 
fire Spoonfuls of red Wine or Claret, boil d 
up with a third of Water, and a little Spice, 
ſweeten'd with double refiu'd Sugar; which 
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will ſerve as well as any Cordial, and into which 
under great Extremity of Pain, may be jo- 
ſtill'd a dozen, fifteen or twenty Drops of the 
Laud anum liquid. Cydon. eſpecially at the Hour 
of Reſt: Now altho' it muſt be allow'd, that 
at theſe times, there is nothing to be done 
without the Help of Opzates, yet the leſs Oc- 
caſion we have fot them, the better; becauſe 
by retarding or flackening the Motion of al 
the Fluids in genera], together with the glan- 
dular Secretion, they are apt alſo to thicken 
the Lymph it ſelf; which ſhould be et 
a running the contrary way; by the Glandules 
of the Fauces, Wherefore ſo ſoon as ever this 
Accident is overcome, you muſt lay them 
aſide, forbidding Poſſet-drink, Water-grewel, 
Sack-whey, but eſpecially Malt-liquors, for 
ſome time; inſtead of which (as before advis'd) 
let him be kept ſtrictly to the Decoct. Alb. aut 
Rubicundum, or a Rice-water : Let his Chicken 
be alſo boil'd with a Cruſt of Bread, a little of 
the ſaid Rice, or a few Shavings of Harts- 
horn: All which are gradually to be left off, 
and changed again for the more diluting 
Drinks, when the Diarrhea is check'd, and 
the Salivation comes forward; which is ſcarce 
to be expected ſo long as the ſaid looſneſs laſts, 
by which the Humours are carry'd down- 
wards, the direct contrary way they ought now 

to take. | 
Note farther, that in giving Opiates, you 
are always to obſerve the Conſequence of one 
Doſe, Lefore you order another; that is two 
Hours diſtance, or thereabouts, if there ſhould 
be occaſion for their Repetition; beginning 
alſo with the leſſer, and proceeding to the 
larger Quantity, the former availing not 8 
take 
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take off the Complaint, the Age, Sex, Habit, 
Strength or Vigour of Nature (to be infer'd 
from the preſent Rythm of the Pulſe, or its 
Modus of Vibration) being likewiſe taken into 
Conſideration. | 
The next Accident we fhall take Notice of, 5$ictreſs 
in raiſing a Mercurial Salivation, is the Sick- and Yomir- 
neſs and Vomiting z which if mild and gentle, i- 
may be let alone, only ordering the Patient 
to drink freely of a ſmall Chicken Broth, 
Poſſet-Drink , or thin Water-grewel; that 
his retching may be the eaſier, and giving a 
Sup of mull'd Wine with a Sprig of Mint, a 
little Lemon-peel, a Blade of Mace, or a 
bruiſed Clove infuſed therein, to comfort the 
Stomach, and refreſh him betwixt whiles ; by 
which this Complaint (the Salivation ſoon after 
riſing) goes off in few Days, without farther 
trouble. But if Cardialgia attends, or racking 
and intolerable Pains upon the Mouth of the 
Stomach, with inceſſant or perpetual Vomit- 
ing, Spaſms of the Members, continual Sick- 
neſs without Reſpite, Lerpothymia or Fainting, 
with cold Sweats upon the Fore-head and 
Eye-brows, it will behove you to beſtir your 
ſelf: Nam jacta eſt Alea, your Patient is now 
in the utmoſt Danger, upon which account, 
flacking your Hand, you are not only to deſiſt 
from giving any more Mercury 3 but to turn the 
Courſe of what you have given, downwards 
rather for the preſent ; eſpecially if coſtive, 
by direAing the common Emollient Clyſter 
with $jj or Filj. of the Sacch. rub. and as much 
of the Ol. Oliv. adding if there be occaſion, as 
a Stimulus, Zj. or Zij. of the Spec. Hier. and 
as much Sal. Gemm. whilſt in the mean time 
you are uſing all Endeavours, to take off the | 
| Orgaſm | 
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Orgaſm in the Spirits, and compoſe the inraged 
Ventricle, with ſome ſuitable Cordial julep, 
or his burnt Wine; with which, if his Pulſe 
allow, you may mix an Opiate, in ſuch Quan- 
tity as the Importance of the Complaint, and 
his Strength ſhall indicate. A little mull 
Sack, with the Spice as aforeſaid, and a few 
Drops of liquid Laudanum, after his Bowels 
are empty'd by the Clyſter, will ſometimes 
anſwer: Or you may direct the following Mix- 
ture.

Three or four Spoonfuls of ſimple Mint 
Water, well. freed from the Empyreumatick 
Oil that comes over in the Diſtillation, and 
ſwims on the top, ſupped hot as they drink 
Tea, is alſo proper to alleviate this IUneſs; 
likewiſe Epithemes of a DecoQtion ex ſummit, 
Abſinth. Rom; with ſome of the Aromaticks, as 
the Rad. Galang. Zedoarie, Calam. aromat. Cary: 
ophyl. aromat. Nux Moſc. Macis, in red Wine, 
are not improper : Flannel Cloaths being ex- 
preſt from the ſame, made hot, and apply'd 
to the Pit of the Stomach; after which the 
whole Region thereof may be anointed, cum 
Ol. Macis & Nuc. moſc. per expreſ. adding a few 
Drops of the O!, Abſintb. ſtillat. applying 
over the empl. Stomach. mag. But this Symp 
tom is oftentimes too powerful for theſe or 


any other Remedies, and frequently carries of 


the

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the Patient in few Hours Time; being uſually 
owing to the Ignorance of the Undertaker, in 
his making too. much haſte to ſpur on the Flux, 
giving diſproportionate Doſes of the Medi- 
cine, repeating them too faſt upon each other, 
or continuing them longer than was fitting; 
by which means the Patient, inſtead of meet- 
ing with his Cure, is hurried unawares out of 
his Life. 

A third Complaiat very uſual at theſe times 
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Soar- 


(and which is always to be expected) is the Mouth. 


Soreneſs of their Chaps : For eaſing which, at 
leaſt in ſome meaſure, let the Patient hold in 
his Mouth ſometimes a little Decoct. Hord. or 
the Decoct, Pulli, made lukewarm ; alſo now 
and then a little warm Milk, which is pro- 
per to lenify or aſſwage the Pain. Bur let 
them by no means make uſe of any Re- 
ſtringent Mouth-waters, or Gargariſms of 
Alum, Sage, Plantane, Bramble or the like : 
Neither yet the Digeſtive ones of the Fic: pin- 
gues, Rad. Alt h. Liquirit. Paſſul. &c. Leaſt by 
the one, you harden and dry the Ulcers, and 
ſtop the Current of the Rheum ; by the other, 
you too ſoon digeſt, and haſten off the Sloughs 
defore their time, healing by that means the 
Sores too ſoon, and ſhortening the Time of 
their intended Spitting. However where the 
Mercurial! Salts, together with thoſe of the 
acrid Lympha, have eaten deep into the Parts, 
by which the PutrifaQtion ſpreading, there may 
be Danger by the Loſs of Subſtance, of a foul 
Jaw Bone; at ſuch times I ſay, the Surgeon 
muſt be careful to check the farther Eroſion, 
and promote the Digeſtion of the Ulcer ; con- 
luming the rotten Fleſh, by touching the 
Parts, cum Melle Roſe ac Spir, Vitriol. quantitate

Fragar. &C- with which 
may be mixed a ſmall Quantity of the Ting, 
Atyrr. & Aloes cum eodem Melle Roſarum, and 
the Putrefaction ſtill increaſing, beſides theſe, 
it will behove the Artiſt to touch the Part 
himſelf two or three times a Day, with an 
armed Probe dipt in a hot Mixture of the 
foreſaid Mel.

Factit. in fine Powder, 
e then taking the two Fore- ſides of the Blan- 
r ket, and wrapping them over, I direct the 
9 Sick, it it be his Noſtrils, to hold his Face 
7, over the Smoak, with his Mouth rather cloſe 
7 than open; but if his Throat, whether Pa- 
n late or Tonſils are affected, with his Lips 
1 wide open, and his Mouth as cloſe as he can 
- ſuffer it, holding his Face over it; when 
ff finding himſelf ready to be overcome, he 


| may throw his Head back for a Minute, to 
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recover Breath, and then to it again. At 
the ſame time a little Baſon or Spitting Pot, is 
conveyed to him under the Blanket (if he had 
it not there hefore) into which as he hawks, 
coughs, or ſpits, he may diſcharge his 
Phlegm. | 

Whilſt the Cinnabar is thus burning, 1 
likewiſe ſometimes turn back one Side of the 
Blanket a little Way, to examine how the 
Fame aſcends, and when the Matter requires 
Stirring, which may be done with the End of 
a Tohbacco-Pipe, ſpreading the ſame about 
the Heater, thereby renewing the ſame, and 
making Way for the whole thus to be con- 
famed in Smoke, which would otherwiſe be 
cruſted into a Lump, and ſo not ſpend it ſelf as 
it ſhould. 

At ſome times alſo, as I find Occaſion, e- 
ſpecially for weak or infirm Perſons, I give 
a little Air at the Top, by making a ſmall 
Opening to let out the Smoak, when it is 
too ſtrong for them, or endangers their be- 
ing ſuffocated ; although the whole Time of 
Continuance within the Blanket, is little 
more than Ten or a Dozen Minutes; the 
Powder being then burat out, the Patient 
releas'd and ſet before the Fire, (near which 
he was before alſo placed, within his Ca- 
nopy ) where he muſt ſtill fit, till he finds 
the Sweat, which had been owing to the 
Fume, gone off, and himſelf again return'd 
to his uſual Temper. After which he waſh- 
eth his Mouth and Throat, with his Garga- 
riſm Ex Decott. Fol. Plantag. Equijet. Fra- 
gar. Aquileg. in Aq. Hord. to which is added 

a little Adel. Roſ. ſome of the ſame alſo may be

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thrown up with a Syringe into the Noſtril, in 
Caſe of an Oxæna. | 

This Method of Fumigation is repeated 
Night and Morning, if their Chaps do not 
ſmell (and *tis not often that they do) for about 
1 Week, with ſuch as are ſtrong and luſty ; 
otherwiſe only once a Day, and that towards 
Evening, may ſuffice; during which, when 
the Ulcers are very foul, I order them to be 
touch'd with Mel. Roſ. to which a little Tint. 


Myrr. and the Mel. Ung. egypt. are added 


about 3j. of each of the two laſt, to 5j. of the 
firſt; or if the Parts are in very great danger 
of being loſt by the ſharp and fretting Hu- 
mours in the Ulcers, I direct 9j. of the Merc. 
Sublim. corroſ. to be exactly diſſolved in 5j. of 
the Mel. Roſ. or I touch (as with the former) 
the Ulcerated Parts with an armed Probe, 
dip'd in the Lac. Sublimat. taking ſpecial Care, 


with an other armed Probe, to wipe away the 


Salts below if any Part ſhould happen to run 
down, and thereby prevent their ſliding lower 
upon the Throat: And altho' I think it much 
better that the Patient ſhould be confin'd to 
his Houſe, during this Courſe: Vet ſome (whoſe 
Buſineſs will not permit, unleſs perhaps an 
Hour after the Fume is over) have gone about 
their Affairs as uſual, only wearing a Bit of 
Flannel under their Chin, as a Muffler to keep 
their Throats warm. 

Thus far of the Method of Fumigation, 
which notwithſtanding all that I have ſaid 
thereof, as to the Cure of theſe particular 
Ulcers, yet when thereare other Symptoms of 
aprofound Infefien; (and tis rarely that in this 
Stage of the Diſeaſe there are ſuch wanting)

tainly ſecure the Cure, not only of theſe, but 
root out all other the Pocky Attendants there- 
upon. 

nete, if in uſing the Fume, the 
Patient fhould happen to ſwell and fx 
ver, you may either encourage it; deſiſting 
however from too ſudden or often Repeat- 
ing it, for fear of any ill Symptom, by the 
over haſty coming on of the Flux, as we 
caution'd you in the way by Unction, and giy- 
ing the Calomel. for the ſame purpoſe; keeping 
him very warm in a cloſe Chamber; or if

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But if the Bones are yet ſound, Mr. Wiſe. 
man orders a defenſative to be laid upon the 
Node, in order to keep back the Fluxion, and 
repel the Humour, as he does for the Bub, 
not yet tending to Suppuration, whilſt with 
ſome brisk Mercurial Cathartick frequently re- 
peated, he endeavours to purge off the ſame; 
or otherwiſe haſtens a Salivation, under which 
many of theſe nodous Swellings gradually dif- 
ſolve : Whereas by the Gummy and hot Plat 
ſters, or the Mercurial ones either, you may 
chance to put the Humours upon motion, and 
raiſe a Ferment to the hazard of an Abſceſ;, 
and Rottenneſs of the Bone it ſelf underneath; 
and certainly this Practice is more juſtihable 
and honeſt, than upon every Toph or Indura- 
tion upon theſe Parts, to go to work preſent- 
ly with Cauſticks, and lay bare the Bone, which 
is oftentimes untainted ; occaſioning there- 
by a very painful and tedions Work there was 
no need of, of which I was not long ſince a 
Witneſs, in a Merchant I was call'd to vilit, 
by Mr. Hardmet, who had been under the 
Care of a noted Medico-chyrurgus, and had 
both Tibia's laid bare the Compaſs of a Palm, 
for a ſimple Nodous Tumour upon each of 
them ; and was confin'd by reaſon of the ſame, 
nigh half a Year, only, I think, to enhaunce 
the Value of a Cure he went without at laſt; 


there being Fifty Pounds paid for making a

couple of painful Soars there was no Occa 
for, and healing them up again; or if you 
pleaſe Twenty five Pounds for making, and 
ſo much more for repairing the Breach. 
But if the Part be. already inflam'd, tending 
to ſuppurate, much more if Matter be per- 
ceiv'd already to fluctuate therein, the *

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different; and you muſt open the Tumour, 
making way to the Bone; which at ſuch times 
is generally obſerv'd to be carious or rotten 
underneath. How that is to be treated, you 
may collect from what we intend hereafter 
to deliver concerning Carious Ulcers: And 
thus having laid your Work before you, diſ- 
poſing the rotten Bones for Deſquamation, 
(ir being then ſoon enough) you are to put 
the Patient under a Courſe of Salivation, which 
in this profound Degree of InfeQion, is beſt 
Enterpriſed by the Unction, where his 
Strength admits; not only to haſten the ſaid 
Exfoliation, but to extirpate the Virus, and 
reader the Ulcer after more tractable and 
better diſpoſed for healing. Laſtly, You are 
to finiſh his Cure, and prevent a Relapſe, by 
due Purgation, Sweating and Dlet, as we have 
already delivered ſnould be done at the Cloſe 
of a Salivation. We ſhall now only ſay a 
Word or two of the diffcrent Ages, and ſome 
other Circumſtances attending thoſe Sick of 
this Diſtemper, and ſo conclude our Diſſer-

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ſucceſsfully) aſſures us, that the Unction may 
be ſafely praiſed upon Women with Child, 
as well as young Children ;. of which many 
Inſtances might be given. Vet nevertheleſs ! 
think this Practice ſcarce warrantable, or in- 
deed raſhly to be follow'd ; inſtead of which, 
for the diſeaſed Infant, I ſhould much prefer 
gr. ij. or iij- of Calomel. given with a little 
Sugar over Night, in their Water-pap or Pa- 
nada, or with a Spoonful of thick Milk ; the 
next Morning purging it off again, with a 
Spoonful or two of the Hr. Roſ. ſolut. or dt 
Cichor. cum. Rheo. wich may be repeated onee 
in three or four Days, till the Diſtemper is 
overcome. At other times I likewiſe order 
gr. viij. or Iſs. of the ÆAthiops min. 8. i. pp. to 
be taken the ſame way, Night and Morning; 
whilſt their Food is alſo medicated with a De- 
coct. Sarſaparil. but of this I have ſpoken in an 
other Place. . 

Riverius aſſures us, that to an Infant horn 
with this Diſtemper, and cover'd over with 
Puſtules, Scabs and Ulcers, at fifteen Days 
old, he gave two, and ſometimes three Grains 
of the Precipit. albus, with a little Milk and 
Sugar, every, and ſometimes each other, Day, 
for a Month; and thereby alone perform'd the 
Cure: To another at five Years, he gave in 
like manner gr. iv. of the ſame Medicine in 
Panada every Day, for xx. Days; and that it 
always work'd it ſelf off by Stool, never in 
the leaſt diſordering their Mouths. 

For Pregnant Women, eſpecially towards

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times)the beſt Way certainly is to palliate, and 
endeavour to keep the Diſtemper from getting

Manna, or ſome other Lenient, till the Wo« | 
man being brought to Bed, is got up again, i 
and ſo far recruited as to be able to undergo 
the Cure in the way aforeſaid. | 

Finally for ſuch adult or grown People, far Hefical 
gone in the Diſeaſe, as have miſt their Cure Con- 
under repeated Salivations, and other Courſes/#prive a 
of Purging and Sweating Medicines; and are l 
now grown Hectical and Tabid, I know of no 
better Way of Relieving, at leaſt Palliating, 
till ſuch time as they have recruited their Fleſh, 
than by the Milk Diet, particularly Aſſes Milk, 
as It is preſcribed uſually for other Conſump- 
tive Patients, together with ſome attempe- 
rating or edulcorating Decoction, Ex China, 
Sarſaparil. Raſ. C. C. & Eboris, which may be 
mixt at the time of uſing, with about a third, 
or one half of Milk; alſo Milk and Barley 
Water for the more indigent, when there is 
no Looſneſs attending; bathing between 
whiles in Water and Milk, for thoſe who can 
afford it, or without the Milk, for ſuch as can't, 
is uſeful for ſome of theſe hot, dry and ema- 
ciated Patients, where Cooling and Humecting 
or Moiſtening, are prime lndications. 

The Antihefticum Poterij (prepared. of the 
Regulus of Antimony, Iron and Tia, put into 
fuſion with Niter, and then edulcorated with 
fair Water) is by ſome wonderfully cry'd up, 
in this State of the Diſeaſe; tho'l cannot ſay 
(on many repeated Trials thereof) that I have 
ever found thoſe excellent Properties, - the,

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Benefit I expected from it, and which thoſe 
perſons have aſcribed to it. 

I have now concluded my Diſcourſe in pe. 
neral, but for farther Illuſtration of the ſame,

HisTory I. 
A ſimple Stillicidiam with Dyſuria. 


7 Young Lad being carried to a ſcandalous 
11 Houſe, by one of his Companions, who 
had been there before, and came off without 
Injury, engaging notwithſtanding with the 
fame Slut, complain'd next Day of a Dyſuria, or 
ſcalding Urine, and two or three Days after, 
there appear'd a Running : When, not daring 
to make his Caſe known to his Friends, he 
was perſuaded by the ſame young Spark, to 
make Uſe of an Apothecary's Servant, his Ac- 
1 undertook his Cure for five 

hillings 3 but whilſt the Contract was making, 
the poor Boy not taking Care to conceal the 
Running, a Maid Servant brought his foul 
Shirt to his Mother, who ſent for me, to con- 
ſult what ſne muſt do. Upon Examination, 
1 found he had a ſimple Running, without 
other Symptom, unleſs the Smart of his Water: 
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| began his Cure by purging him with 3j. of 
the Pil. ex duobus, and gr. xij. of Calomel. in 
four Pills, which he took the next Moroing, 
and which (altho' he never had been uſed to 
any purging Medicine all his Life time) gave 
him only three or four Stools, and as many 
Vomits : Wherefore the Day after I encreaſed 
the Doſe to Zſs. with gr. xv. of the Calomel. 
which now worked about half a ſcore times, 
and which Doſe I repeated afterwards every 
other Day, for almoſt a Fortnight ; when the 
Running was much leflen'd, grew whiter and 
more tenacious; however being a ſturdy 
Youth, and bearing the Operation very well, 
| purged him twice a Week, for a Fortnight 
longer; at which time the Flux entirely diſ- 
appear'd, not did 1 ſee Cauſe to give any 
manner of Terebinthinate or Balſamick Me- 
dicine at all, only to eaſe the Smart of his 
Water, for the firſt Week or ten Days, He 
took Zſs. of Sal. Prunel. with as much white 
Sugar, in a Spoonful or two of Barley Water, 
drinking a Draught of the ſame after, twice 
and ſometimes thrice in a Day. | 

Here was indeed an excellent good Habit 
of Body, and a careful Mother, who was his 
Nurſe, and obſerv'd that he ſtrictly conform'd 
to the Rules preſcrib'd, keeping his Chamber 
the whole time, which very much contributes 
to the Succeſs of theſe Cures, as well as their 
Diſpatch 3 tho” tis ſeldom that theſe People 
can have ſuch Opportunity, with the like Con- 
venience. | 

I doubt not but this Clap might have been 
removed in a Week's time, but we had no 
need of making ſuch poſt Haſte to get the Di- 
{temper out of Sight; his Friencs being _= 
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deſirous that he ſhould (if poſſible) have his 
Cure by Purging.

HIS TOR II. 


Stillicidium with Chancrous Ulceration on 
the Præpuce. 


A Young Gentleman, out of the Country, 
in his firſt Viſit to the Play- Houſe was 
ſet upon by a Woman of the Town, whoſe 
Dreſs and Face prevailed ſo far, that he 
thought he could do no leſs than wait on her 
to her Lodging; where he ſtay'd, tho” but a 
ſhort time yet, long enough to get a Clap, as 
he diſcover'd two or three Days after; when 
communicating his Misfortune to a Kinſman, 
where he lodg'd, he happen'd to be my Pati- 
ent: I found him with a Virulent Sillicidium, 
and an Inflammation at the Extremity of the 
Glans, with Ulceration all round, as well with- 
in (the ſaid Glans being always cover'd) as on 
the Outſide of the Prepuce ; which gave him 
exceeding Trouble when he made his Water; 
upon which Account, at ſuch times, I orderd 
him to dip his Penis in warm Milk, and piſs 


thereinto, having freſh Milk ready for him 


for the next occaſion. For this End alſo I di- 
rected between whiles Zſs. or Dij. of the Chry- 
ſtal. Mineral. cum eadem qantitate ſacchari, to be 
taken with an Emulſion ex Sem. 4 fr. maj. at 
other times he drank Barley Water, Milk and 
Water, alſo a ſmall Sack Whey with Hr. 4? 
Althea; perceiving him alſo of a ſanguine Com- 

plexion, 
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plexion, ſubject, as he told me, to feveriſh 
Efferveſcencies upon every, little Diſorder, I 


immediately let him Blood, and gave him a 


Clyſter afterwards, ex Latte ſaccharato cum Fj. 
Elect. Lenit. ſolut. ordering 5ſs. of the Pil. ex 
Duob. with Jj. of Calomel. next Morning, which 
work'd with him, as he ſaid, above twenty 
times, and gave him ſeveral Vomits ; Where- 
fore I diſpos'd him to reſt that Night, with an 
anodine Draught ex aq. Cinam. hord. Menth. Ste- 
phani, ana I ſs · cum Syr. de Mecon. Zvj. for hearing 
his Purging two Days after, in regard of his 
Phyſick ſtill Working, but very moderately. 
However the Flux growing more virulent, the 
fourth Day following his laſt Purge, I order'd 
9j. of the Pil. with gr. xv. of Calomel. which 
moved him half a dozen times downwards, 
and upwards twice; in the Evening he took his 
Draught as before; complaining next Morning 
ſomewhat leſs of the Ulceration, as alſo of the 
Diſturbance from his Urine. The Extremity 
of the Prepuce was dreſt with a Pledgit of Ung. 
Diapompholygos, ſecur'd with a Slip of Cloth 
ſpread over with my Crat. de Lap. Calaminars ; 
leaving him ſome more Dreſſings of the ſame, 
as he had occaſion to make Water, and conti- 
nuing Purging him as before, every other Da 

(the Phyſick working now more agreeably 

for a Fortnight or upwards: Yet notwith- 
ſtanding the Running was thereby leſſen'd in 
quantity, it ſtill ſeem'd to retain its Virulency, 
by its greeniſh Colour; the Ulceration alſo at 
the Extremity, (upon which it was yery 
troubleſome to keep on the Dreſſings) en- 
creas'd and grew Chancrous; the End being 
ſo contracted as to threaten a Phimoſis, for I 
could by no means retra& or flip back any 
L 3 7M 0 Fart 
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Part of it (by reaſon of the great Pain it occa- 
fjon'd)to come at the inſide Sores, He had now 
alſo a Chordee in the Night Seaſon, giving him 
very great Diſturbance: Upon which Con- 
ſiderations, having Fomented the Part with a 
Decoction, ex Fol. Malu. Verbaſc. Roſar. cum 


Hor. Sambuc, Melilot. ac Seminibus Lini, I ſprink- 


led a little Precip. rub. on the Edges, laying 
on the ſame Pledgit as before; and to pre- 
vent any farther Conſtriction, for the Relief 
of the Part, gave him in the Evening, a Bole 
with gr. ix. of Turpeth. Minerale, in the Con. 
Roſ. which vomited him near as many times, 
and did remarkable Service : For the next 
Day the Ulceration was leſs painful as well as 
fretful, the Prepuce alſo being ſo relaxed by 
the Forus, and the Revulſion made by the 
Emetick, that I could come to lay my Pledgit 
on the Inſide. However I ſtill continued the 
Fomentation and mixing a little Precipitate 
with the Vnguent to deterge the Sordes, dreſt 
up as before. The next Day he was purged, 
and ſo for two or three Days following: But 
not getting that Ground I expected in this 
Way of Purging altho' with Calomelanos always 
ad mixed, I began to ſuſpet my Patient had 
been under the like Predicament formerly; 
yet upon the ſtricteſt Enquiry, could find no 
Symptom of a Pox upon him; cr that he had 
ever been concern'd with a Woman before; ſo 
that he ſeem'd alſo uneaſy, telling me che 
Time allow'd, for his Stay ia Town, was now 
Expir'd. Wherefore, for the greater Expediti- 
on, I prevail'd with him to repeat his Vomit, 
which he did for twice, each other Day, find- 
ing ſuch conſiderable Benefit from the firſt, 
the Running being naw ſo dimigiſh'd that it 

| was 
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was but ſeldom he could preſs ont a Drop, 
unleſs in a Morning, when his Shirt was ſtain- 
ed with three or four of a yellow Colour. 


The Tumour on the Prepuce was diſperſt, and 


the Ulceration juſt healing; fo that I dreſt 
only with my Cerate. But a Gentleman of his 
Father's Acquaintance, running haſtily up 
Stairs unawares into the Chamber, and find- 


ing him vomiting the laſt time, as if he 


would bring up his Heart, ſurmiſing ſome 
deſperate Sickneſs, (though not ſuſpecting the 
Cauſe) writ ſtraight to his Father in the 
Country, of which when the young Gentle- 
man was inform'd by his Couſin, and finding 
himſelf now ſo well recover'd, as it were of 
a ſudden, he ſent for me at Night, to let 
me know his Reſolution to go home next 
Day by the Stage-Coach, to ſtop his Father's 
Journey, whom he was ſure he ſhould fee o- 
therwiſe the Day after in Town. Upon which 
| ſent him a little Box of purging Pills, with 
4 Pot of the Balſ. Capiv. made into 2 Paſte 
with Sugar; giving him Orders to take the 
Pills twice a Week, for two or three times, 
as he had Opportuaity, and then to finiſh 
with the Balſam. After this I heard no more 
of him for a Month, when his Kinſman brought 
me a Letter, with his Thanks for my Care 
of him, in which he ſignified that he had 
taken none of his Pills, as finding no Occa- 


ſon (though I rather think, *twas Want of 


Conveniency, and Fear of giying Jealouſy- to 
his Friends thereby) but that he had con- 
ſtantly taken the Balſamick, which kept his 
Body open, and gave him two or three Stools 
in a Day; and that after the ſecond or third 
Doſe, he perceived not the leaſt Drop of 
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Matter, but found himſelf perfectly well as 
ever in his Life; being ſure, he ſaid, if I had 
ſupplied him with that Medicine ſooner, there 
had been no Occaſion for half his Purging; 
and that if he knew what the Medicines were, 
he would bimſelf undertake with two of thoſe 
Vomits, and a Pot of the ſame EleQuary, to 
cure the worſt Clap in the Kingdom. He 
farther writ me Word, that he had got Cold 
in his Journey (little dreaming, as we ſay, 
of the real Cauſe ); for his Chaps had been 
ſo ſore, that he could not bite a Piece of 
Bread, and leſs Wonder, having taken two 
Doſes of the Turpeth. Min. ſo cloſe upon each 
other, which I had not ventured on but upon 
great Neceſſity, and for which Cauſe I or- 
dered the Pills he took along with him, with- 
out the Calomel. to keep under a Spitting, if 
ſuch an Accident had enſued ; of which there 
ſeemed however no Appearance the Morning 
he went out of Town. 
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A virulent Running, attended with Chan-

Abt Merchant was brought to me 
by an Apothecary, who about three 
Weeks before had contracted this Diſeaſe, 
which he ſaid would not in the leaſt give 
Way, though he had purged him almoſt 

every 
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every Day, with Ji. of Extract Rud. and as 
much of the Pil. Coch. Min. but without Ca- 
lomel. that notwithſtanding it ſeemed to en- 
creaſe, and the Running of a worſe Colour 
than at firſt. | 

Upon Enquiry, how he had managed 
himſelf during this Courſe of Purging, 1 
was informed, that the People of a neigh- 
bouring Tavern uſed to make his Water- 
gruel, where he was wont to ſtay all the 
Time of its Working, and to dine at the 
ſame Place; where his young Phyſician met 
him in the Afternoon, and ſat with him two 
or three Hours drinking, of which, becauſe it 
was White-Wine, he was told he might drink 
what he would. Wherefore 1 the leſs ad- 
mir'd at the Want of Succeſs under ſuch a 
Regimen; and examining the Penis, which he 
took out, the Matter dropped down upon the 
Floor, in a few Minutes, as I conjectur'd, near 
1 Spoonful; at the ſame Inſtant he drew out a 
Clour, that from the time only of his Ri- 
ſing in the Morning, was thoroughly wetted 
with the ſame. Upon ſtripping back of the 
Prepuce, I perceived a Chancre on the Top of 
the Glans towards its Neck, with another 
on one Side. I promis'd, if he would keep 
Houſe, and live regularly, I would do 
him what Service I could ; which his Friend 
the Apothecary readily engag'd for, and (be- 
ing both of them ſingle Men) he was taken 
into his own Houſe, I preſently ſtrew'd 
ſome Precipitat. rub. over the Chancres, and 
with a Pledgit armed with my Digeſtive, but 
very thin, dreſt them up, returning the Pre- 
puce, which ſecur'd the ſame; and directed 
thus to the Apothecary : 8

Yet nevertheleſs the Flux ſtill continned in 
large Quantity and ill-coloured, as well from 
the Chancres, as out of the Ductus. So that 
I was forced to vomit him with Turpeth. Mi- 
erate, to which I found he was no ſtranger, 
Having been often clapp'd before, as I ſome- 
time after underſtood. By the firſt Vomit, 
although the Chancres grew ſomewhat leſs 
painful, and after the Pracipitate had been re- 
peated three of four Times, more leverd and 
better diſpos'd for healing: Vet did the Flux 
continue and appear'd almoſt as virulent as 
at firſt: Wherefore making a ſtricter En- 
quity, I found he was broke out in Pu- 

ales, as well in ſome other Parts of his 
Body, as about the Scalp; and had palmed 
this Clap upon a former Pox. Upon which 
Account I would have ſalivated him, but he 
would not comply, ſaying he wanted only to 
be cur'd of his Clap: So that I try'd again, 
and vomited him with the Turpeth. which 
had good Effet in ſubduing the Malignity, 
and leſſening very much the Running; but 
I durſt not proceed farther this Way, for 
Fear of his Chaps, which began already to be 
tender, and he was reſolved not to take any 
more Vomits, as ſuſpecting I deſigned to 
make him flaver. As for any thing elſe, he 
told me, he would take any Medicine how 
nauſeous ſoever, that would remove his 


Running. 
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Running. I then wrote the following Pre- 
ſcript.

Vi- 
ces, 


This Medicine worked well, nor did it. 
make him very ſick, ſo good a natur'd Stomach 
had he to any Pyſick almoſt whatever ; ſay- 
ing if I approv'd he would double the Quan- 
tity: I order'd his Friend the Apothecary 
to add, 5j. to the Terebinth. and by that time 
he had taken four Doſes more after this Man- 
ner, the Flux was reduced to little more 
than a ſimple Mucous Gleet, Wherefore I 
immediately put him upon the Uſe of the 
Balſam, as it is ſet down in the foregoing 
Obſervation, which finiſh'd his Cure in about 
a Week more. His Chancres grew milder af- 
ter his laſt Vomit, and were quickly after 
dry'd, with a Pledgit expreſs'd from the Lac 
ſublimat. Notwithſtanding all which, that I 
might farther ſecure him what I could, upon 
his Importunity, after ſecond Thoughts of 


his Condition, I order'd him Jj. of Calomel. 


every fourth Night, purging it off gently with 
an Infuſion of the Rad. Rhei, as mention'd in 
the Method of Cure; putting him likewiſe 
into a ſtri& Courſe of the Alterative Pill, 
with Athiops Min. and Gum. Guajac. together 
with a ſtrong Decoction of the Woods; by 
means whereof, continu'd for a Month, he 
not only (although with ſome more than or- 
dinary Trouble) got rid of his Clap, but (the 
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Scabs and other Puſtules drying up and falling 
off ) the Pox alſo. 

But about three Months afterwards, com- 
plaining of ſome little Stop in his Urine, and 
obſerving the Stream to come out as it were 
forked, he conſulted me again; and ſeeing 
him urine, I ſuſpected the Cauſe : When 


paſſing in a ſearching Candle, about the middle 


Way I obſerved a Rub, which however upon 
preſſing I got over, and thruſt forwards to- 
wards the Valve without other Impediment; 
and drawing forth the Candle there follow'd 
ſome Blood, occaſioned by the Compreſſion 
of the fungous Excreſcence. I gave him that 
Inſtant to underſtand, that there was a Ca- 
runcle juſt forming, which in Time would in- 
creaſe and harden, and if it was neglected, 

hazard the entire Stoppage of his Water. 
Deſiring my Aſſiſtance, I attended him the ſame 
Evening, being furniſhed with a Reſtringent 
Injection of a Decoction from the Gal. immat. 
Cort, Granat. Flor. Balauſt. &c. formerly ſet 
down; but after two or three Days, not 
finding it like to anſwer, I let him Blood to 
prevent the Fluxion, and over Night paſſed 
in a medicated Candle, prepar'd ex Alumine 
& Empl. de Ceruſſa; but before Morning, wa- 
king, he found himſelf in great Pain, and 
when he aroſe pulled out his Candle, endea- 
vouring to urine, but could not: Where- 
upon in great Haſte he ſent for me, and ! 
found him grumbling that he could not pits, 
faying farther, he was ſure he was a dead 
Man, the Paſlage being quite ſtopt. I per- 
ceived the Penis a little tumefy'd, and having 
nothing elſe in readineſs, threw in a little 
warm 
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warm Milk, fomenting the whole Tard therewith: 
After which I directed an Emulſion ex Sem. 
Laft. Papav. & Hyoſcyam. Alb. in Ag. Hord. 
as alſo an anodyne Diſcutient Fetus ex Fol. 
& Flor. Verbaſc. Sambuc. Melilot. Roſ. rub. in ag. 
part. Aq- font. & Vin. rub, with which (return- 
ing ſome few Hours after) I fomented again, 
and in Room of any other Injection, threw 
up ſome of the ſame Emulſion warmed, of 
which I gave him a ſmall Draught to drink, 
having diſſolved therein 5j. of the Sr. de Me- 
conio; when he lay down again to Reſt, en- 
deavouring firſt to make Water, but voided 
only a few Drops. Towards Evening I viſit- 
ed him again, and found him a little refreſh- 
ed with his Afternoon Sleep. He now drank 
another Draught of his Emulſion, and I fo- 
mented again, ſomewhat forcibly alſo throw- 
ing up a little of the ſaid Emulſion 3 when 
he tried to piſs, but could void little. In 
the Night he was very reſtleſs, ſo that early 
the next Morning I was called to him, and 
finding him hot and feveriſh, I agaia let him 
Blood : alſo in Conſideration of a ſomewhat 
coſtive Body, I directed the following Clyſter, 
to be given ſo ſoon as ever it could be pre- 
par'd:

He had not received this above half an 
Hour, (the Apothecary being by) before he 
went to the Cloſe-ſtool, where ſtraining alſo 

do 
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to make Water, he perceived ſomewhat to 
fAuſh away; which was doubtleſs the Slough 
occaſioned by the Catheretick, with a full Stream 
of Urine following. Upon which, with az 
great Joy, he ſent to me again, complaining 
now only of a Soreneſs in the Paſſage; for 
which I order'd a ſmall Solution of the Troch. 
alb. Rhaſ. in Aqu. Plantag: adding a little Auel. 
Roſ. which was injected three or four Times 
a Day. Afterwards I dried the Excoriation 
with an Ag. Calcis, and Sr. de Koſ. ſic. uſed 
in like Manner, and finiſh'd the Cure: For 
he made after no farther Complaint, nor had 
he occaſion for taking any other Medicine, as | 
have heard, upon that Account. 

During his 1ſchury, I had order'd that he 
ſhould drink but ſparingly, and that only of 
his anodyne Emulſion, cum Syr. de Althea, tho 
I had much ado to prevent his Apothecary's 
exhibiting his Diurerticks, which by their ra- 
king and ſtimulating Property, would in his 
Caſe have only increas'd his Miſery, till ſuch 
time as the Sloughs were looſen'd, when Na- 
ture ſtood In need of no ſuch Help, the Cur- 
rent being again free, ſo ſoon as ever the Dam 
was broken down; ſo that the lenifying and 
demulcing Liquors were only profitable; both 
outwardly and inwardly: As to the former, 
he ſeemed ſomewhat eaſed, by holding the 
Penis in warm Milk, which he did frequently 
for half an Hour together.

Hernia Humoralis from 4 Running 
ſtopped. 


Very preciſe and exat Gentleman, 
pretending to a more than ordinary 
ſtrict Profeſſion, complain'd of great Pain in 
his Members, which with ſome Difficulty I was 
admitted to ſee ; and found one of the Teſtes 
much tumefied, which he ſaid was occaſion'd, 
by his lying croſs-legg'd in his Sleep. Where- 
fore taking it for a ſimple Contuſion, I let him 
Blood, ſent for a Bag Truſs, and in the mean 
time directed a Cataplaſm Ex Farina Fabarum 


cum Oxymel. ſimpl. adding a little Unguezt.. 


Sambuc. to keep it from growing hard and 
dry. But the Pain and Tumour increaſing 
with Inflammation, I call'd in Mr. Richard 
Blundell, and together taking a View, we 
concluded it either to ariſe from a ſeminal Re- 
tention (countenanced by ſome Circumſtances 
of his Habit and State of Life), or that very 
proba bly, notwithſtanding his Character, it 
might be venereal : However it was conclu- 
ded he ſhould continue his Applications, and 
be gently purged ; which was obſerved accor- 
dingly for ſome few Days: But fearing by 
this dilatory Way of Proceeding we ſhould 
have an Abſceſs;, the Pain and Inflammation 
[till rather increaſing, I reſolv'd to vomit 
him with the Turpeth. Min. and by ſuch Re- 
vulſion try to relieve the Part; accordingly 
gave him gr, viii. of that Preparation, which 

vomi- 
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vomited him ſtoutly for ſix or ſeven Times; 
for 1 found he had never taken any Mercurial 
Medicine. After this, I directed an Anodyne 
Hauſtus ex Ag. Fler. Paralyſ. Jii. Syr. de Mecon, 
Zvi. Ag. Mirabil. Zii. to take off the Hurry 
owing to the Emetick, and diſpoſe him to Reſt. 
In the Morning I found him much eaſier, yet 
perpetually ſighing; which increaſed my Suf- 
picion of the real Cauſe. I then gave him 
Zſs. of the Pil. ex Duobus, with Di. of Calo.- 
mel. (finding no good to be done with Leni- 
ents) which worked briskly about a Dozen 
Times, and vomited him alſo; when I percei- 
ved the Swelling begin to give Way: Where- 
fore I purged him again next Day, being un- 
willing to loſe the Opportunity of emptying 
the obſtructed Teſticle, and ſo alternis Diebu 
for three or four Times more : Whereupon 
ſome of his Friends murmured, ſaying, that 
ſurely I intended to purge him to Death, 
and that he ſtood more in need of ſtrength- 
ning Remedies. However I found the Tu- 
mour conſiderably relaxed, and daily leſſen'd; 
and coming one Morning with a ſmaller Bag, 
to apply the Cataplaſm, 1 obſery'd his Linnen 
ſtained with a Running, which I ſhow'd him; 
at the ſame Time taking hold of the Pens, 
that he had before uſed very induſtrioully to 
conceal, I found the like Matter iſſuing there- 
from, which I was very glad to ſee, and told 
him, I had now more Hopes than ever ot 
making him quickly a ſound Man, ſince I had 
now found out the Nature of his Diſeaſe. He 
coloured and preſently fell a weeping, con- 
ceiving well it would avail him nothing te 
deny it, but begg'd of me to be careful ol 
his Reputation, which was conſiderable 2 

mong 
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mong his Party, and which I promis'd him that 
1 would. After this we went on more chear- 
fally, and I purged him only twice a Week, 
for four or five Times more; the Swelling be- 
ing in a Manner diſſolved, by the Aſſiſtance 
alſo of the Cataplaſm, prepar'd of ſome of 
the milder Diſcutients mixt with Reſtrin- 
gents, as directed for the Fotus, in the laſt 
Obſervation, thicken'd with Farin. Fabar. and 
adding a little Oxymel. ſimpl. at the Conclu- 
fon» The Running returning but in ſmall 
Quantity, mild and well conditioned, I fi- 
niſh'd his Cure with a Pot of the Balſam. Ca- 


piv. made into an Electuary, cum Conſe. Frutt.

It had been, I underſtood, the Misfortune 
of this Perſon, that having repreſented his 
Caſe, to one pretending to ſome little Know- 
ledge in Phyſick, firſt of all, as a Strein or 
Weakneſs in his Back, he was adviſed to take 
ſome Turpentine boil'd up into Pills with Bole 
Armoniack, whereby the Flux being ſtopp'd, 
this Accident was haſten d; and by which 
through his Modeſty, or rather Folly, in con- 
cealing his Caſe, he narrowly eſcaped an Im- 
poſtumation ; for I was my ſelf at one Time 
very appreheaſive, that I felt Matter (though 
it ſeem'd very deep) to fluQuate under my 
Fingers. 
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HisTory V. 
A virulent Ranning with a Chancre and 
Paraphimoſis. 

Married Man, having been out in Com- 
A pany, drinking harder than uſual, had 
no ſooner left them, but became a Prey to 
one of the Night-walkers in Cheapſide, who 
having pick'd him up, and carried him to 
the Tavern, not only emptied his Pocket 
of his Money, but clapp'd him alſo. Some 
few Days after finding Diſturbance from his 
Water, it paſſed for the Stone or Grayel, to 
which he had been formerly ſubject; till the 
Running appearing, made his Diſeaſe mani- 
feſt ; for Relief of which he went privately 
from one Quack to another, till the ſame in- 
creaſing he could no longer conceal it from his 
Wife, who ſent for me. He had been now 
ill about four Months, having a large Chan- 
crous Ulcer, that had almoſt devoured one 
Side of the Glans; from the exquiſite Pain of 
which, the Prepuce, which lay always back, 
was ſo inflam'd and tumefy'd, as to occa- 


ſion a Paraphimoſis; by which the Neck of the 
ſaid Glans, as alſo the Prepuce it ſelf, was 10 


ſtraiten'd, that there ſeemed Danger of 1 


Gangrene. Beſides this, there was alfo a ve- 
ry large and virulent Diſcharge from the 
Meatus, or a conſtant Stillicidium of an ill 
condition'd Matter; the Glandules in each 1: 
guen being alſo ſwell'd and hard, but without 
Inflammation, and which ſeem'd rather S n 
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matical, or the Reſult of the Pain and Fluxion 
opon the adjoining Parts. 

Having mixt up ſome Precip. rub. with my 
Digeſtive, and therewith arm'd a Pledgir, I 
laid it gently upon the Ulcer ; then cauſing 
an Emollient and Diſcutient Decoction to be 
provided of the Fol. Malvæ Verbaſc. Summit. 
Centaur, Hyperic. cum Flor. Chamomel. Melilot. 
Sambuc. the one half was uſed as a Fomenta- 
tion, the other being thicken'd with Farin. 
Fabar. was after applied all round the Prepuce, 
as a Pultis. In order to take off his Srran- 
guria, Which ſtill continu'd, and demulce the 
Acrimony of the Humour, he was directed 
conſtantly an Emulſion ex Sem. Melon. Lac uc. 
V Papav. alb. in Aq. Hord. and for the ſpee- 
dier Eaſe of the Parts thus greatly pained, I 
vomited him with gr. x. of the Turp. Min. ha- 
ving a ſtrong Conſtitution to work upon (and 
which I had reaſon to believe under ſome 
of the former Undertakers, had been uſed. 
to Mercurial Remedies) which work'd with 
him eight or nine Times upwards, and gave 
him ſeveral Stools. Ahating ſomewhat of 
his Complaints, and leſſening the Flux of 
Humours; two Days after I prevail'd for 
the Repetition of the fame Medicine: as 
knowing it the heſt and quickeſt Way to 
help him, and by which I perceived the 
Præputium much relaxed, the Chancre alſo 
better deterg'd and foften'f : I propoſed 
therefore going on with the ſame once in 
two Days, till I had raiſed a light Spit- 
tiag; but my Patient having much Buſi— 
neſs upon his Hands, as alſo Acquaintance 
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coming in to viſit, would by no means 
riſque his Reputation (on which a hand- 
ſome Living was depending) by the Diſ- 
covery- So that I now gave him Yi. of 
Calomel. with 5ſs. of the Pil. ex duobus, e- 
very other Day for a Fortnight ; which 
worked well, and in great Meaſure purged 
off his Gonorrhea : Endeavouring alſo by 
Means of the Precipitate, mixed with my 
Digeſtive, to heal the Ulcer, which was 
ſtill a little callous about the Edges 3 and 
for the Reſolution thereof, I ſhock'd him 
once more with the Turpeth. and to prevent 
the Soreneſs of his Chaps, purged off next 
Day, and the Day following, with the Pill 
alone, leaving out the Calomelanos. After 
which, I ſet him upon the Stool, and fu- 
med both the Glans and Prepuce, with the 
Cinnabar, as before directed in our Diſcourſe; 
from whence after the third or fourth Fu- 
migation, the Malignity being perfectly o- 
vercome, the Calloſity alſo, as well on the 
Glans as Preputium, ſo ſoften'd, that the 
latter was now capable of being ſlipped o- 
ver and again returned, with little Difficul- 
ty: All which Time he was ſtil] conſtant- 
ly purged with or without the Calomel. fo 
as to avoid making his Mouth ſore, and 
keep under a Salivation- The Glands in 
Inguine reſolved after his ſecond Vomit, and 
2 after the third, the Chancre, being 
reed from its callous Edges, was heal'd 

with a Pledgit of Diapompholigos, and a lit- 
tle of the Prec:pitar. rub. therewith admix- 
ed: Nor had we Occaſion on Account of 
the Fulicidium, which was throughly on 
rie 
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ried off by his Purging and Vomiting, to 
give any Terebinthinate or Balſamick Medi- 
| 

] would however have perſwaded him to 
have finiſhed his Courſe, with a Sudorifick 
Decoction; but reckoning himſelf well (as 
I never heard to the contrary), he refuſed 
taking any other, whether alterative or 
purging Medicines whatever. The Wife, of 
whom I daily expected to have heard Com- 
plaint, had the good Hap to eſcape: For 
it ſeems after that firſt Night, he found 
himſelf in no Condition to meddle with 
her, nor has ſhe been in the Humour ſince 
(as he has told me) to ſuffer him; the 
Indifference being ſuch at leaſt, on either 
Side , (though grounded upon this Treſpaſs 
firſt of all) that tho* they lie under one Roof, 
they have bedded ſeparately, 
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HISTORY VI. 


An uncommon Inſtance of a firſt and ſecond 
| Infection. 


N Hypochondrical Gentleman, whoſe 
Caſe, as labouring under Impotency, 

we have mention'd at the Beginning of this 
Treatiſe, being Wantonly diſpoſed, beyond 
his natural Cuſtom, ſporting with a Woman 
he thought better of than ſhe deſerv'd, with 
his utmoſt Efforts and her Aſſiſtance, was un- 
able to proceed farther than the Labia Pudend. 
where for leſs than a Minute perhaps, as he 
acknowledg'd, the Glaus Penis on a Momen- 
tary Erection, was impreſt, and preſently 
flag'd without any Emiſſion ot the Semen, which 
he never had diſcharged in his whole Lite. 
The next Day he began to complain of his 
Water more than uſual, for he was frequent- 
ly ſubje& to Stranguria from a Schirrus about 
the Neck of the Bladder, or Glandule Proſtate : 
The next. Day after that, a Meaſly Spot ap- 
pear'd at the Extremity of the Clans, and in 
the Evening a Matter drilling through, had 
ſtained his Shirt; ſoon after which there aroſe 
ſeveral Ulcerations, as one upon the Glaus, 
three or four about the Scrotum, and one 
upon the Inſide of each Thigh below the I- 
na. He now alſo was infeſted with a trouble- 
ſome Priapiſm a Nights, ſo ſoon as he fell a 
Sleep; Which ſeemed fomewhat the more un- 
expected, being ſcarce capable of a Natural 
Erection at other times, at leaſt of any du 
| ration. 
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ration. But the moſt troubleſome Symptom 
of all, was a perpetual Micturitio, or Teneſmus, 
if I may call it ſo, upon the Neck of the 
Bladder. 

Being jaſtly alarm'd at theſe Symptoms, 
and the daily Progreſs of the Malignity, in 
the greateſt Conſternation imaginable, he ap- 
ply'd himſelf to me; whom I found in the 
Condition juſt now obſerved, and for whom I 
immediately directed the following Electuary 
and Apoſeme, to moderate his moſt preſſing 
Grievance.

Having thus provided for his Pyſury, and let 
him Blood, that I might take of the Fluxion, 
gave him that Night 5j. of Calomel. in a Bolus, 
with the Conf. Fracaſt, ſ. m. and gris. of Lau- 
dan. to alleviate his Complaint in ſome mea- 
ſure, and diſpoſe him to reſt ; purging it off 
ncxt Morning with the following Draught, 
keing ſomewhat fearful of the Diagrediat Pur- 
ges, on account of their too much ſtimulating 
and heating the Blood, at leaſt under our pre- 


feat Circumſtances. Z 
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R Rad. Rhei inciſ. Fol. Sene ana Zij. Tamarind, 
5ſs. Sal. Tart. j. Coq. leniter. in Ag. Font, 
J. ſe ad Fiij. addendo ſub Finem Seminum 
Coriandr. contuſ. Pj. Colature adde Manne 
opt. ſs.

This Draught worked gently, fix or ſeven 
times. On the ſame Night I directed a large 
Draught of his Diuretick Deco#ion, in which 
was deſolved 5j. of the Hr. de Meconio, in the 
room of the other Syrup, which procur'd him 
a tolerable good Night, and took off his 
Priapiſmus ; promoting farthermore a gentle 
Diaphoreſis, as alſb a Diureſis before next 
Morning, for his needing being much mode- 
rated, he began to urine more plentifully 
than he had done two or three Days before. 
That Day he continued his Electuary and 
Apoſeme, but the next, I ventur'd him with 
Ils. of the Pil. ex duobus, and Ij. of Calomela- 
nos, being afraid the Accidents from his Clap, 
would rather improve under lenient Purgati- 
on. But I found the Pills worked not ſo well 
as his Draught, his Strangury returnipg alſo 
before Night; wherefore, the ſame After- 
noon 1 order'd 5xiy. of the Decott. Com. pro 
Clyſt. cum ſs. Terebinth. ven. in ovi vitel ſolut, 
to be injected as a Clyſter; which gave him two 
or three Stools more, and very much abated 
the Diſturbance on the Neck of the Bladder. 

This Evening I order'd that there ſhould be 
in readineſs an Emulſion, Ex Anygd. dult. 
Excort, Numb. vij. Sem. 4. fr. Maj. ana 5j. Pa- 
pav. alb. 5s. in aq. Hord. thij. cum Sacch. ad 
placitum; of which he was to drink freely 0 
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the Night, if he found occaſion. The Day 
after his Friends ſent Dr. Groenvelt to meet me, 
upon Suppoſition of a Stone; but I was utterly 
againſt paſſing the Catheter, for fear of exci- 
ting ſome freſh Diſturbance, and increaſing the 
Inflammation and Symptomatick Fever; So 
that giving a Hint of the Cauſe (at leaſt what 
I apprehended) I convinced the Dr. this was 
no fit time for a Search; which was therefore 
forborn, and we proceeded with our Emulſions, 
giving with each Draught 3ſs. of the Spec. 
Diatrag- fr; or the Pulv. Alth. Mag. 
But whilſt we were thus endeavouring to 
take off the Seranguria, the Virulency got 
ground; the Running encreaſing and the 
Ulcers ſpreading and growing Chancrous : 
 & Wherefore I now kept him to his Mercurial 
\ & Bolus over Night, and his purging Hauſtus in 
dhe Morning, for half a Dozen times, every 
| | other Day. After which, not finding the 
| & Progreſs IexpeRted, I gave him a Bole with 
gr. viij. of Turpeth Min. which vomited him 
| five or fix times, and relieved him much, as 
to all the Symptoms; not only rendering the 
|  Vlcers afterwards more mild, the Diſchargs 
| leſs, and of a better Colour from the Penis; 
but taking off the Stimulus from the Neck of 
the Bladder, and thereby eaſing him of the 
| Trouble, in ſome meaſure, he laboured with 
) | before, of holding the Chamber-pot always 
under him. The ſame Evening, when his 
Stomach was throughly ſettled with a Sup 
of Mull'd White Wine; he took a Draught of 
| his Emulſion with Zvj. of the Syr. de Meconio, 
and lay quiet moſt Part of the Night. 
All this time the Chancres were drſs'd with 
b the AMerc. Precip. rub. mixt up with the Di- 
geſtive, 
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geſtive, and ſometimes the ſame was ſprinkled 
over them to keep down the Fungus, where 
it was apt to be troubleſome. 

After three Days Reſpite from the laſt 
Emetick, I repeated the ſame, with the Addi. 
tion of gr. ij. and thereby, as I thought ſo 
gain'd upon the Ulcers, which were now ſoft- 
enced and well deterged, and tending to Cica- 
trize, that I ſhould have little need of farther 
Purging or Vomiting either: But ſuch was 
the Uahappineſs of this Gentleman's Conſti- 
tution, and the Proneneſs of his Blood to 
catch hold of the Venereal Poiſon; ſuch alſo 
the ſingular or peculiar Virulency of the Taint 
it ſelf, notwithſtanding the ſlight Manner of 
its Communication; that by the time theſe 
Sores were healed up, there appear'd a Serpigo 
below, upon each Thigh, altho' I had de- 
ſignedly kept open Two of the other Ulcers, 
longer than the reſt, for the Diſcharge of the 
Venome, and the S:i/licidium ſtill alſo continu'd 
dropping, tho' very moderately, from the 
Drethra. 

Upon Sight of theſe, I again betook my 
ſelf to the Turpeth. Min. repeating it three or 
four times, at ſuch diſtance as to avoid ſlaver- 
ing him, and giving the purging Hauſtus, 
but without the Calomel. the Days following, 
to carry the Humours downwards; by which 
I perceiv'd theſe late Gueſts preſently to move 
off: And now inſtead of the Running, there 
appear'd only a fmall Gleeting, juſt glewing 
up the Paſſage, for which I ſupplied him with 
a little Pot of my Balſ. Capiv. made into a Paſte 
with Sugar, giving him Directions to take 4 
Morſel thereof Night and Morning, and ſo 
diſmiſs'd him, as I had hopes, with a * , 
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But three Months after, he return'd to me 
again with yellow cruſty Scabs broke out 
upon his Head and Forehead ; a Serpigo upon 
each Arm, another on his Breaſt, with three 
or four more npon his Thighs and Legs ; ha- 
ving had before theſe Eruptions, a violent 
Nocturnal Cephalea: For all which I muſt own 
[was much concern'd, knowing he had been 
very regular in the taking of his Medicines, 
nor was there Cauſe to ſuſpect any freſh In- 
fection. I therefore defir'd him to Conſult 
ſome other Gentleman of the Profe ſſion, before 
he enterpriſed what I now propoſed, which 
was a Spitting Courſe ; but he was then under 
a Neceſſity of taking a Journey, and ſhould 
not return till a Month after; deſiring me to 
give him ſomewhat that might keep the Di- 
ſtemper for ſuch a time out of his Face, where 
it began to ſhow it ſelf, in the Puſtules afore- 
ſaid : For which end, I directed a little Vial of 
a Sublimate Lotion, with a Pot of Ung. Alb. 
cum Merc. precip. alb. as it is inſerted in my 
Treatiſe de Morbis Cutaneis, for the Herpes or 
Serpiginous Eruptions. 

Six Weeks after this, I receiv'd a Letter, 
wherein I was delir'd to procure a Nurſe with 
a Lodging, and all the neceſſary Apparatus for 
his Salivation; which I did, and on his com- 
ing to Town, after two or three Days reſt, 
proceeding as I have before directed, with gr. 
xv. of Calomel. Night and Morning; by that 
time he had taken about Ziij. of the Medi- 
cine, his Spitting was come up to three Pints 
a Day, ſoon after to two Quarts; his Mouth 
growing ſtill ſorer, and wanting no farther 
Repetition of the ſame : Notwithſtanding the 
firſt three or four Days, he had two, and ſome- 

times 
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times three Stools in a Day; altho' his Bowels 
all that time were guarded by the Decoctum. C. 
C. C. a Reſtringent Electuary, and ſometimes 
alſo (at leaſt once a Day) Gut. xij. vel xv. Li- 
quid, Laud. in his burnt Claret. At a little 
above three Week's End, the Slowghs caſting 
off, his Chaps grew eaſier, and began to heal; 
all the Symptoms being removed the firſt 
twelve Days after he began to Spit. At the 
Cloſe of his Salivation, he was well Purged, 
Sweated and Dieted, for a Month longer, 
and once more return'd well (as he hath fince 
continued) of that Diſtemper. Altho' being 
as! have before obſerved, over run with Flatus, 
and now Conſcious that he had formerly 
iahour'd with the Diſeaſe, it was many 
Months, I may ſay Years, before he would 
believe he was well, if he does yet: For long 
time after he had been my Patient, the Seig- 
mata from the quondam Ulcers, and Serpigines, 


when he was hot with Riding or Walking in 


the Summer time, appearing with an Efflo- 
reſcenſe beyond the other Parts of the Skin 
next to them; he would come to me as a 
Perſon affrighted, for fear of his Malady re- 
turning; and having read much of the Di- 
ſeafe, eſpecially the Quack Bills, that were 


_ caſuaily put into his Hands, he would apply 


every Symptom to himſelf: So that if his 
Head ached never fo little, as after a drink- 
ing Bout it did ſometimes, or a Pimple 
3ppear'd about him; nay if it were but a Flea- 
bite, (as I have found it no other ſeveral 
times) it was ſufficient to caſt him into a Fit 
of Melancholy, and make him paſs away whole 
Nighes, in feeling of his Noſe and gs 
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In order to his farther Satisfaction, and to 
eaſe my ſelf of theſe unneceſſary Viſits, I went 
with him one Afternoon to Mr. Charles Bernard, 
and gave him an Account of what I had done 
as well for the firſt as ſecond Infection; who 
upon a very exact Scrutiny, and after certain 
Interrogations (being privately appris'd of the 
Gentleman's Temper) declar'd him ſound, as 
to his Pox, as any Perſon whatever; bidding 
him go home contented, Eat, Drink and be 
Cheerful. He was at the ſame time ſearched 
for a Stone, but none was found, only a Cal- 
lolity about the Sphincter. | 

When little more than two Years had paſ- 
ſed, the ſame Perſon unhappily intangled him- 
ſelf in a Love Affair, with a young Gentle- 
woman 3 and notwithſtanding his Infirmity, 
of which he could not but be too ſenſible, yer 
fangying (as he told me Weeping afterwards) 
a modeſt and chaſte Woman would raiſe his 
Appetite, and be the Means of his Cure; he 
farther engaged in Marriage with the ſame 
Perſon. Que tametſi non Virgo, ſic ſtrictè difta, 
eſt tamen quoad Penetrationem (ut ſepe mihi 
Ipſe e, proh dolor! intacta Fæmina. 

He thought Dr. G— had done him good 
for a little while with his Cantharides; but 
they only acted by their Stimuli, procuring no 
Seminal Emiſſion, or any more than a ſlight 
Erection of a momentary Duration. I after 
conſulted Dr. M—— upon the Caſe, who pre- 
ſcribed the Gummy Pills, Ex Ammoniac. Gal- 
ban. cum Ente Veneris, drinking the Spaw- 
water upon the ſame: He farther propoſed 
the Cold Bath; but when I objected the too 
great Criſpature already of the Fibers about 
the Proeſtaie and Veſicule Seminales, together 

with 
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with the over Tenſity of thoſe which are 
appointed to ſhut up the ſaid Veſſels ; he 
readily acquieſc'd, and recommended his ex- 
perimenting the Waters of the Bath, at Bath, 
both internally as well as externally ; where 
he has oftentimes been fince, bnt ſtill lives 
miſerably under the greater Diſturbance of 
Mind, by reaſon of a Concern for his virtuous 
Conſort. 

This Hiſtory affords us an undeniable De- 
monſtration, that the Teſtes, Vaſa deferen- 
tia, and Seed-Bladders, as alſo the Pro- 
ſtate, are not the Parts (at leaſt always) 
concern'd in this firſt Infection, or the Seat 
of Claps; and that there needs no Sper- 
matick Efflux, to propagate the Contagi- 
on, but a ſimple Contact only of ſome ul- 
cerated Part, or other therewith contaml- 
nated. 

Had I uſed the Fumigation to this Pa- 
tient, as I. once intended, on the Account 
of his Chancres, which were many and ve- 
ry corrolive; I ſhould have ſurmiſed the 
too haſty drying them away, before the Poi- 
ſon was farther ſpent by their Digeſtion, 
had been a Means of tranſmitting the ſame 


into his Blood, and of giving Riſe to the ſe- 
cond Infeftion, 
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HISTORY VII. 


A rare Caſe of an Infant infected. 


Poor Woman brought her Child, about 
two Years of Age, with a virulent 
Running and Excoriations all round the ex- 
ternal Privity. Being ſomewhat amazed at 
the Spectacle, upon farther Enquiry, I had 
ſome Cauſe to ſuſpect a villainous Attempt 
had been made, to compreſs, though not to 
perforate thoſe Parts, with an infected Pe- 
ms. I directed for the poor Infant, a Lo- 
tion of Troch, alb. Rhaſ. in Aqu. Plantag. a- 
bout Jil. to Flii, to dab the fretted Parts; 
whilſt I ordered every other Night, gr. iii. 
of Calomelanos with a little Sugar, in thick 
Milk, the next Morning purging her with 
Zi. of the Sr. de Rhubarb, When after 
half a dozen Times proceeding after - this 
Manner, the Running flackened and grew 
better colour'd; ſo that leaving off the Ca- 
lomel, I purged her only twice a Week 
with Ii. of the Pulv. Rhei, in Sf. of the 
ſame Syrop till it quite diſappeared, and 
the Ulcerations were all heal'd. The Ca- 
lomel. uſually puked her once or twice, and 
then together with the Syrup, next Day, 
purged her four or five Times; the other 
only worked downwards three or four Times. 
Nevertheleſs ſuch was the Influence of the 
venereal Poiſon upon the render Body of the 
Child, that in about a Month after, a new 
Symptom aroſe, iz, a Thymrns, or a fungous 
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towards the Buttock. Upon which 1 ſprin- 
kled ſome of the Precipit. rub. but that not 
anſwering, I touch'd it lightly with the Bu- 
tyrum Antimon. and the Slough” after being 
digeſted off, dry'd up the Root with a Pled- 

it expreſs'd from a ſmall Solution of Sub- 
* ſuited to its Age and the Senſe of 
the Part; during which the Child was again 
purged with Calomelanos, three or four Times, 
at as many Days Diſtance; and afterwards 
kept ſtrictly for ſome time to a Sarſaparill 
DecoQion, from which time it hath remained 
well.

Sober and virtuous Gentlewoman, be- 
ing long diſeaſed, as ſhe thought, with 
a Fluor albus, attended with great Pain and 
Smart at the Times of her making Water, 
as alſo Excoriation about her Secret Parts; 
having try'd the utmoſt of her Midwife's Skill, 


ſuch as the Iſinglaſs Decoctions, Archangel- 
Flowers, with Pills of Turpentine, Bole-Ar- 
moniack and the like; yet growing worſe 
and ſorer, was prevailed on to admit me 2 
Sight of her Condition: Where, upon In- 
| TpeQion 1 found many hard Warts on the 
Out-

Outſide of the Labia Pudend. with ſeveral 
Chancres on the Inſide; one of them being 
ſeated juſt before the Meatus Urinarius, which 
gave her exquiſite Pain, at the Time of 
rendering her Urine; which together with 
the other Flux from the Lacunæ round about, 
furniſh'd ſo large a Quantity of an ill colour'd 
Matter, as made them take it for the Woman's 
Diſeaſe aforeſaid. . 

Her Husband, who was now at Sea, we 
could get no Account of, but by his Cha- 
rater and Courſe of Life, there was much 
Reaſon to ſuſpect he had given her the Di- 
ſtemper; and by hers, that ſhe had it no 
where elſe. However having acquainted her 
Relations with the State of her Circumſtances, 
in that Reſpect, I was deſired to take Care of 
her. 

began her Cure by giving her gr. xii. of 
Calomel. in a Bolus over Night, purging her 
next Morning, with an Iafuſion of the Rad. 
Rhei, Fol. Sena, Tamarind. as formerly di- 
rected; and repeating both, as often as 


as her weak and tender Conſtitution would, 
allow. Of the Yerruce ſome | touch'd with the 


Butyr. Antimon. others, which were yet harder, 
with the Lap. Infernals, and others again with 
the Lunar Cauſtick. On the Chancres | ſtrew'd 
a little of the Precip. rub. as I could come 
at them, which having ſomewhat digeſted, 
and diſpoſed the Sloughs to a Separation, I 
touched with a Lac Merc. ſublim. ſtronger or 
weaker, as I found ſhe could bear the Smart ; 


which however proving very painful, when 


I had purged her ſufficiently, I ſet her over a 
Seat as uſual, and fumed them with Cinna- 
bar, once a Day; by which they were ſoon 
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dry'd and cicatrized . But at the end of five 
Days (which is an Accident I do not often 
meet withal ) ſhe complain'd that her Mouth 
was very ſore, and which I am ſatisfy'd was 
owing chiefly to the Fumigation; ſhe having 
taken no Calomel. for ſome Time before. Up- 
on which Complaint I had Thoughts of pur- 
ging her again, and that Way carrying off 
the Mercurial Particles gotten into her Blood; 
till finding upon farther Enquiry, that ſhe 
was broke out in other Parts of her Body, 
eſpecially about her Head; I altered my De- 
ſign, and encourag'd it rather, perſwading 
her to go on, and giving her J/s. of Calo- 
mel. every Night for three or four Times ; 
by which the Soreneſs of her Chaps increa- 
ſing, with ſeveral Sloughs about the Edges 
of her Tongue, I deſiſted, and carefully at- 
tended her Spitting, which proceeded orderly 


for ſeventeen or eighteen Days. After which 


ſhe was gently purged, and dieted as uſual; 
her Sweating being intermitted in Regard of 
the Lowneſs of her Spirits, and the Hyſte- 
rick Paroxyſms to which ſhe was ſubjc. 
The Running ſtill continuing though in ſmall 
Quaatity, and otherwiſe alſo of good Con- 
dition, I directed Zi. of the Balſ. Capiv. in 
an Electuary, which happening to purge her 
more than I expected, I added a little of the 
Pulv. Oral. rub. cum Ter. Japon. thereby free- 
ing her entirely from the Gleet, and dif- 
miſs'd her well, at leaſt of the Diſtemper ! 
was employ'd to cure. When for the Re- 
cruiting of her Fleſh, as well as ſecuring her 
from a heQick Indiſpoſition, I ſent her to 
Kenſington,” (Where ſhe had a ator | -

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drink the Aſſes Milk; alſo Milk with a China 
Decoction for her common Drink: Which Me- 
thod having follow'd for five or ſix Weeks, ſhe 
return'd hearty, and every Way improved as 
to her Health otherways. 


His Tory IX. 


Excreſcences of all Sorts about the Anus 
and Pudend. Muliebre. 


A Poor, but honeſt Woman ſent for me, 
and begg'd that I would do ſomewhat 
that might eaſe her of her Pain, which was 
now grown intolerable, both Night and Day; 
nor could ſhe either ſit or lye along by Rea- 
ſon of her Diſeaſe: I found her leaning o- 
ver a Pillow on the back of a Chair, where 
ſhe flumber'd ſometimes a few Minutes; and 
being tired was forced to lie a-croſs the Bed, 
upon her Face, with her Feet upon the 
Ground. Ordering her Cloaths to be lifted up, 
as ſhe was in this Poſture, I perceived all 
round the Anus, and thence up towards the 
Nates, the Skin thick ſet with Excreſcences 
of ſeveral Shapes; and turning forwards, 
the Labia Pudend. cover'd over with chancrous 
Ulcers, as wel] the Thighs, for two or three 
Inches down the Inſide, as above upon the 
Pubes. | 
Having thus ſurvey'd the Work, and finding 
it almoſt endleſs to proceed with Eſcharoticks, 
| had Thoughts of applying the actual Cau- 
tery, and that Way to have made ſhort 
N2 Work 
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Work, and level'd the ſeveral Fung: ; but the 
poor Creature being terrify'd at the Propoſal, 
I told her I would firſt try a more gentle 
Method, which was that of my Cinnabarine 

Suffitus, 
| underſtood ſhe had been under ſeveral 
Courſes of Quack Remedies, and having laid 
oat all ſhe had (or was able to borrow) a- 
mong theſe People, at laſt was diſmiſs'd as 
incurable 3 the Caſe being now repreſented, 
by a Perſon I ſhould have thought muſt have 
known better, as a Cancer. I ask'd her how long 
it was ſince ſhe had a Running with Scald- 
ing or Smart in her Urine? She reply, 
that ſhe never had any other than the Whites, 
which were attended formerly with great 
Smart when ſhe made Water. Whereupon 
diſcovering her Ignorance of her Diſtemper, 
taking my Opportunity I charg'd it home 
upon her Husband, who at. firſt deny'd it; 
but at laſt confeſs'd he had been ill ſome 
Time, and was then under a Quack's Hand 
for his Cure. When taking no farther Re- 
gard to him, upon Examination, I could not 
find the Poor Woman had any other Sym- 
ptom of the Lues, than the Stillicidium, and 
theſe Excreſcences ; nay, I had Reaſon to 
believe, the former was chiefly, if not ſolely 
ſupply'd from the Chancres on the Inſide : So 
that I undertook her Cure, purely as an AQ 
of Charity; and ordering her to put a Heater 
in the Fire next Day, and to borrow a Cloſe- 
ſtool Caſe (as fit as any thing for the Pur- 
poſe), I came at the Hour I had appointed, 
and threw on Zi. of the Cinnab. Fact. pla- 
cing her Body (with her Cloaths up) naked, 
immediately over, on a ſoft Pad. She com- 
plain'd 
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plain'd exceedingly upon fitting down the 
firſt Time, but the next, ſomewhat leſs; and 
being minded to ſee the Effect of the Medi- 
cine thus apply'd, I neither directed Lini- 
ment nor Lotion, the whole Time. The fifth 
Day the Fungi began to ſhrivel up and dry, 
the Gleet not wetting now a Clout in a 
Day, though the Week before ſhe uſed half 
a Dozen in that Time. In ſhort, by thus 
daily proceeding, at the Week's End, ſhe 
was perfectly eaſy ; the Charcres drying up, 
and the Excreſcences alſo two or three Days 
after, throwing off in a dry Scab, and leaving 
the Skin as ſmooth as ever before; nor did I 
give her, either before or after, one Grain of 
internal Medicine. 

Thus, in about a Fortnight, was this 
miſerable Woman freed from thoſe very 
painful and troubleſome Symptoms; to be 
reliev'd of which, ſhe had made away with 
all ſhe had, and was reduced to the utmoſt 
Extremity; growing ſtil] worſe through the 
Ignorance, and farther indigent through the 
Avarice, of her Empirical Undertakers,

A Young Man having formerly been clapt, 
but got his Cure, as he believ'd at leaſt ) 
ſoon after married, and about two Months 
after that, advis d with me about ſome Warts 
upon the Prepuce, with little Pieces of Fleſh 
ſprouting out of the Glars in ſeveral Places, 
which gave him ſome Trouble in his Embra- 
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ces. He ſaid he was well ſatisfy'd in his 
Wife's Honeſty, nor did he find himſelf to 
be otherwiſe out of Order, defiring only to 
be freed of them: In Compliance wherewith 
I immediately began to rub down the Yerruce, 
which had been of the longer Standing, 
and confirm'd, with the Lapis Infernalis, till 
1 had made an Eſchar upon each; at the ſame 
Time turning back the Prepuce, before the 
Fluxion came on, I ſaipt off thoſe Excreſcen- 
ces upon the Glans, with my Sciſſars, permit- 
ting them to bleed freely ; then touching the 
Roots of them with the End of my Probe, 
dipt in a ſublimate Solution, but very mild: 
1 laid over ſmall thin Pledgits of dry Lint, 
dipt in Bole, and return'd the Prepuce. Theſe 
laſt he ſaid had all ſprouted the Week before, 
riſing from a ſmall Peduncle, ſome of them 
near half an Inch in Heighth, ſome ſhaped 
like a ſmall Leaf, with Jags, thin or flattiſh ; 
others round like a Pepper Corn, with ſome 
as big as a large Pea, two of them upon one 
Stalk ; all of them very ſoft, pappy, and of a 
benign or mild Diſpoſition. Having thus dreſt 
up the Glans, and returned the Preputium, I ap- 
ply'd a Digeſtive of Baſilic. and Liniment. Arc. 
ana p. æ. over the Eſchars, and with a Slip of 
Cloth ſpread over with my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. 
rolled up the ſame. | 

Two or three Days after, the Sloughs co- 
ming away, I again touch'd the Bottom of each 
Verruca with the Butyr. Antim. and digeſted 
out the ſecond Slough occaſioned thereby, with 
a little Precipit. mixed with the ſaid Digeſtive, 


drying up the Remains with a mild Lac ſub- 
Ii mat. 8 | 
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All this While, the Præpuce being tumefy'd 
by Reaſon of the Eſcharotick and Catheretick 
Remedies, would not give Way; fo that I 
could not come to take a View of the Glans in 
a Weeks time; when the Fluxion going off, and 
the Duplicature relaxing, I ſlipp'd back the 
ſame, and taking off the dry Pledgit, found 
all ſmooth, none of the Fungi offering to re- 
pallulate. I then laid down another broad but 
thin Pledgit, dipt 1a a Solution of the Calx 
viva, and gave him a little Vial of the ſame, 
to repeat if there ſhould be Occaſion, with ſome 
of the Cerate for the Outſide. But the Week 
following he came and told me, he found no 
Occaſion for the Uſe of either, ſhewing me at 
the ſame Time, both Glans and Prepuce, as fair 
and ſmooth as at any Time before in his whole 
Life. I told him I thought it requiſite he 
ſhould take a little Phyſick tor his former Diſ- 
temper ; but he was deat to that Advice, nor 
did I underſtand afterwards that he found Cauſe 
for his ſo doing; neither himſelf nor his Wife 
making any Complaints afrer, that I have 
heard of, and if they had, I beleive 1 ſhould:

A Po attended with Stillicidium, Chancre, 
Bubo, Serpigines, Ulcers on the Tonkils 


with Mortification of the Uvula. 


159 Gentleman that for ſome Years paſt, 


had led but a looſe Life, finding ſome 
preſſing Symptoms, whereby he was now diſ- 
abled from following his accuſtom'd Liberties, 
adviſed with me. He had then a Sillicidium 
with a Chancre upon the Glans, that was very 
painful; a Bubo likewiſe, tending to Suppurate, 
in one of his Groins, with Scabs upon the 
Scalp, and other Serpiginous Eruptions on his 
Body; of all which he was deſirous to be Cured, 
but unwilling to take Medicines. I told him 
plainly his beſt way would be to Salivate 
otherwiſe he might, probably be obliged to 
take a great many, and perhaps too (con- 
ſidering his Condition) ineffectually. I began 
however with the Symptoms, ſprinkling the 
Chancre with the Præcipit. rub. and laying over 
a thin Pledgit of Diapompholigos. His Run- 
ning was overlooked, intending a Courſe of 
Spitting, which would be a Means of ſubdu- 
ing the Virulency; beſides there was no room 
for Purging, becauſe the Bubo was too far ad- 
vanced, to admit of Reſolution : Wherefore, 
laying on a Plaiſter of Diachylon cum Gummis. 
he took his uſual Method as to eating and 


drink- 
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drinking, for about a Week; when the Mat- 
ter coming forward in the Tumour, 1 applied 
a Cauſtick, and diſcharg'd the ſame ; dreſſing 
the Eſchar after with Lenients, which being 
caſt off, I fll'd up the Ulcer with the Precip. 
rub. in order to deterge, with the Digeſtive 
over; ſometimes alſo mixing the ſaid Præcipit. 
therewith. During this the Chancre grew ſtill 
ſordid, and more Callous, as well as the Edges 
of the Ulcer in the Groin, fretful and Phage- 
denick; upon which, without farther Delay, 
I prevaild for his Confinement, providing 
him a very careful Nurſe, (who was uſed to 
attend my Patients at theſe times) and a 
ſuitable Lodging not far remote, that I might 
more readily viſit him; ordering preſently a 
couple of Boles to his Apothecary, each con- 
taining gr. xv. of Calomel. with the Conf. Fra- 
caſt. to be repeated Night and Morning; next 
Day the ſame, ſo again the third and fourth: 
By which time, altho' he had two and ſome- 
times three Stools in a Night and Day, he 
found his Gums, Tongue and Inſide of his 
Cheeks, beginning to be very ſore; during 
which on the Account of his Diarrhea, he was 
kept ſtrictly to the Deco. C. C. C. ſometimes 
a little burnt Claret with 3j. of the Conf. 
Fracaſt. ſ. m. and by the time he had taken 
Ziij. of the Calomel. his Mouth was much Ulce- 
rated, and his Tongue Swell'd; fo that we left 
off, and he ſpit pleatifully, but was very reſt- 
les and uneaſy, by reaſon of his ſore Chaps. 
In about a Fortnight, the Chancre grew well 
diſpoſed, the Ulcer alſo in his Groin was 
contracted to one half of its former Compaſs ; 
the Lips ſubſiding, and beginning to cicatrize 
from the Edges, and by that time he got 
wt | through 
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through his Courſe, at about the End of fire 


or ſix and twenty Days, he not only got clear 
of theſe, but in a manner of his Running alſo, 
which was preſently after healed with a little 
of the Balſamick Remedy. But notwithſtand- 
ing all imaginable Care, by a Flannel Muffler, 
to ſecure theſe Parts from the cold Air, 
by the time his Salivation was at the heighth, 
or a little before, the Glands were ſo filled and 
diſtended by the Inflammation ; his Tongue 
alſo ſo exceedingly tumefy'd, that his Mouth 
was by no means able to contain it: For the 
Tip thereof hung out beyond his Teeth and 
Lips, more than an Inch, ſeveral Days ; his 
Jaws were alſo lock'd, that we were forced to 
roll up a Rag, and tye it round, thruſting 
one in at each Corner of his Mouth. Being 


reduced to this Extremity, he was all that 


time unable to ſpeak, writing his Mind on a 
Paper, or making Signs of his Waats by his 
Fingers, pointing to his Nurſe. What far- 
ther added to his Difficulty, was the Viſcolity 
of the Lympha, at ſometimes, which endanger- 
ed his being almoſt ſtrangled therewith ; and 
indeed if he had not had a very careful Wo- 
man, always at his Elbow, well acquaiated 
with the Work, conſtantly injecting his De- 
terſive Gargariſms, and ſometimes forcing 
open his Jaws with her Fingers, pulling away 
a roapy viſcid Phlegm, he had gone nigh to 
have ſank under it. His Poſture was that 
of ſitting in his Chair, both Night and 
Day, Whilſt he laboured under theſe Difficul- 


Ties, With his Head inclined upon a Pillow be- 


fore him, upon a Table, where he ſometimes 
took a Nap ; having all along a good ſtrong 
Palſe, and otherwiſe hearty, getting m—_ 

alſo 
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alſo (but with great difficulty) three Pints or 
two Quarts of his Chicken Broth in twenty 
four Hours, and ſometimes alſo a few Spoon- 
fuls of a Cordial Julap. 

[ was very deſirous he ſhould have his Cure, 
and unwilling therefore (if I could help it) to 
take off the Flux, till it had farther ſpent 
it ſelf. However for fear of the worſt, 1 dire&- 
ed an Emollient Clyſter, to be thrown up daily, 
when It was at the heighth, which gave him a 
Stool, and ſometimes two, and gradually re- 
vuls'd the Humours from his Throat, till the 
Salivation declining, his Tongue retracting as 
formerly, and his Mouth being healed, he 
was Purged, Sweated and Dieted, and re- 
turned to his own Houſe in a perfect State of 
Health for the time, or well recover'd from 
his Diſeaſe, which had certainly remain'd, if 
his folly in purſuit of the ſame Pleaſures, had 
not prevented. 

For the ſame Perſon ſome few Vears after, 
having run himſelf under the like Predicament, 
and ſought elſewhere for Relief, as I ſuppoſe, 
but was diſappointed ; began to complain of 
a Sore Throat, for which he asked my Advice. 
And being ſatisfy'd of his Way of Living, I 
gave him my Opinion, that there was ſome- 
What more than a common Catarrh, or Cold, 
that he pretended of late to have contraQted ; 
however I told him he might bleed firſt in 
the Arm, and after under the Tongue : I di- 
rected likewiſe an Epiſpaſtick, betwixt the Sca- 
pula*s, with a Reſtringent Gargariſm, ex Tin- 
cura Ro. in aq. Chalybiata cum Vino rubro Ex- 
trad a, ac Spir. Vitrioli moderate acidulata, in 
regard of a very great Relaxation there was 
of the Uvula ; which latter he uſed a little 

| | | | while, 
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while, but would not Bliſter. I would then 
alſo have directed a Calomel. Bolus, to be 
purged off again : But being acquainted with 
the Remedy, he fell into a Paſſion, and ask'd 
me if I intended to Flux him, which he told 


me he would ſooner die, than undergo again: 


But he was ſure (whatever there might be 
then) there was now no need thereof. Upon 
which leaving me, he applied to another, till 
after ſeveral Months, ſtill growing worſe, he 
conſulted an Apothecary (his Acquaintance) 
that carried him to Dr. C-—, who inſpect- 
ing the relaxed Vvula, told him it muſt be cut 
off. Thence they went to Mr. Blundell; but 
he ſuſpecting ſome Venereal Taint, took him 
aſide, and ask'd him if he had never been 
Clap'd, or to that purpoſe ; which he ſtre- 
nuouſly denied. In few Days after this, the 
ſaid Vvula began to Mortifie at the Tip of it; 
wherefore he again applied to the ſame Phy- 
fician, who order'd that it ſhould preſently 
be excis'd, or that otherwiſe his Life might 
be endangered. In his return from the Dr. 
being much affrighted, he vouchſafed me an- 
other Viſit; asking my Thoughts perempto- 
rily-whether or no I could Cure him without 
cutting or ſpitting ? I told him I could, and 
as for the firſt, it was not practicable in his 
preſent Condition; nor would it avail with- 
out reſpe& had to the Cauſe, which I was con- 
fident was Venereal: For the Baſe or upper 
Part, was now ſeiſed, and eaten half way 
through ; there being farthermore a ſordid 
Ulcer upon the Angle of one of the Tonſils, 
thereto adjoining. I told him farther, he muſt 
looſe no time, or I would not pretend to do 
him that Service, nor ſave thoſe Parts which 
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were now in ſo great Danger of being eaten 
away, and ſpoiling his Voice. He ſaid he 
would begin that Evening, and accordingly 
on his Promiſe to keep his Chamber for ten 
Days time, I met his Apothecary that Night, 
and immediatly order'd a Veſicatory for his 
Neck, with a Bolus in which were gr. xv. of 
Calomel. to be taken preſently going to Bed, 
and 5j of Deco. Senæ Gereon. with Sj. of Hr. 
de Spin. Cerv, in a Draught, next Morning; 
as alſo the following Suffitus, to be got in 
readineſs againſt next Day.

Likewiſe to dreſs the Ulcers, and the Mor- 
tified Vvula, which was now encreaſed almoſt 
half way up, ſwell'd and thick (inſtead of be- 
ing lank and flabby, as it ought for the Ope- 
ration) this following Mixture.

Laſtly, this Decoction to be uſed as a Gar- 
gariſm.

Next Day his Bliſter had made a very plen- 
tifol Diſch-rge, his Bole and Draught alſo, 
ſufficiently purged him; but yet the Sordes 
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was increaſed in the Ulcers, as well as the 
Mortification on the Dv: Wherefore with- 
out farther Delay, that Evening he was 
Fumed according to the Method laid down, 
as alſo the next Morning and Evening of that 
Day ; but without any great Alteration, un- 
leſs a Stand ſeemingly put to the Malignity; 
which ſomewhat diſcouraged him, becauſe l 
had promiſed him ſenſible Relief by three or 
four Days Smoaking, and to Cure him in a 
Week or Ten Days. His Friend alſo whiſ- 
per'd (as the Patient himſelf told me afrer- 
wards) that he would be hang'd if I perform'd 
my Promiſe; wherefore I ſtrait ordered 3j. 
of the Cinnabar to be burnt only by it ſelf, on 
the Heater, the Gums being left out, whilſt 
I ſtood by to ſee the Management thereof, as 
Idid for two or three times following. And 
when the third Dram had been thus ſpent or 
conſumed, the Mortification ſeparated, the 
Sloughs ſtill remaining in the Ulcer, on the 
upper Part of the ſame, as alſo on the Tonſu, 
which I found was deeper than I expected; ! 
then directed the Mixture following, with an 
armed Probe dipt therein, warm, to touch 
theſe Parts, taking diligent heed that none 
of it ſlipt down the Throat.

When the Sloughs were now looſen'd, and 
(before the eighth Dram was expended) caſt 
all off, together with the Mortification, as he 
was uſing his Gargariſm; the Ulcers now 
appearing freſh and clean, and by the ten 
Day's End, filled up and compleatly gags 
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with the remainder of the Gargareon or Uvula 
contracted to its natural State : So that he be- 
gan now again to ſwallow, as well as ever, 
which he had not done, but with great Pain 
and Difficulty, for more than four Months 
paſt ; his Complaint being only of a Soreneſs 
of his Gums and Cheeks, which indeed were 
ſomewhat full, and much inflamed, altho' he 
ſpit but litrle 3 for which I preſcribed the 
Deco. Ulmi. of Dr. Bate, to waſh his Mouth, 
alſo a thin Mucilage of the Sem. don. in aq. 
Plantag. Extr. of which he held a Spoonful 
betwixt whiles therein, and ſpit it out again; 
by which he ſoon grew eaſy, and got down 
Stairs, as he had heen at the Weeks end, much 
contrary to my Advice and Perſwaſion. Being 
now reſolutely bent upon a Journey into the 
Country, there was no prevailing with him to 
take a Diet-Drink I intended him; nor indeed 
ſcarce a Purge, above once or twice : Where- 
fore I told him directly, that what I had now 
done, I could not warrant would more than 
palliate, and keep his Diſtemper under for 
the preſent ; and that unleſs he would keep 
ſtrictly to a Method, which ſhould not confine 
him otherwiſe than to a regular Way of Li- 


ving,it was a Chance but that he would relapſe; 


defiring his Friends that were then by, to 
obſerve the Iſſue, and the Caution I now gave 
him. He told us he would be tied to no 
Method, nor did he think there needed any; 
for now his Throat was well, he had no 
other Illneſs that required it. His Relations 
however prevailed, that he would take ſome 
Medicines along with him, which I preſcribed 
in the Manner following 8 
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R Gum. Guajac. Zij. Cinnab. Antimon. Anti. 
mon. Diaphoret. ana 3j. Terebinth. ven. q.. 
m. f. Pil. x. ad Zj. quarum Capiat iv. Man 
atque Veſperi, h. ſ. quotidie. 


As to any Preſcript for a Diet, he would 
not hear of it; nor indeed was he like to be 
the better for the other: for altho' he carried 
his Pills along with him, yet at ſix Weeks 
end, or thereabouts, he brought them all 
back again, unleſs a Doſe or two; yet found 
himſelf in good Health, and would not there- 
fore be perſwaded, upon his Return, to take 
either them, or any thing elſe, that might 
have ſecur'd him, or confirm'd his Cure: 80 
that, in about three Months after his Fumi- 
gation, he began again to complain, altho' of 
the other Tonſil; which his Apothecary in- 
ſpecting, found Ulcerated, and fo very tender, 


that he could not ſwallow but with great Dif- 


ficulty. Upon which I was again ſent for, 
and coming to ſee him, he ſaid he was very 
ſorry he had not been govern'd by my former 
Advice; for he found my Predictions were 
come to paſs, and he could only blame his 
own Obſtinacy and Indiſcretion. Having ex- 
amin'd this new Diſturbarce, I immediately 
ordered he ſhould be let Blood; there being 
great Inflammation on all the back Part of 
the Fauces, and for the Ulcer on the Teonſ, 
the ſublimate Mixture before mention'd ; alſo 
the Gargariſm as at firſt, with gr. xij. of Calo- 
melanos, in a Bolus (which Medicine always 
worked doggedly with him, making him ex- 
ceeding ſick, and Which therefore he was very 
averſe to the taking, if he knew it was Pre- 
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ſcribed ) over Night, and a purging Draught 
for the next Morning; which we repeated 
three or four Times, at ſo many Days Diſtance. 
In the Intervals, and for a Month after, he 
was kept ſtrictly to the eArhiops Min. 9j. 
in a Doſe each Night and Morning, which 
pleas'd him the rather, for that it gave him 
no Diſturbance, drinking after each Doſe as 
well as at other Times in the Day, a ſtrong 
Decoction of Sarſaparilla, China, &c. by the 
Proſecution of which Remedies, for the Space 
aforeſaid, this new Complaint was taken off, 
and he ſince that time has continu'd ia good 
Health, making no other afterwards. 


HISTORY Xl. 
An Ulcer on the Tonſil, with Caries on the 
Os Palati. 

A Perſon who had formerly rode in the 

Guards, and made ſeveral Campaigns, 
where he led none of the ſtricteſt Lives, ha- 
ving diſcharg'd himſelf of his Military Em- 
ployment, marry'd, and betook himſelf to 
another Occupation : When after ſeveral 
Years had paſt, he was often complaining of 
a ſore Throat, for which he was as frequent- 
ly let Blood, bliſter'd and purged 3; till the 
Diſeaſe returning with greater Severity, he 
was recommended by his Apothecary to me 
for Advice. His Complaint now being not 
only of his Tonſils, which were much infla- 


med, and one of ew ulcerated ; but alſo of 
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a little Sore in the Roof of his Mouth, or 
Os Palati; telling me farther, that when he 
ſmoak'd, he obſerv'd the Fume, ſome Part of 
it, to come out at his Noſtrils; the like of 
his Liquors, if he drank haſtily; and that he 
was ſure it was not by the backward Part 
behind the Voula, becauſe it had ſerv'd him 


ſo of late, when his Swallowing was very 


well, and his Throat gave him no Diſtur- 
bance- 

Upon examining the Palate, I perceiveq a 
ſmall Hole, which let in the End of my Probe 
quite through ; nor could I find the Bone 
therein, or he rememher the coming away 
of any Part thereof, or Soreneſs extraordi- 
nary upon the Place till now of late, The 
Fleſh I found was fpongy round about this 
Orifice; but how far the Bone was gone, 
was hard to ſay, the Perforation being no 
larger, than to admit the End of a ſmall Probe, 
as Lhave already taken Notice. 

I gave him my Opinion however, that it 
was venereal, which he could ſcarcely believe; 
for that he had been now married above Ten 
Years to a very modeſt Woman, by whom he 
had Children : That neither ſhe nor they had 
ever been diſeaſed in all that Time, wherein 
he was ſure he had never once gone aſtray : 
And farther, (which ſeemed ſtill more ſtrange) 
that when formerly he had kept Company, 
which he ingenuouſly own'd he had done, and 
lain with ſeveral Women; yet he never re- 
member'd to have had one Clap, only at ſome- 
times a little Fretting (which is uſual) upon 
the Neck of the Glans, which healed of it- 
ſelf, or with a little Pomatum, or Tallow 

melted by the Candle; and for which he was

very certain he had never taken one Grain 
of Phyſick; ſo that he rather believ'd it (what 
had beea told him) to be the Evil. But were 
it ſo, or not, he ſaid he would put himſelf 
under my Hands for Cure, which I began (his 
Body being juſt prepar'd by Bleeding, leni- 
ent Purging, and Bliſtering) immediately by 
the Fumigation, intending aftewards to ſali- 
vate: But the Gnnabar ſaved me that Labour, 
as it fell out; for after four or five Times 
ſmoaking of his Throat therewith, his Chaps 
hegan to ſwell as kindly as we could wiſh; the 
laſide of his Cheeks and Tongue being quick- 
ly after ſloughed, and he ſpit very plentifully; 
which I continu'd (by forbearing the Suffitus, 
and giving about gr. xv. of Calomelanos be- 
tween whiles, for three or four times) for 
more than twenty Days. 
made uſe of Anodyne Gargariſms, prepar'd 
Ex Decoct. Hord. & Liquirit. cum Folus Fra- 
gariæ & Aquilegie., The Ulcer in the Palate 
being touch'd likewiſe, two or three Times a 
Day, CHIM Melle Roſ. On Tint. Myrrhe, and up- 
on Declenſion of the Flux, deterged and ci- 
catrized thereby alſo. When the Sordes with 
the Fungus being now removed, there was left 
a Perforation big enough to admit the End 
of my Finger; which Vacuity (being impoſ- 
ſible to be ſupply'd with Fleſh or Callus) when 
the Tenderneſs of the Edges was worn off, 
was fill'd up with a Bit of Sponge faſtened to 
2 Silver Plate, and fitted to the Cavity, ma- 
king a handſome Arch as before: So that he 
could now both ſmoak and drink without the 
jeaſt Diſturbance. Being pleas'd with this 
Artifice he caus'd another to be made, that 
he might ſhift them, as he did daily, in Or- 
O 2 der

der to keep his Mouth ſweet and clean; be- 
ing put under the wonted Regimen of Sweat- 
ing, Diet, &c- as Cuſtomary with others, at 
the Cloſe of his Salivation; and never after- 
wards making any Complaint of theſe Parts, 
at leaſt for ſeven Years after, when he was 
taken off by a malignant Fever. 

I have recited this Caſe, as ſomewhat the 
more remarkable, for that there never was 
any other Symptom (unleſs a fleeting Cephalza, 
for the moſt part nocturnal, which confirm- 
ed meina Belief of its being Venereal) from 
the firſt to the laſt; the Os Palati alſo inſen- 
ſibly mouldering away, the Compaſs of a Groat 
or Six-pence, without making any Diſcovery, 
till it was perceiv'd by the Paſſage of Smoak 
through the Noſtril: Nor had he ever done 
any thing, or taken any Phyſick, for the Di- 
ſtemper, in ten Years, unleſs Bleeding and 
Bliſtering, as common for a ſore Throat.

Gummi, Nodes, Ozæna, Phagedenick 
Ulcers i» the Groins, with Caries on the 


Tibia's. 


A Young Gentleman having been long diſ- 

eaſed with various Symptoms of a Second 
Infection, or Lues confirm'd; at length after 
ſeveral unſucceſsful Attempts for his Cure, 
under as many ſfeyeral Pretenders to the ſame, 
being now render'd unable to go or ſtand, or 
indeed to lie in his Bed a Nights, was by his 
Friends lodged in my Neighbourhood, in or- 
der to the ſame, by my Directions. 

He was indeed brought very low, and 
had been harraſs'd with ſo much Phyſick, 
that he loath'd the Sight of a Medicine; 
wherefore I reſolved to attempt a Salivation 
by Union, he having often been in a Spitting 
Courſe, by taking Calomelanos. | 

He had violent Night Pains upon his Arms 
and Legs; with Gummi on one of the former, 
and a Node upon each Tibia, where there 


ſeemed by the external Inflammation, and 


ſome ſmall Fluctuation, to be Caxioſity under» 
neath. There was alſo an Ozena, diſcharging 
a cruſty Matter very fætid from the right No- 
ſtril; on the Outſide whereof it appear'd a 
little inflam'd, and felt tender, by his Com- 
plaint upon a light Preſſure; ſa that I was 
fearful the Bone was there alſo cariated: 
Farther there was a painful Phagedenick Ulcer, 
with callous Lipps, upon each Groin, the 
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Reſult of Bubo's ſuppurated, and opened 
above a Year before: A Caſe, conſidering 


moreover his emaciated Habit, very doubt- 


ful. However having promiſed no more than 
to aſſiſt him in what I could, I began with 
the laying open both the Tibia's by Cauſtick ; 
and diſcharging next Day a bloody ſtinking 
Sanies, preſſing through the perforated Eſchar 
with the End of a Probe, I perceiv'd (what 1 
expected) the Perioſteum gone, and the Bones 


rugged : Wherefore haſtening off the Eſchars 


with Lenients, I covered the rotten Fleſh 
with the Precipit. rub. and about a quarter 
Part of the Pulv. Aluminis, called (for what 
reaſon I cannot ſay) Angelicus;, which by the 
next Day had made a yery thick Slough, and 
raiſing the ſame up with the End of my Spa- 
thula, I ſprinkled on more, till in few Days 
1 had laid the rotten Bones in view: One of 
which being more ſuperficial, I rugin'd, and 
dreſt up with a Pledgit cexpreſs'd from the hot 
TinQure of Myrrh; diſtending the Edges, and 
filling up the Ulcer with dry Doſſils roll'd up 
hard, to keep off a Fungus, and the Bone in 
ſight. The other which was much deeper (ha- 
ving provided a Cannula ſuited to the Part) 
1 touched lightty once in a Day or two with 
an actual Cautery ; dreſling up as before, and 
by drying up the Humidity , diſpoſed - the 
ſame for Deſquammation. To the Gummi, I ap» 
plied the Empl. de Ranis; and as to the Ozena, 
having clear d the Noſtril of the Scabs, with 
a little Decott. Hord. and Mel. Roſ. frequently 
thrown up with a Syringe, together with 4 
ſmall] Tent which lay in all Night, being 
armed with my Cerat. de Lap. Calam. I directed 
a ſublimate Solution, as 1 have before laid 
VIE Enna | down 
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down for the Ulcers of the Tonſile, with a 
little of the Tin#. Myrrhe to correct the Pu- 
trefaction, which was put up with an armed 
Probe, two or three times a Day; injecting 
alſo betwixt whiles, a Lotion prepar'd Ex 
Decoflo Plantag. Equiſet. Fragar. cum Herd. gal- 
lic. adding ſome Mel. Roſ. to the ſtrain'd 
Decoction. The Ulcers in Inguinibus were 
dreſt daily with the VUnguentum Mixtum, or 
Baſilicon and Liniment. Arcæi, well loaded with 
Precipitate ; which both digeſted and (ſprink- 
ling after ſome of the latter as there ſeem'd 
occaſion) ſerved alſo to deterge them. 

When 1 had thus proceeded for ſome time, 
and the Shin Bone was tending to exfoliate, 
| immediately (having got all Things ready) 
began to anoint him with my own Compoſiti- 
on of 5j. of Hydrargyrum with Ziv. of Axungia, 
divided into fix Parts; ordering one of them 
to be rubb'd in about the Calves of his Legs, 
upwards, upon the Tibia's, above the Ulcers, 
and round the Joints of his Knees, then to 
his Thighs; which being all cover'd with his 
Yarn Hoſe and Flannel Drawers, the remain- 
der of the ſame Part, was finiſhed about his 
Arms and Shoulders; directing him all the 
time, with his own Hands, to bath the ſame 
well in before the Fire, which was repeated 
the next Night, and the two following : When 
after the-fourth Anointing, he began to com- 
plain of Gripes, which I endeavour'd to take 
off, firſt with a Morſel of the Conf. Fracaſt. /. 
m. repeated two or three times, at two Hours 
diſtance ; but this proving ineffectual, and a 
Dyſentery with bloody Stools beginning to ap- 
pear, I directed This. of the Decoct. C. C. C. 


(which he had ready, and drank of for his 
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common Drink) with 5ſfs. of the ſaid Confect. 
cum Ovi. Vitello, to be preſently thrown up as 
a Clyſter. This eaſed him for ſome time, and 


gave a check to the Flux; ſo that on the ſixth. 


Day, the fifth Part was rubbed in as before, 
which again brought on the bloody Stools and 
Gripes ; for which I now ordered two Spoon- 
fuls of the Infuſio Confectionis Fracaſt, (as it has 
been preſcribed in the Beginning of this Trea- 
tiſe, to remove this Accident) after every 
Stool, and beſides the Clyſters (which were 
now made with an Infuſion of the Fol. Roſ. rub. 
Flor. Balauſt. cum eadem Confectione & Vitel. 
Ovi.) ten Drops of Land. liquid. Oden. in a 
ſmall Draught of burnt Claret, which bein 
twice repeated the ſame Day, took off the 
Complaint. 

The next Day his Chaps alſo began to ſwell, 
and his Mouth to fmell, of which till now he 
had taken but little Notice; ſo that waiting 
another Day, the Day following the laſt Part 
of the Union was conſumed, without any 
Return of the Stools : When the Sloughs on 
his Cheeks and Tongue began to ſpread, and 
he likewiſe to ſaver, tho' I perceived not 
ſufficient, to eradicate (as I fear'd) ſo ſtubborn a 
Pox ; nor darſt I venture him with the Turpeth. 
Min. by reaſon of his great Weakneſs. Where- 
fore, the Salivation being now up, that ! 
might continue it, ſo as to anſwer ExpeQa- 
tion, inſtead of more Anointing (which I was 
likewiſe fearful of) I gave him every ſecond 
Night 3j. of the Calomel. for four or five times, 
with the Diaſcord. ſ. m. renewing alſo the 
Emplaſtr. cum duplic. Merc. which cover'd great 
Part of the Arm, from the Cubit towards the 
Axilia; from which time he ſpit almoſt two 
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Quarts in twenty four Hours, beſides what he 
drivel'd upon the Cloaths a Nights. His 
Spirits were ſupported all the while with his 
mull'd Wine, (which I prefer at theſe times 
to any Cordial or diſtilYd Waters) alſo good 
Broaths; and before the Flux declin'd, his 
Pains remitted; the Gummi. was reſolved ; the 
Oꝛæna, which before was foul and fœtid, be- 
came well deterged, ſweet and clean; breath- 
ing now thereby as well as through the other 
Noſtril: The redneſs and tenderneſs alſo wore 
off on the Out ſide; nor could I find that 
there had been any Exfoliation from within. 
The Week after, before his ſpitting was quite 
ceaſed, the Ulcers in his Groins were incarn'd, 
and ready to Skin over, the callous Edges 
reſolving perfectly and falling in; being quickly 
after cloſed by the Help alone of my Cerate. 
One of the Ulcers of the Tibia, was likewiſe 
contracted into a ſmall Compaſs, and well con- 
dition'd, quickly after alſo healing; tho' it 
was a Month longer before the other was de- 
ſquamed, or ſcaled : About which time, hav- 
ing been only once Purged, and kept a few 
Days to his Diet, he grew Anaſarcous; where- 
upon I gave him a Decoction only of the Gua- 
Jac. with an Infuſion of the Bitters, twice a 
Day. I would then again have purged him 
with ſome Hydragogue : But conſidering this 
Dropſy was owing to the over lax and colli- 
quative State of his Blood, put into Fuſion by 
the Mercury, and conſequently rather indi- 
cating corroborating and ſtrengthening Re- 
medies, I was fearful of Catharticks, much more 
of Sudorificks: Yet I ſometimes adventur'd to 
give him the Tint. Sacra, which warms and 
ſtrengthens at the ſame time that it carries _ 
| | the 
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the ſerous Humour. But we were ſoon oblig'd 
to deſiſt alſo from this, and all other hot and 
ſpirituous Medicines, by Reaſon of a Hæmor- 
rhage from the Lungs, which with a Fit of 
Coughing returned once in two or three 
Days; wherefore neglecting his Dropſy, and 
calling in Dr. C-— (who was related to him) 
it was concluded that there was nothing to 
depend on but the Aſſes Milk, with Conſ. Ro. 
and the Teſtaceous Powders, together with 
the Aſſiſtance of the Country Air, it being 
the Spring time; when at that Inſtant, hire- 
Ing a Chair, he was convey'd two or three 
Miles from the Town's End, where he purſu'd 
this Method witk great Advantage; his Blood 
being hereby ſoften'd, and his Cough mode- 
rated. So that his Bleeding returning leſs fre- 
quently, and when it did, in much leſs quan- 
tity; he got ſo much Strength as to walk 
about the Garden, and at length to get on 
Horſe-back ; during which his Dropſy conti- 
nued ata ſtand, for which we now adventur'd 
to give him Zſs. Bij. and 3j. of the Pulv. Rad. 


Rhei. once and ſometimes twice a Week, there- 


by gradually emptying his Thighs and Legs: 
His Scrotum alſo being much tumefied, was 
by a proper Diſcutient Fotus, and the help of a 
Bag Truls to ſupport it, quickly reduced , and 
by the continuance of his moderate Exerciſe 
for ſome time after, in the Country Air, in- 
tirely with his other Anaſarcous Swellings, 
diſpers'd. His Appetite, Complexion and 
Fleſh recruited, and he returned ſtrong. and 
luſty at the End of two Months or ten Weeks 
time, to his Father's Houſe in Town. 
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HISTORY XIII. 


An Ulcer in the Throat, Ozæna with Caries, 
and rotten Cranium. 


Victualler who had been divers times 

my Patient, upon as many Infections, 
and three times Salivated in about five Years, 
for ſeveral Symptoms of a profound One: Ha- 
ving been likewiſe in both Hoſpitals, and run 
their common Gauntlet, but miſs'd his Cure, 
(or at leaſt returning after to his former 
Courſe of Life, and ſo again relapſing into the 
old Diſeaſe) implor'd my Care of him. 

His Noſe was a little ſunk already, at the 
Place of ſetting on the Cartilage, with the 
Bones thereof; the Torſille alſo as well as the 
Uvula almoſt conſumed, the Ulcers having 
formerly been Cicatrized, but lately broke out 
again» He had formerly alſo Nodes with Ca- 
ries on the Shin Bones, which were exfoliated 
and healed up. 

But his freſh Complaint was chiefly of his 
Head ; where on ſeveral Places, particularly 
the Os Frontis and left Bregma, ſeveral Nodes 
appear'd, moſt of them full of Matter, and 
one of them having burſt it ſelf, the Cranmm 
was felt porous underneath, the Compaſs of a 
H3lt-Crown. | 

| began with fuming his Throat, by the 
Cinnabar, as formerly directed; which ſoon 
ſtopt the farther Progreſs of the Eroſion, and 
by the Help only of a little Mel. Roſarum, 
diſpoſed theſe Parts agaia to cicatrize. I then 
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open'd the Nodes with a Cauſtick of Lapis In- 
fernalis, intending the Eſchars large enough 
to bring in ſight the whole Compaſs of the 
rotten Bone; next Day I cut out the ſame, 
ſtop'd the bleeding Edges with dry Lint, and 
ſprinkled the Sordes at the Bottom, with the 
Precipit. rub. in order to digeſt out the ſame. 
Thus, in few Days making clear way to the ſaid 
Bones; where in one Place 1 found the ſame 


| looſe, and was ſurpriſed, through the Edge 


upon one Side thereof, to ſee the Oſcillation 
of the Membrane that covers the Brain, I mean 
that of the Dura Mater; a manifeſt Indication 
that the Caries had gotten through both Tables, 
and yet no Symptom either of the ſaid Me- 
nin x, or of the Brain it ſelf, thereby affected; 
unleſs the preceeding Cephalea, uſually con- 
comitant before, but now ceaſed. 

Tracing the Compaſs of this Bone, I found 
it extending from the upper Part of the Front, 
to the Coronal Suture on one Side : But having 
thus laid them all in view, ſome of which were 
whiter and porous, where the Caries was deep- 
eſt; others blacker or of a dusky brown, be- 
ing more ſuperficial 3 theſe laſt I raſped, and 
dreſt up dry, the other with Pledgits preſt out 
of a Tinct. Myrr. ac Euphorb, in Spir. Vin. welt. 
Extr. keeeping down the Hyperſarcoſis about 
the Edges, with a touch of the Butyrum An- 
timonii, ſometimes ſtrowing round the Præcipit. 
cum Alumine uſto. After which having lifted 
up the large Piece, ſo ſoon as I found it loo- 
ſen'd on all Sides, and incarned the Mem- 
brane, which Idreſt only with alittle of the 
Liniment. Arcei. & Mel. Roſ. fitting the reſt 
alſo for Exfoliation, which were like to ſcale, 
and which I endeavour'd to haſten ; eſpecially 

EE where 
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where the Caries was deepeſt, with a touch of 
the hot Iron, every Day or two: I then, 1 
ſay began to let him rub in the Mercurial 
Ointment (which work he had been uſed to) 
every Night and Morning, till he had uſed 
about Fvij. of my own Compoſition, in which 
there was Fiſs. of the crade Mercury; which 
yet neither ran through him, nor made him 
much Complain of his Chaps; wherefore 


knowing him to be well ſeaſon'd (who had 


been ſo often before Powdered) I made up a 
double Quantity, of which I had uſed the 
whole, before he began to ſpit a Quart a Day. 
I then (being ſhy of going on with the Uncti- 
on) gave him a Bole with gr. xij. of the Tur- 
peth Min. (being well acquainted with him) 
which vomited him only three times, yet an- 
ſwer'd the End; for the next Day his Chaps 
ſwell'd, and his Mouth grew much ſorer, the 
Sloughs increaſing: Yet notwithſtanding, 
finding him very hearty, and being willing 
(now he was under it) to ſecure him from a 
Relapſe; I repeated the Turpeth. the next Day, 
by which his ſpitting ſoon advanced to three 
Pints, two Quarts, and at laſt to three Quarts 
in twenty four Hours. When we permitted 
it to wear off and decline, Which it did about 
the Months End, or nearer that of five Weeks; 
by which time, two of the Bones were caſt 
off, and the Ulcers juſt upon Cicatrizing 
two others not moving till ſome time after, 
which, together with the Piece I had Extract- 
ed, he uſed to carry about with him in a Box, 
for a Show; rather glorying in his Shame, than 
endeavouring to conceal his Folly. 


After this, when the Callus was now con- 


firm'd upon the Membrane, having — 
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ed his Subſtance, and diſobliged all his Friends, 
by his extravagant Courſe of Life; being 
pretty well tir'd with Yenus's Wars, he eoter'd 
thoſe of Mars; where not long afcer (as I un- 
derſtood by one of them) he was kill'd ia an 
Engagement. |

HISTORY XIV. 


A new Way of Care for Nades, with 
Caries on the Shin Bones. 


Gentlewoman, an off caſt Miſtreſs to a 
Perſon of Condition, having ſhifted het 
Lodgings, ſent her Friend (with whom of late 
Years ſhe had takea up, and who had ſome 
Knowledge of me upon the like Occaſion) to 
deſire a Viſit from me: When I came, I found 
her Mask'd, but was admitted to inſpect her 
Groins, on each of which ſhe had a very ſor- 
did Ulcer, altho* her principal Grievance was 
upon her Legs; through the Paius of which, 
ſhe had not been able to lie in her Bed for ſome 
Months paſt a Nights. There had been [| 
perceived a Node upon each Tibia, for which 
ſhe told me ſhe had been advis'd to have an 
Iſſue made upon the Place: Accordingly there 
had been a Cauſtick laid on, through which, 
the Eſchars being pierced, the Surgeon (or 
rather I think fome Empirick) had thruſt 
down a Couple of Peas, from whence ſhe ſaid 
her Pains had been ſomewhat moderated. 
When I had turned out the Peas which were 
difficult to come at, I paſſed a Probe through 
che 
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the rotten Fleſh, and diſcover'd both Tibia 
eaten deep with a Caries : Upon which I told 
her there was a neceſſity to make way down 
to the ſame, in order to their Scaling; and 

| endeavour'd to convince her of the im 
bility of her Cure otherwiſe : After which, in 
order to the ſame, I propoſed a Salivation. 
Bat ſhe had J found been terrifed by ſome 
Stories of the burning Irons, and had there- 
fore liſten'd to this new Method of Curing her 
by the Iſſues, by which the Undertaker had 
perſwaded her the Bones wovld come away as 
they looſen'd. I replied the Rottennefs would 
be much more like to ſpread farther, under ſuch 
Management; and as to the hot tron (if there 
was fonnd occaſion) the Parts round about 
being well defended, there was little or no 
Pain to be apprehended thence. She'then en- 
quired which way Ipropoſed to raiſe the Sali- 
vation, and I anſwerd her by the -ontward 
Application: For her Friend had inform'd me 
that ſhe had been at that Work more than 
once the other Way; and I had good reaſon 
to think ſo confirm'd a Diſeaſe as hers was, 
would not yield to that Method, if it were 
again repeated. | | 
During this Interview, there was a Stranger 
by, who I underſtood afterwards, pretended 
to the Cure of this Diſtemper 3 and who I con- 
cluded alſo had made the Fortanels. I then 
told her farther, it was pitty ſhe ſhould loofe 
the preſent Opportunity in making way to the 
Bones; the E/chars upon each being near upon, 
if not full out, as big as a Crown Piece, made 
ſeemingly with the Calæ Viv. and Lixivium 
Capitale. The Ulcers in her Groins 'hadibeen 
dreſs*d only with Baſilicon, Which „ 
the 
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the Sordes, for want of a Deterſive. This was 
what paſs'd between us at this Viſit; ſhe aid 
ſhe would conſider of it farther, and in a Day 
or two ſend for me again; her Friend at the 
ſame time ſatisfying me for my Trouble, and 
I heard no more of them till three Months 
after, when I was ſent for in great haſte to 
her, and entring the Chamber, I perceiv'd by 
the ſmell, what they had been doing. I found 
her lying balf way out of Bed, with her Head 
over the Bed-Poſt, where ſhe had been Vomit- 
ing; her Tongue out of her Mouth, her Face 
and Head much Swell'd, her Forehead cover'd 
with a cold Sweat, a formicating low Pulſe 
with Subſultus Tendinum, and Spoſms upon her 
Jaws; ſo that tho” ſhe attempted two or three 
times, ſhe could not utter one Word. Thus 
being juſt ſtrangled by the over haſty Advance 
of the Salivation, ſhe deceaſed in two Hours 
after: Nor could I get Intelligence either from 
her Friend or Nurſe, to whoſe Management 
ſhe had been committed, tho? I believed to 
that of the ſame Perſon who had before laid 
on the Cauſticks. 


HISTORY XV. 


An Ulcer in the Throat, with Chancres and 
Phagedena in the Groin. 


Youth, the only Child of an Indulgent 
Mother, long indiſpoſed with ſome 
Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, which he had con- 
_ceal'd from her, and committing himſelf » 
the 
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the Care of a young Surgeon, his Acquaintance, 
till he was brought very low, was at laſt per- 
ſwaded to have me conſulted ; when in pri- 
vate (his Mother being abſent) inquiring into 
his Condition, 1 found he had ſeveral large 
Chancres on the Glans, with others on the Præ- 
puce, together with a corroſive Ulcer in one 
of his Groins, from a Bubo open'd about ſix 
Weeks before; all which he had conceal'd 
from her, as alſo the true Cauſe of his Illneſs; 
ſhe being only acquainted with his ſore Throat: 
Upon examining which (altho' his ſnuffling 
Speech ſhow'd what the Matter was before- 
hand) I diſcern'd the Vvula to be eaten almoſt 
off, and the Tonſills alſo in a fair Way of being 
devour'd by the ſordid Ulcers which had ſeis'd 
them; ſo that with great Reaſon apprehend- 
ing his Caſe deſperate, on the Acconnt of his 
very weak and infirm Conſtitution (being 
already far advanced in a Pocky HeQick, at- 
tended with a tronbleſome Cough and Diar- 
rhea) 1 declin'd meddling unleſs in Conſulta- 
tion; Whereupon Dr. C-— and Dr. P-—, 
were both call'd in; where I firſt propos'd my 
Fume for his Throat, which after ſome De- 
liberation (and the deſerved: Character I had 
given it upon my own conſtant Experience 
thereof) was comply'd with : Afrer which, it 
was concluded he ſhould try the Aſſes Milk, 
with a Reſtringent Electuary ex Conf. Roſ. rub. 
Coral. rub. pp. Ter. Japon. pp. cum. Syr. de Roſ. ſic. 
between whiles, and the Teſtacea cum Saccharo 
Roſarum at the ſame time with the Milk, to 
prevent its running downwards: Alſo before 
he enter'd upon the Milk Diet, the following 
Bolus was preſcribed to * taken that mene, 
an 
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and ſo for three or four ſucceſſively, in 10 
gard to his Flux or Looſneſs. 


N Pulv. Rad. Rhei. parumper toſti Iſs. Ter. Ja- 
pon. Coral. rub. pp. ana gr. v. Conf. Fracaſt. 
ſ. m. Zſs Ol. Gnamom. gut i. Sr. de Meco- 
nio q. ſ. Miſce. And if grip'd, gr. ſs. of 
Laud. was to be added in the Second. 


His Drink was to be the Decoct. C. C. C. or 
elſe a TinAure of red Roſe Leaves made in a 
fourth Part red Wine to three of Spring Water; 
a little ſweeten'd with white Sugar; by which 
the Diarrhæa being check'd, he enter'd upon 
his Milk with the Powders and Electuary as 
above preſcribed, which ſeemed to agree 
well, and which were order'd therefore to be 
continued for three Weeks or a Month, to ſee 
if we could take off his Heat, help his Cough 
and Hemoptce, and repair his decay'd Habit, 
before we adventur'd upon a Salivation : How- 
ever, the next Day, I began to fume his 
Throat, burning only Z3ſs. of the Cinnabar at 
a time, as he could hear the Smoak once a 
Day; which by that time we had conſumed 
Ss. (ſo remarkable a Force has this Remedy 
over thoſe Affects) the Virulency being there- 
by ſubdu'd, the Ulceration was diſpoſed for 
healing, the Sloughs caſting off in few Days 
after, by only touching them with a little 
Mel. Roſarum, and a ſmall quantity of the 
Mel. e/Egyptiac. added thereto ; together 
with the Decoction we have formerly obſerved, 
to be uſed asa Gargariſm in the like Caſes. 
In the mean time the Chancres on the Penis, 
and the Ulcer in Inguine would not digeſt, 
nor give way to the Precipitate, but rather 
* ſpread 
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ſpread and grew ſtill more depaſcent: So that 
not daring to adminiſter the Turpethum Min. 
to give a check by the Way of Revulſion, for 
fear of ſtirring up his Bleeding : We met a 
ſecond time, and enquiring into his Condi- 
tion, there aroſe a new Complaint; great 
Pain upon one of his Shins, where (on the 
turning down of his Stocking) there appear'd 
a well grown Node, but as yet without Ia- 
flimmation : Yet his Throat ſo well, not- 
withſtanding the farther Progreſs of the 
Diſeaſe otherwiſe, that he could drink his Li- 
quors without the ſime forcing through the 
Paſſage of the Noſtril, as they had lately done, 
the Tone of his Voice being in like Manner 
improved: At this Conſultation it was re- 
ſolved (laying his Milk aſide for a little time) 
to try him with Iſs. of Calomel (not being 
certain that he had taken any Mercurial Me- 


dicine before) with as much of the Pulv. 


Rhei. in the Diaſcord. over Night, ard to let 
it purge it ſelf off which it did gently 
enough ; and which was therefore repeated 
every other Night, for ſome few Days. But 
it happend that he had been too much us'd 
to this Preparation, to expect any Benefit 
thereby; nor did the Diſeaſe at all give way 
thereto, ſeeming rather to increaſe, with 
the Addition of a Node, ariſing on the other 
Shin: Wherefore, at a third Meeting, it was 
thought adviſeable to delay no longer, but 
rather put it to the Riſque by a gentle Spit- 
ting, than expoſe him to periſh by the Diſeaſe. 
As he never had been Salivated, there was 
the greater Hope, altho' the Weakneſs of his 
ody was ſuch, as render'd the Enterpriſe 
very uncertain and indeed — We — 
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of us agreed upon the Unction, which requir'd 
ſtill the greater * Judgment and Pre- 

conſtantly attending fall- 
ing to my ſhare; when | had got all things ready, 
began with my own Compound of Fj. to iij. 
rubbing in about an Eighth at a time, and that 
only upon his Arms and Legs, every Eveningffor 
four times. When the Humours taking down- 
wards by the Glandules of the Guts, we immedi- 
diately order'd Clyſters to be thrown up, ex De- 
rock. C. C. C. cum Conf. Frataſt. & Ovor. Vitel. as we 
have often before mention'd, giving him Laud. 
alſo in his burnt Wine as Neceſſity urg'd ; which 
put a ſtop to the Diarrhæa, and we went on 
for twice more, or till we had expended about 
Zyj. of the Quickſilver, when he complained 
of his Mouth, and began to ſpit about this. 
in a Day ſoon after; to keep up which (if we 
could not arrive higher) 1 then order'd a 
couple of Mercurial Plaiſters to be laid all 
down his Shins, and half way round his Legs; 
and by thus gradually going on, in a Fort- 
night's time from firſt ſetting out, we got it 
up to a Quart a Day, beſides what he ſlaver'd 
in the Night. Abont which time the Ulcer in 
his Groin was well mundified, and in good 
forwardneſs for Healing; but the Chancres on 
the Glans, ſtill painful and corroſive: Where- 
fore wrapping him up warm, 1 threw on 3j. 
of Cinnabar on the Heater, and ſet him on the 
Stool, with the Penis hanging over the Smoak, 
on the Inſide; by which, taking his Dreſſings 
from his Groins alſo, and expoſing them what 
he could at the ſame time, to the Fume; 
after four times thus proceeding, I made all 
eaſy, and dry'd up his Sores in both Place-- 
His Salivation was kept up in this Ma _ 
£ or 
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or Twenty Days, by which time the Nodes 
on his Shins ſoftened, and almoſt diſappear- 
ed. It was indeed a very careful Piece of 
Work, his Diarrhee being ſo often return- 
ing upon us, by reaſon of the colliquative 
State of his Blood : Which we were as often 
forced to bridle with an Opiate; yet here- 
by the IJympha being ſomewhat thickened, 
he had ſometimes much Trouble ( eſpecial- 
ly after a Nap) to get it up. He was 
likewiſe ſubjet to Fainting, and thereby 
farther in Danger of ſinking under it. How- 
ever with much Difficulty, I got him tho- 
rough, even beyond the ExpeRation of all 
that had ſeen him: Whea finding his Mouth 
well, and his Sores healed, after I had once 
purged him with a little Manna in a Draught 
of his peQoral Decofion, and was direct- 
ing that of the Sarſaparilla, he grew obſti- 
nate and ſelf-will'd ; neither ſubmitting to 
proper Diet, or indeed any Regimen that 
was convenient for him to have obſerved : 
Eating preſently all the reliſhing and ſea- 
ſoned Food he fancied, and drinking ſpiri- 
tous and other ſtrong Liquors, inſtead of 
returning to his Aſſes Milk and China De- 
coction, which I had recommended: Where- 
by his HeQtick returning with a Maraſmus, 
his Cough alſo increaſed upon- him, which 
was ſo violent one Evening after a Ga- 
pula from tao much Wine and eating plen- 
tifully of Sauſages, that in the Middle of 
the Night, a Veſſel breaking in his Lungs, 
he bled to Death before I could come to 
him; nor truly had it availed any thing, 
if I had been by: For the Flux was ſo im- 
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petuous from the pulmonary Artery, that he 
was choak'd in a Minute's Time. 


The like Accident befell a young Gentle- 
woman, who had not been long married be- 
fore her Diſtemper, ( given by an ill Huſ- 
band) being at firſt miſtaken or over-look'd, 


had run her into a Pocky Hectick, with Ulcers 


in her Throat; which after I had palliated with 
the Fumigation, and adviſed to the Milk Di- 
et, till her Heat was ſomewhat moderated, ſhe 
was perſwaded preſently to be laid down in a 
Salivation : But before it was at the Heighth, 
though ſhe was already much ſwell'd by the 
Medicines the Empirick had exhibited, (which 
by the Roughneſs of the Operation, as well 
as their Deſcription, I took to be the Turpeth. 
Min.) during her Vomiting therewith, a Vein 


broke, and I was call'd only Time enough to 


ſee her expiring, 
\ 


_ 
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A Pox, with Nodes and rotten Skull, 


ariſing from a neglected Chancre with 


Poor young Fellow, who for long time 

"A paſt had been afflicted with a Gonorrhæa 
ſo called, at leaſt a Diſcharge of purulent 
Matter from ſome part of the Penis, was diſ- 
miſs'd by his Surgeon (a Maa of ſome Note 
in his Profeſſion) as cur'd ; but the ſame Hu- 
mour ſtill diſcharging, and ſtaining very __ 
| is 
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his Linnen, he returned to the Perſon, who 
before had him in hand, and who finding that 
neither by his Purging, Vomiting, nor yet 
by the Uſe of Terebinthinate or Reſtringent 


Medicjnes, he could effect his Purpoſe, lays 


him down in a Salivation : Uuder which he 
had like to have ſunk, (as his Mother in- 
form'd me afterwards) by reaſon of his pe- 
culiar Temper or 14ownezoin to that Way 
of Secretion; a Dyſentery all the time at- 
tending. However he did flaver for three 
Weeks, notwithſtanding the Srillicidium con- 
tinued ; when he was again told by his Sur- 
geon, that it ſignified nothing, being an Effect 


only of Weakneſs, which would wear off in 


Time. | 

After three Months, he came in Company 
with his Mother to my Houſe, when (ſhe' re- 
tiring for a Moment) I examin'd the Pens, and 
perceived the Matter making Way between 
the Glans and Prepuce, which I underſtood had 
been always exceeding ſtrait, and not from 
the Meatw: Ar the ſame Time paſling a 
Probe all round, I found there was no Ad- 
heſion, but coming down on one Side of the 
Frenum, I obſerv'd him to complain a little; 
feeling alſo ſtrictly on the Outſide of the 
fame Place, I plainly apprehended a ancre 
underneath. 

I admired indeed, that a Perſon of fome 
Eminency in the Art, ſhould have over-look'd 
a Caſe of this Nature, which from the firſt 
Undertaking ( there being no Likelihood of 
coming at it otherwiſe, nor yet of heal- 
ing by Injection) ought to have been laid in 
Sight, by ſnipping up the Prepuce; and by 
Neglect of which, notwithſtanding his Sali- 
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vation, the Poiſon had now ſpread, and: he 
began to complain of a moſt violent noctur- 
nal Head-ach, being thereby reduced together 
with his conſtant Phyſicking to little more than 


a Skeleton. 


Upon the Mother's Interceſſion, and the 
poor Man's Intreaty, I was prevailed on to 
aſſiſt him ; and immediately order'd the Pre- 
puce to be divided, which was done by ano- 
ther Surgeon and the Cauſe of all the Miſ- 
chief diſcovered; the Chancre being now in 
ſight was ſprinkled over with Pracipit. rub. 
and the Wound dreſs'd up with Reſtrictives 
to ſlay the Hemorrhage, the Lips being kept 
back with the Bandage for the eaſier coming 


at the Part: But whilſt the Wound was 


digeſting, the Chancre being confirm'd would 
not give Way to the Powder: ſo that we 
were forced to rub it down with the Lunar 
Cauſtick, and the Eſchar a few Days after 
ſloughing off, the Baſis was again ſprinkled 
over with the Pracipit. and ſometimes alſo 
rouch'd with the Butyr. Antim. But the Lips of 
the Wound continuing indigeſted, fretful and 
corroſive, |] order'd gr. ix. of the Turpeth. 
Min. which ſcarce moved him, he had been 
ſo uſed to that and ſome other Mercurial 
Preparations. The next Day I gave him gr. 
xii. with as much Calomel. in a Bolus, intend- 


Ing to repeat the ſame, in Order to a gen; 


tle Pryaliſm ; but it now ran downwards at 
once, with Dyſentery, Gripes and bloody 
Stools, in ſpite of all our Endeavours by cor- 


roborating Clyſters, Reſtringent Electuaries, 


Anodynes, Opiates, or Whatever elſe we could 
do to prevent it: So that we were forced to 
give over. However by the Help of this 

Dyſea- 
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Dyſenterick Flux, and a little Slavering that 
enſued, a Check was given to the Maligni- 
ty. I then placed him upon the Stool, and 
fumed both the Wound and Chancre, with the 
Cinnabar. which dry'd up the latter, and heal- 
ed alſo the former ; but with pendulous Lips, 
as will generally happen after this Opera- 
ons unleſs Circumciſion be uſed at the ſame 
ime. 

After this I preſcrib'd an alterative Pill of 
the Qnnab. Antimonii, Gum Guaj. &c. with a 
Decoction of the Sarſap. and China, the Sanctum 
or Guaj. being left out, becauſe of his thin, 
hot, and dry Conſtitation: When finding 
himſelf ſomewhat better, his Head-ach alſo 
remitting, though not eatirely gone, he went 
into the Country, where he kept to a Milk 
Diet, with Milk warm from the Cow, and 
Conſerve of Roſes; Milk alſo and Barley- 
water, as we uſually preſcribe for other Hecti- 
cal Patients. But returned two or three Months 
after with little more Fleſh than when he 
left the Town, and with this farther Com- 
plaint, of a little puffy Swelling on the up- 
per Part of his Fore-head, which I found to 
be a Node, and from the great Pain he had 
felt underneath, I ſuſpected a rotten Cranium, 
which proved ſo upon being laid open. He 
was not directly (as I before obſerved) under 
my Care, but upon my Advice recommend- 
ed to a Surgeon living near him, who whilſt 
he was attending this, another Tumour aroſe 
juſt by, threatening the ſame Event; ſo that 
the Caries, which was about the Compaſs of a 
Shilling, being fitted to exfoliate, and ſome 
Part already caſt off, I was deſired to viſit 
him, and importuned by the Surgeon 1 Sa- 
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livate him once more; which I was not a- 


gainſt, only fearful of his Miſcarrying or Dy- 
ing under it, being ſo very weak: Nor could 
I {give him that Attendance (lying at a Di- 
ſtance from me) as his Caſe might require. 
But the Surgeon and Apothecary being both 
ready to ſerve the poor Man in what they 
could, and having provided againſt the Acci- 
dents uſually attending, I now directed the 
Ointment after the Manner as in the fore- 
going Obſervation, to be uſed only once in 
two Days: Yet ſuch was the Weakneſs of 
the Viſcera, or the Propenſity rather of the 
Humours to be that Way ſecreted, that in 
Oppoſition to all Endeavours, by that time 
they had waſted one half of the Compoſition, 
in this gradual Way too of Procceeding, it 
ran downwards, and he could be brought to 
ſpit but very little: So that they were obli- 
ged to give over, and recruit him as ſoon 
as they could, leſt otherwiſe he ſhould have 
ſunk under their Hands. And hereby alſo, 
the Humours having been put upon a Colli- 
quation, and ſome Part of them emptied out 
of the Blood, although in the Way not in- 
tended ; yet was the Ulcer upon his Fore-head 
now firmly cicatrized, the remaining Part of 
the Caries inſenſibly mouldering off, as did 
the other Node reſolve : Whereupon he was 
now directed to take the Mineral AÆAthiops, 
with a Decoction of Sarſap. China, Saſſaf. Raſ. 
C. C. & Eboris, which he drank with Milk. 
Notwithſtanding all which, ſome Remains of 
the Venereal Venome ſtill lurking in his Blood, 
for Want of having been more timely ſubdu'd, 
his Diſtemper reviv'd, and there appeared a 
large Node upon each Tibia; which a 
* wit 
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with his old Complaint of his Head, now gave 
him ſo great Diſturbance, eſpecially a Nights, 
that he was forc'd conſtantly to have Recourſe 
to his Diaſcodium, when he went to Bed. 

There ſeems upon each Leg to be forming 
an Exoſtoſis, which are at preſent cover'd o- 
ver with a Mercurial Plaiſter: What the 
Event will certainly be, I cannot ſay, though 
it is much to be doubted, he will at length 
drop under a Hectick; out of which, it has 
not been but with much Difficulty, and re- 
gular Living, chiefly upon a Milk Diet, that 
he has been kept for ſome Years paſt. His 
Friends being tired out, and a good Woman 
undone by an Expence, too great for her A- 
bility, he may ſtill indeed be ſaid to ſubſiſt, 
though it be very miſerably. 

This Hiſtory is ſet down as a Caution to 
the Young Surgeon, that he by no means 
overlook theſe kind of latent or conceal'd 
Chancres; For if this had been early brought 
in View, or artfully provided for, *tis more 
than probable, the Infection had not thus 
polluted the Juices of the Blood, and given 
Riſe to thoſe troubleſome and dangerous Sym- 
ptoms, enſuing after.

HISTORT XVII. 
Exoſtoſis of the Os Humeri. 


A Shop-keeper long afflicted with great 
Pain in one of his Arms, and having 
paſs'd through various Courſes of Phyſick in- 
effectually, came along with his Apothecary 
to ask my Opinion. Upon taking off his 
6 | Cloaths 
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Cloaths, and turning up his Shirt Sleeve, 1 
felt a large Exeſtoſi: ſurrounding the Os Hu- 
meri, and reaching from two or three Fin- 
ger's Breadth above the Cubit, to as many 
below the Axilla; for which he ſaid he had 
undergone all Sorts of Anoiating ( unleſs 
Mercurial, the principal one, at leaſt his 
Chaps were never affe&ed thereby) Fomenta- 
tions, Cataplaſms and Plaifters: He had then 
one of the latter upon the Part, which was 
de Ranis cum Mercurio, given him by a Friend 
as a great Secret. | 
Upon farther Enquiry, 1 found his Pain 

was chicfly troubleſome a Nights; ſo that 


He had not gone to Bed otherwiſe than lying 


down with his Cloaths on, for a Twelve Month 
paſt, I made no doubt of its beirg Vene- 
real, although he ſtrenuouſly deny'd it; yet 
I was told after (by another Perſon who had 
him then under Cure) that he had a Running 
about ſeven Years before. But this Grievance 
was not, as he ſaid, of above fixteea Months 
Continuance, being contracted hy lying on 
the Ground all Night in Drink. 15 | 
[| propoſed a Salivation, as the likelieſt Re- 
lief, but he would not hear of it. He had 
been laſt under the Preſcriptions of Dr. C— 
who vomited him twice a Week, I ſuppoſe, 
with the Turpeth. Min. (though it never made 
his Mouth ſore,) in order to make a Revul- 
ſion. But the Medicine working roughly, and 
he not finding preſent Benefit, threw off the 
Method, as he had done divers others before, 
ſtill liſtening after every new Remedy he 
could hear off. 1 order'd him the eArhiops, 
with a Decoction of the Woods, ſweating 
him twice a Week with the Cinnab. * 
rink- 
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drinking after it a large Draught of the ſame 
Decoction, as hot as he could ſuffer it; and 
taking Care more eſpecially (by hot Bricks 
wrapt up in Flannel and laid cloſe upon each 
Side) to promote the Perſpiration of that 
Member, applying afterwards a Cinnabarine 
Emplaſter. This Courſe we proſeguted near 
three Weeks, (a long Time for a Perſon ac- 
cuſtomed to change his Phyſician as often as 
his Shirts) when I cut a Hole in the middle 
of the Plaiſter, as big as a Crown Piece, and 
laid on an Epiſpaſtick of the ſame Compaſs, 
which I directed the Apothecary to keep o- 
pen, as a perpetual Bliſter; and which diſ- 
chargiag great Quantity of a ſharp Ichorous 
Humour, gave him Eaſe for the preſent, the 
Limb growing alſo leſs in Compaſs. At the 
ſame Time he took Calomel. once in Four 
Nights, which was kept under by Lenients 
given betwixt whiles, to carry it off by Stool. 
Yet finding his Gums therewith ſomewhat 
diſorder'd, and ſuſpeQing I intended to put 
him into a Flux, he grew uneaſy, and would 
purſue my Advice no farther. But ſoon after 
he met with a new Undertaker to his Mind, 
who could vouch heartily, promiſing to make 
him a ſound Man, in a Month's Time, or to 
be hanged up at his Door for a Cheat. This 
Fellow accordingly, (with his Wife and Child) 
was taken into the Houſe, that he might 
wholly apply to the Work, and be ready at 
hand, (his Method as he inſinuated fo requi- 
ring). He began by ſweating his Arm in a 
Bundle of Ruſhes, (as the Servants told me) 
put into an Engine well enough contriv'd for 
that Purpoſe, and receiving the Steam of a 
Decoction of ſeveral Herbs, placed underneath 

upon 
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upon a Pan of Coals, entering the Perforations 


in the Box, thro” the Ruſhes incloſing the Arm; 


which he repeated twice a Day for a Fortnight, 
ſpending each Time an Hour about the Work : 
And indeed it was apparent, with that Snc- 
ceſs, that the Swelling or Fullneſs ſeemed in- 
tirely gone. However new Complaints ariſing 
upon his other Arm and both his Legs, the 
Empirick, notwithſtanding his Weakneſs by 
his Sweats, which had brought him fo low, that 
he could not ſtand without being ſupported ; 
accompanied farthermore with a Catarrhous 
Cough, colliquative Looſneſs, and other Ap- 
pearances of a ſecondary or ſymptomatical 
Conſumption of the Lungs ; over-looking theſe 
I fay, or without any Proviſion for what was 
like to happen, he goes to rubbing ſome Mer- 
curial Ointment about his Limbs, and down 
the Spine; which ſoon turn'd his Diarrhes 
into a Dyſentery, and his Cough increaſing, an 
Hemoptoe enſu'd. But before this, the Quack 
had taken the Advantage of his Curing the 
Arm, and receiv'd twenty Guineas, (the one 
half of what the Patient had promifed him, 
when he was made a ſound Man) and after 
finding him in ſome Danger (though he ſtill 
promis'd him a Cure) took his Opportunity 
ro move off, leaving his Wife and Child to 
follow. 

Under theſe Straits, I was again ſent for, 
and lifting up the Shirt Sleeve on the lame 
Arm, found the Exoſtoſis perfectly diſſolved, 
the Bone it ſelf, which before was as much as 
I could do to graſp, being now of its natural 
Dimenſions, altho' there wes nothing left but 
dry Membranes and the Skin to cover it. 


{ The 
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The poor Wretch looking up, told me as 
well as he could ſpeak, (which was very in- 
wardly and hoarſe) that his new Doctor had 
cur'd him after the Manner of the Horſe that 
was taught to live without his Provender, 
but dy'd juſt upon the Atchievement ; which 
he now found to be his Caſe. How be it he 
was deſirous to know, if any thing could be 
done to ſave his Life: I told him plainly, 
that I could do him no Service, nor would I 
flatter him; for I believ'd he could not hold 
out two Days longer, though he liv'd to ſee 
but one, for he dy'd the next. The Doctor 
was indeed ſo civil, as not to come for his 
other twenty Guineas ; nor could the Widow 
ever hear of him, to retrieve thoſe (ſhe in- 
tended if ſhe could) which he had carry'd away 
with him, beſides ſome other Moveables he 
had as little Right to. 


HISTORY XVIII. 


Verrucæ, Chancres, Nodes, Gummata, 


Ozzna ; with carious Ulcers in the Throat 


and rotten Skull, 


Man and his Wife, at that time, juſt 
come from Flanders, where they had 

been to buy up Lace, and other Goods they 
traded in thither, and ſo back again to Lendon; 
upon this laſt Return, found themſelves ſo 
Diſeaſed as to be incapable of another Trip, 
as they call it, to the other Side of the Water; 
and lodging in my Neighbourhood, N 
and- 
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Landlady perſwaded them to ſend for me: 
Where l found the Wife with a couple of Nodes 
upon her Head, from whence ſhe had under- 
gone, as ſhe ſaid, very ſeverò Pains, a Gum- 
mi on one Side of her Neck, another upon 
her Arm, ſeveral Chancrous Ulcers and Yerru- 
ce on the Pudend. alſo a ſordid Ulcer on one 
of the Tonſille, at the Angle of the Uvula, 
which it had likewiſe ſeiſed on, and ſomewhat 
alter'd her Speech, rendering her Swallowing 
difficult, ſome Part of her Drink being ready 
to come through the Noſtril. The Husband's 
Caſe was ſtill more apparent, without telling 
his Tale, for the Sprum Naſi being eaten 
through, by a corroſive Ulcer within, had 
given way, and the Part above ſank ſome- 
what down; there being likewiſe an Ulcera- 
tion oppolite externally, which he kept co- 
ver'd with a Patch; he had moreover a large 
Node upon one of his Shins, with violent No- 
&urnal Pains, both on his Arms and Legs. 

Having agreed upon Preliminaries, and got 
all Things ready; I concluded to Salivate them 
both by Unction, the Man having twice be- 
fore been Fluxed with Calomel; the firſt time 
here, the ſecond at Ghent: Yet ſtill relaps'd, 
or living at large, had again contracted the 
Diſtemper : The Woman allo once at London, 
to as little purpoſe. 

I began however with the Fumigation, 
having firſt rubb'd down the Verrucæ on the 
Outſide of the Woman's Pudenda, with the 
Cauſtick Stone; ſetting her over the Stool one 
Day, and the next alſo Smoaking her Throat 
with the ſame, and ſome Days one after the 
other, the ſame Day : Which being follow'd ſo 
cloſe, I expected might have made her ho 
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little ſore about her Mouth, and diſpoſed her 
for Spitting perhaps ſooner then I intended; 
but it never in the leaſt affected her that way, 
tho' I had conſum'd almoſt a double Quantity 
of the Cinnabar; only ſubduing (as I cheifly 
deſign'd) the Virulency of both the Ulcers, 
and diſpoſing them for healing afterwards : 
Thoſe above, with a touch of the Mel. Roſ. and 
a Solution of a few Grains of Sublimate there- 
in; and thoſe below with the Lac. Subli mati. 
At the ſame time I Fumed the Man's Noſtril, 
that I might check or put a ſtop to the Ero- 
ſion there; throwing up ſome Mel. Roſ. and 
the Mel. Agyptiac. together with a little Tinct. 
Myrrh. mix'd with a ſmall Quantity of the 
Decott. Plantag. Equiſet. &c. formerly obſerved 
for ſuch like Purpoſes; and putting up a 
Tent made ſoft and eaſy, dipp'd in the ſaid 
Mel. and Tincture by themſelves, every Night 
upon his lying down to reſt. On the Outſide 
was laid a thin Pledgit of Ungt. Tutie. mix'd 
up with a little Precip. rub. to keep down the 
luxuriant Fleſh ; covering his Node alſo with 
the Empl. ex Cinnab. of Dr. Harvey. 

After which, I laid open thoſe upon the 
Wife's Head, which contain'd Matter; and 
underneath, the Cranium felt porous like a 
Honey Comb: Having clear'd away the looſe 
Fleſh with the Pulv. Angelicus, made weaker 
than in common, that it might create to her 

the leſs Pain, and got the Bone in fight, I 
dreſs'd the ſame with a Pledgit, expreſs'd from 
the Tinctura Euphorbii, and between whiles to 
haſten the Deſiccation, clap'd down through 
a Cannula, an actual Cautery by which I hoped 
the ſooner to diſpoſe the Caries to ſcale off. 
But lying faſt, and both 9 to * 
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but one Trouble of their Confinement, after 
thus waiting more than a Month, I began to 
anoint them as uſual, the Man twice a Day, 
the Woman only once, for the firſt three Days; 
afterwards the Husband once a Day, the Wife 
each other Day, for three times more, who 
began to ſlaver after the fifth UnQion, with- 
out any troubleſome Accident ſupervening : 
So that I had no occaſion to uſe the 
whole Ounce of Quickſilver, in the Com- 
poſition : But the Husband was not ſo forward 
at the Fortnight's End, or almoſt three Weeks, 
after the Expence of a double Proportion; 
and indeed I found it neceſſary to Vomit him 
with the Turpeth. Min. to bring it up (to 
which Medicine, I found he was no ſtranger) 
for twice, and that in full Doſes ; by which 
time his Chaps were very ſore, tho? his ſpit- 
ting was much retarded and kept under by a 
Looſneſs, which put us often under a Neceſſity 
of giving Reſtringents, and ſometimes Opiates. 
By reaſon of all which, the Woman getting 
the ſtart, was up again by the time his Flux 
was at the heighth; which was continued upon 
each of them, near a Month, at the cloſe 
whereof, I perceived the Node reſolved upon 
the Man's Tibia, and ſome ſmall Shivers of 
Bone had caſt off inwardly from the Noſtril. 
After which I tried to keep out the ſame by a 
Cannula contriv'd for that End, whilſt the 
Ulcer was juſt Skinning over on the Outſide: 
But the ſupport being gone, and little Expecta- 
tion of Callus to ſupply its Place; after it had 
been continued for ſome time, he threw it out 
as troubleſome, and ſuffer'd its falling a lit- 


_ tle lower than it was (before the Caries ſepa- 


rated) at the Beginning of his Cure- The 
Chancres 
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Chancres in the Woman's Pudenda were dry'd 
up, as likewiſe the Ulceration in her Throat, 
before ſhe enter'd upon her ſpitting ; the Gum- 
mi reſolved under the ſame, but the Cares 
in the Cranium being quite through the upper 
Table in both Places, did not exfoliate till 
ſome Weeks after ſhe was got about. Bein 
both well Purged, Sweated and Dieted, they 
were diſmiſs'd their Confinement ; and their 
Cures ſtood firm, as I was two Years after in- 
formed by the Wife, who had made ſince that 
time ſeveral turns to Holland, and where ſhe 
told me (coming purpoſely to viſit me) ſhe had 
lately left her Husband Fat and Luſty. 


HISTORY XIX. 
Exoſtoſes of the Tibia's. 


Youth from Guinea, brought as a Ser- 

vant by the Captain of a Ship, had not 

been long aſhore, before he began to complain 
miſerably of his Legs, which appeared ſome- 
what Knotty, all the way up his Shins, to the 
Joint of his Knees, keeping him awake the 
Forepart of the Night, till towards Morning, 
when his Pains remitted ; ſo that it was plain 
the Grievance was ſeated in the Perioſtea, or 
rather in the Bones themſelves, as in the Ex- 
oſtoſis is obſervable. His Maſter faid it was a 
Diſeaſe common among the Natives of that 
Country, which they call'd the Tams; ſeiſing 
them often very young, or which he believed 
rather they brought with them into the 
Q 2 World 
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World; that as they grew up it was uſual 
to ſweat them many Days after each other, 


with certain Decoctions of their own Plants, 


repar'd for that End, eſpecially thoſe who 
had ſtrength to undergo this Management; 
and that he had pick'd out this Boy, as the 
cleaneſt limb'd and healthieſt of a great 
many he had his Choice of. Being deſired to 
take Care of him, I applied a Cinnabarine 
Plaiſter along each of the 7ibia's, and after 
ſome Time of Uſing the Gum. Guajac. with 
the Cinnab. Antimon. alſo giving Calomel be- 
tween whiles, and Purging it off again, with 
little Benefit; at beſt, perceiving I was this 
way only like to palliate; after I had try'd the 
e/Ethiops ſometime alſo with as little advantage, 
I 6rder'd his Plaiſters to be thrown off, and 5s. 
of Quickſilver (blended with Terebinth, and ſo 
mix'd up with ij. or Ziij. of Axungia) to be 
rubbed into his Legs and Arms only, at four 
ſeveral times, every other Night; putting 
him/preſently after each anointing into a warm 
Bed, and diſpoſing him to a breathing Sweat 
with a Draught of hot Mace Ale, covering 
him cloſe up for that purpoſe. Whea after 


the third Unction, the Medicine took readily 


to the Glandules about the Fauces, without 
any looſneſs (for which I had given Directions) 
or other Accident whatever; ſo that ſoon 
after the fourth anointing, he ſlaver'd free- 
ly, and which we kept up with a little Ca- 
lomel, given once or twice, as it ſeemed to 
decline, for two or three and twenty Days- 
All which time he was allowed to drink plenti- 
fully of what Liquors he liked beſt, as Poſſet- 
Drink, thin Gruel, Small-Beer with a Toaſt, 


and ſometimes a little Wine boil'd up with a

half Quantity of Spring Water, as a Cordial. 
After this he was well Purged, Sweated, and 
drank his Diet-drink: His Pains being now en- vn 
tirely taken off, altho' his Shin-bones appeared | 
ſill Nodous or Uneven. But the next Spring, 

which was about ſix Months afterwards, he 

began again to complain, not only of his 

Legs, but of his Arms alſo: Whereupon the 

Captain being going abroad, was prevailed on 

by his Wife (to whom the Lad was made a Pre- 

ſent) to take him along with him, and leave 

him in his own Country : Which the poor 

Boy never liv'd to ſee, as dying in the Voyage.

A Caſe of ſomewhat the like Nature, was 
preſented from a Counſellor of the T-—le, 
who having contracted for a Black to wait on 
him; before he paid his Money, ſent him with 
another of his Servants to have my Opinion of 
a Swelling upon one ſide of his Face, which 
they ſaid was only owing to the Tooth Ach : 
Upon inſpecting the Infide of his Mouth, k 
diſcovered Matter (preſſing my Finger on the 
Outſide) to ariſe out of the Socket of one of 
his backward Teeth, which ſeemed very Rot- 
ten, and by Extracting which, I ſent word to 
the Maſter, I believed the Swelling would fink 
on the Outſide; as is common with Abſceſſes 
from rotten Teeth : But to my own Diſcredit 
I found it otherwiſe, for afrer the drawin 
out of that, and another that was Cariate 
juſt by, I found it to be a true Spine or 
Exoſtoſis, affecting that whole Side of the low- 
er Mandible, and paſſing its Matter from a 
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little below the Condyl, thro' the Alveoli of 
the Dentes Molares or grinding Teeth on the 
ſame Side; encreaſing daily in its Tumefaction: 
He had alſo as I heard after, a Gummi up- 
on his Arm, with another on the Small of 


his Leg. So that I perceiv'd it was to little Pur- 


poſe for me to ſpend more Time about him, 
eſpecially in the Chyrurgery ; and his Maſter 
thinking he had already paid too much Money 
for him, what became of him afterwards I ne- 
ver heard; being (I ſuppoſe on this very Ac- 
count) no farther concern'd in the Family, nor 
to this Day ſatisfy'd for the Trouble 1 had 
with him. This I have purpoſely ſet down, 
as a Caution to the younger PraQitioners more 
eſpecially, that they make no Prognoſtick too 
haſtily without due Inſpection of the Caſe, and 
more mature Deliberation than was taken in 
this.

HISTORY XX. 
'A Caries overſpreading almoſt all the Skull. 


i N unfortunate Tradeſman, in his young- 
A er Days, meeting with a Miſchance, and 
falling firſt of all into ill Hands, with a ſim- 


ple Running; the ſame being too haſtily got 


out of ſight, and the Poiſon or venereal Ve- 
nom into his Blood : Notwithſtanding ſoon 
after he had the Advice of an able and ex- 
perienc'd Surgeon, ſuch was the Virulency of 
the Infection, or the great Unhappineſs of his 
particular Temperament to be more than or- 
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dinarily impreſt by the ſame, that ſometime 
after, he began to make Complaint of violent 
Pains of his Head; for which, the Cauſe (it 
being ſome Years fince) being over-look'd os 
not ſuſpected, he was let Blood in the Neck, 
purged, bliſter'd, cupp'd, had a Flammula ſub 
Nucha, and afterwards Fontanels inter Scapulas, 
beſides his taking inwardly Cephalick Pre- 
ſcriptions of all Sorts: Whence finding no 
Relief, upon a Conſultation with Sir R. B. his 
Caſe being farther examined, he again, took 
Mercurials, purging them off, at proper Di- 
ſtances, with ſome light Advantage. But ha- 
ving no other Symptoms beſides the Cephalea, 
he was hardly perſwaded it could be venereal; 
till the Pains ſeiſing alſo his Shins and Shoul- 
ders, and keeping him awake in the Night, he 
complied, and was ſalivated by that Phyſician's 
Direction. Yet norichſtanding the moſt ex- 
at Conformity to the Rules preſcribed, both 
in and out of his Spitting Courſe ; which was 
managed with ſome Difficulty to keep it up, 
the Truce held but a little while, before his 


Pains returned, particularly on the Fertex or 


Top of his Head ; about which time I was firſt 
conſulted, and propoſed an Epiſpaſtick all over 
the Scalp, which he wore as a Cap for a Fort- 
night. And during the Diſcharge of the ſharp 
Serum all the time dripping down on each ſide 
of his Head, made no Complaint of his for- 
mer Pain ; yet upon healing the Veſications, 
which were kept open as long as we could, 
the ſame reviv d. Wherefore I applied a Cau- 
ſtick on the Top of the Head, at the Joining 
of the Sagittal with the Coronal Suture; and 
cutting through the Eſchar, forced in a good 
large Pea, continuing the ſame as a Fontaret

with great Advantage, for near a Twelve- 
month, preſcribing Calomelanos ſometimes, and 
keeping it under by Purgation. On the inter- 
mediate Days he took alſo a Bole of the Cinna- 
buris Antirzonit, at other times the e/fthiops 
Min. But diſcontinuing this Method ſome 
Months, his Pains returned; nor could he reſt 
in the Night without an Opiate, which he 
took often unknown to me; having a Prepara- 
tion thereof always by him, given by a Friend, 
which was, as I ſuppoſed, Mathews's Pill. His 
Iſſue had now been continued ſo long that the 


ſharp Ichor falling thereupon, had eroded the 


Pericranium, and laid the Cranium bare; ſo that 
I-was forced to throw out the Pea, dreſſing 
up the Bone dry, and the Carzes ſpreading ſtill 
farther, I cut away the Fungus and callous Lips 
of the Ulcer, and laid all in View, in order 


to exfoliate. About this Time the Pains of 


his Limbs returning with great Violence, ſo 
ſoon as ever he was warm in his Bed, and 
ſuſpecting greater Miſchief, I reſolved to at- 
tempt a Salivation by Unction; and being pre- 
pared for Accidents, rubb'd in a ſmall Quan- 
tity of the ſame, with my own Hands, well 
armed with a Bladder ty'd about my Wriſt, 
at firſt every ſecond Day, in conſideration of 
his great Weakneſs ; but after the third time, 


he began to be griped, and was troubled with 


a great many looſe Stools, quickly ending in 
a Dyſentery: So that they were forced to call 
me up very early in the. Morning, the Nurſe 
telling me he had then had above thirty Stools, 
moſt of them bloody, and the laſt a bloody 
Aucus only. Coming to the Bed-ſide I found 
him fainting with cold Sweats, and in a Man- 
ner expiring his laſt ; his Eyes wide open, 85 
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he could not ſpeak ſo as to be heard. She 
told me ſhe had injected a couple of Clyſters 
in the Night, Ex Decofto albo cum Ovor. Vitellis 
& Iſs Theriac. Androm. (always in Readineſs) 
which forced ſoon away with his Stools. I im- 
mediately call'd for a Cup of his burnt Claret, 
and whilſt that was getting ready, with warm 
Napkins cauſed him to be well rubb'd ; ba- 
thing his Temples and his Upper Lip with 
the Ag. Regin. Hung. & Spir. Lavend. whilſt an- 
other Servant held an open Vial of the Spir. 
Sal. Armon. cum Calce viva deſtillat. under his 
Noſtrils, that quickly rous'd him, and brought 
him to his Senſes. I then inſtilling Twenty 
Drops of the Laud. Liquid. Cydon. into the 
burnt Wine (finding his Pulſe return) gave 
it him to drink. At the ſame time I directed 
a Pint of Red Wine to be ſet over the Fire, 
and made boiling hot, out of which (having 
lifted him up from the Bed-pan) Flannel Cloths 
were wrung hot, and applied to his Funda- 
ment to take of his Teneſmus. I farther or- 
dered them to quench a Heater ſeveral times 
in Spring Water, and (ſending for them whilſt 
I ſtay'd) directed them ro infuſe therein boil- 
ing hot, the Fol. Roſ. rub. Mſs. Flores Balauſt, 
Pi. Cort. Granat. I ſs. taking Ziv. of the ſtrain- 
ed Liquor, and adding half an Ounce of the 
Diaſcord. ſine Melle, mixt up with the Volk of 
an Egg and a Gill of Sack; which was to be 
thrown up as a Clyſter, or rather as a Fomen- 
tation for his Bowels. Laſtly 1 preſcribed to 
his Apothecary, the Infuſio Conf. Fracaſt. as it 
is ſer down in the Method for correQing this 
Accident, to be given two Spoonfuls after 
every looſe Stool; and if his Gripes or Reſt- 
leſaeſs contiau'd, ten Drops of the Laudanunt 
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in ſome more of his burnt Wine: Which were 
ſtill farther to be repeated at a proper Diſtance, 


as the Urgency of his Complaint ſhould hap- 


pen to require: Only obſerving the Effect of 
one, before another Doſe thereof ſhould be gi- 
ven him. However what I had now done took 


off the Grievance; and the laſt Clyſter came 


not away till the Evening : Nor had we any 
more Stools for two or three Days. His Mouth 
alſo (which was more than I expected) began 
to be ſore, and to ſmell ſtrong, though he ſpit 
little as yet: So that after three Days I anoint- 
ed him again over Night, and before Morn- 
ing his Gripes diſturb'd him; but immediate- 
ly giving him Gut. xv. of his Laudanum, and 
injecting ſuch another Clyſter as the laſt, this 
Hurry wore preſently off; and two Days after 


* I anointed him for the laſt Time, covering 
each Tibia with the Emplaſt. de Ranis cum Mer- 


curio, the whole of what I had thus uſed 
amounting to little more than Zvi. of the 
Mercury : Which in like manner as the former, 
began to run through him the next Day, but 
was quickly again ſtopt with an Opiate. The 
Sloughs now farther increaſing about his Cheeks 
and Tongue, he ſpit about a Quart a Day; 
being too weak for the Turpeth. Min. and I 
unwilling to uſe more of the Unction: How- 
ever deſirous of raiſing it ſo far as I could with 
Safety ſtill a little higher, 1 adventur'd to give 
him gr. xv. of Calomel. every other Night, for 
three or four Times, with Z(s: of the Conf. Fra- 
caſt. ſ. m. and gr. ſs. of Extr. Opii Thebaic. but 
ſtill he was ſubje& to have two or three Stools 
in a Day, ſome of them intermixt with Blood; 
his Fainting alſo being apt to return after he 
came from the Stool. Wherefore taking care 

to 
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to keep his Spirits up with burnt Wine and 
good Broaths ; alſo his Sack Clyſters and the 
Volks of Egg; Tho' it was with ſome Diffi- 
culty we got him thro”, and upon finiſhing this 
Courſe, put him into another of Aſſes Milk 
with a China Decoction, in order to recruit 
him. | 

During all this, the Caries would not ſtir, 
nor offer to ſeparate: The Ulcer indeed was 
not ſo conſtantly inſpected during his exceed- 
ing Weakneſs, for Fear of his taking cold by 
the frequent Opening; but was now daily 
look'd after, and dreſs'd with a Tinctura Myrrh. 
Aloes & Euphorb. with ſome of the latter ſprin- 
kled thereon : When being now pretty free 
from his Pains, yet much emaciated, I pre- 
ſcribed the fam'd Antihectick of Poterius, which 
he took for a conſiderable Time, I cannot ſay 
with any ſenſible Relief, in any reſpect (any 
more than ſome others, with whom 1 had 
try'd it under the like Circumſtances) ; where- 
fore having inſtruQed his Servant in the dreſ- 
ſing of the rotten Skull, he removed into the 
Air, keeping ſtrictly to the Milk Diet for about 
ſix Weeks or two Months; and returned as 
the cold Weather approached, with little or 
no Improvement. 

There had been ſome ſmall Fragments caſt 
off from the Cranium, but the main Part lay 
hard and faſt, appearing black as a Coal, having 
gone beyond the Diploe, by a Cleft diſcernible 
on one Side thereof ; and before the Spring 
following was far advanced, he began to make 


freſh Complaints upon other Parts of his Head, 


where ſoon after appeared other nodous Tu- 
mours : So that now deſpairing of his Cure, he 
threw of his Buſineſs, having a Competency to 
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ſubſiſt his little Family, viz. his Wife and him- 
ſelf. Upon theſe new Appearances, I thought 
convenient more particularly to enquire into 
the State of her Health, who all this time was 
utterly ignorant of the Cauſe of his Illneſs ; 
and though otherwiſe a poor infirm hyſterical 
Woman, yet I perceived perfectly clear of 
any Symptom of the Lues: Nor was there 
much Likelihood, eſpecially of late Years, ſhe 
mould be infected therewith ; fince he had been 
fo conſtantly indiſpoſed for about fifteen Years 
they had cohabited. Adeo ut nunquam ex multis 
Annu preteritis rem habuiſſet cum illa, ut mihi 
bonus Vir ac vere relicioſus (utcunque olim infortu- 
natus) ſæpe juratus eſt. 

I now propoſed a Conſultation with Serjeant 
Bernard, who on a View of the Caſe, adviſed 
thoſe Nodes ſhould be laid open, in moſt of 
which there ſeemed Matter to fluctuate; and 
afcer diſpoſing them if poſſible for Deſquam- 
mation, to attempt another Salivation. And 
when I told him how narrowly he had eſca- 
ped the laſt Year, he reply'd he might as well 
die under a Salivation as a pocky Hedtick 
otherwiſe we muſt continue the Milk and Diet- 
drink: But the poor miſerable Patient was of 
the ſame Opinion, and very willing when we 
thought it requiſite to undergo it, having been 
long time weary of a wretched Life. Yet for 
the preſent we kept him to the Diet aforeſaid, 
till I had open'd ſeveral of the Nodes with a 
Cauſtick; under each of the Eſchars was found 
a Carioſity, there being ſix or ſeven as I remem- 
ber, of them in ſeveral Parts of the Head; as 
forewards, on the Os Hontis; ſideways, on both 
the Bregma's; on the Vertex, a top; and the 
Os Occipitu, behind, © 2 
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Theſe being laid in View, his Pains again 


ceaſed, and his Strength was ſo recruited, that 
about three Months after, he reſolved upon 
another Salivation, the Serjeant making him 
ſeveral Viſits. It was enterpriz'd with much 
the ſame Difficulty as formerly, the Gripes and 
Dyſentery returning ſo ſoon as he had been 
thrice anointed, tho' with a ſmaller Quantity. 
of the Mercury than before; nor could we get 
him to ſpit ſo much as then. The Flux go- 
ing off, he was again purg'd and dieted, and I 
reſolv'd to meddle with no more Mercurials : 
For after all we had done this Way, ſuch was 
the hard Lot of this unhappy Man, (who often 
ſolemnly proteſted, he never had ſtray'd more 
than once in his whole Life this Way) that we 
never could get the rotten Cranium to exfoli- 
ate. Wherefore the Summer following he went 
again into the Country, about twenty Miles 
from London, taking along with him a Servant 
well inſtructed to dreſs him, and Medicines 
for that Purpoſe ; and returned the Winter 
following much in the ſame State he went : 
Where after he had taken the beſt Phyſical and 
Chirurgic Advice he could have, ia divers Con- 
ſultations with Men eminent in both Profeſſions, 
he paid me civilly for what I had already done, 
and contraQed with me to dreſs him for fifty 
Pounds a Year, every Day at my own Houle ; 
and ſometime after growing feeble, and una- 
ble to come out, I attended for the ſame Sti- 
pend every other Day, at his: But after about 
a Year and a half more Nodes appearing, and 
finding his Expence too great for his Income; 
when I had alſo open'd theſe, and fitted them 
for his Servant's Management, I agreed for 
Forty to dreſs him twice a Week. ng 
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which he had two or three Epileptick Paroxyſms, 
ſome Matter, as I ſuſpeQed, falling in, and of- 
fending the Membranes underneath; to pre- 
vent which for the future, ſo far as I could, I laid 
open ſeveral Sinuoſities, and other Ulcers com- 
municating, into one; dreſſing up as formerly 
to correct the Putrefaction, with the Tincture 
of Myrrh, Aloes and Euphorb. ſprinkling in the 
Powders of the ſame between whiles. 

A foul and moſt offenſive Work, the Stench 
ſo inſinuating all about me, into my very 
Cloaths, (and yet I touch'd no Part but with 
an Inſtrument) that nobody car'd to come 
near me for an Hour after ; nor into the Sur- 
gery, when he came to me (though the ſame 
was always fumed after he was gone) for long- 
er time, without great Offence. I once call'd 
in Mr. Samuel Palmer, at another time Mr. Ri- 


chard Blundell, who thought himſelf as well 


able to encounter a Stink as another ; but de- 
clar'd upon his coming out of the Chamber, 
that he had never met with the like, and that 
the Salary was too ſmall for the Work. 

This Gentleman being the laſt Perſon I at- 
tended, as a Chyrurgic Patient, and having re- 
ceived a large Sum of his Mony, I was willing 
to ſerve after in what I could ; and (upon co- 
ming into the College) accordingly at his laſt 
quarterly Payment, when I took my Leave, 
promis'd him upon any freſh Emergency to give 
him my Advice gratis In the mean time I had 
inſtructed his Barber (who lived juſt by him, 
and for a ſmall Gratuity had undertaken the 
the Poſt) how to manage it. But upon my 
withdrawing, ſome of his Friends recommended 
another Perſon of the Profeſſion, who it ſeem- 
ed (as I was told) had given more Encourage- 
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ment than I ever pretended to, under whoſe 
Hands he nevertheleſs deceas'd, about a-quar- 
ter of a Year after. 

Some Years before his Death, he had Nodes 
upon each Tibia, which ſometimes reſolved 
under his Salivation ; and were ſo kept under 
at all times, by the Emplaſt de Ranis cum Merc. 
as to give him little or no Diſturbance : But 
had the Scalp, (I mean what was left of it) 
been clear'd away after his Deceaſe, I. verily. 
believe, three Parts in four of his Cranium or 
Skull had been found carious or rotten; in moſt 
Places alſo through both Tables. So that con- 
ſidering how truly formidable this Diſeaſe ap- 
pears at ſometimes, and the deplorable Cir- 
cumſtances to which Mankind is thereby re- 
duc'd, I think I cannot better ſhut up this 
Diſcourſe, than in the Words of this miſera- 


ble Man, who was wont to ſay, a little: before I 


left him, that if che Compilers of our Engliſh: 
Liturgy had known ſo much of this Diſtemper 


as he had done, inſtead of. that Petition in the 
Litany,
